Places. By this means he difappoinred the ftrength 
of rhe Enemies Army, and with the beft part of 
his Troops, in the right Wing, he cncompallcd 
about the Per fans, and overthrew them. 

4. When P. CorneliHi Scifio t who was afterwards 
firnamed Africanw, made War againft Afdrubaly 
the Carthaginian General in Spain, he led out his 
Army for fcveral days fo ordered in Battel, that the 
Body or Battalion in the middle wa& compofcd of 
ills (ircQgeft Men-, but when the Enemy alfo came 
forth ponftanrly difpofed in the fame manner, Set* 
fio, that very day that he had appointed to fight, 
changed the Order of his Battel, and placed his 
flouted Souldiers, namely, his Roman Legions, in 
the Wings, and his Men who were fleuderly armed 
in the middle, but fomething behind die red. By 
this means, he aflaulted with his two Wings that 
were dronged, and appearing like a half Moon, the 
wejskeft part otf the.Eneinies Army, and cafily rout 
cd them. 

5. Met ell us y in that Battel wherein he overcame 
He*culeius in Spain, when he underdood that bis 
Enemies Troops that were edeemed the douted 
were placed in the middle, caufed his Battalion 
that was oppofire to draw back, that they plight 
not come to fight with rhe Enemy unrill* their 
Wings were routed, and their main Body enclofcd 
in ou both fides. 

6 . Aftarerxes, marching againd the Grecians , 
v.ho were entred into Perfia , becaufe he exceeded 

them 
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then in number of Men, he (trcKhed ourlm Anny 
farther than the Enemies, and placed ins Huft * 
the Van, and fuch as were lighrly armed- in the 
Wings; and thus he marched foftly on purpofe with 
his middle Battalion, that ha might encompaft 
them: which when he tad done, he cut them all 

obfemed a contrary order in the 
Battel otCamui for lie caufed the middle Bartall- 
on.o advance before, and keptbacktheW.ngsr 
by this means he overpower d them Men.nt the firft 
Charge. For this famc General caufed his Souldiers 
to fight clofe together, and the Wings to wind about 

in the manner of a Half-Moon, and to march on at 
his Command ; fo that when the Enemy vvasearneft 
in the parfuit, he endofed than into die nudd.c 
of his Army, fell upon them, and cut thennn pic* 
cesonall fides, for'his Souldiers were well acquaint¬ 
ed with this manner of fighemg, after a long expe¬ 
rience. None but fuch Souldiers as are we llskilld 
and able to anfwcr to every thing, can polTuly per¬ 
form and obferve this kind of Warfare. . 

8. Liiius Salinator and Claudius Nero, when in 
the fecond Punkk. War Hafdrubal was unwilling to 
fiehr, and therefore had drawn up hisArmy upon 
aflony Hill behind a Vineyard led their Forces up 
on all fides, furrounded him on every hand, and 
without fhelcer afftulrcd and overcame him. 

a. when Hannibal had been m many Battels 
overpower’d by Claudius MarceiUts, at lalt in his 
Marches he fo placed his Camp, thatjie.had t ie 
A(fillance and Defence either of fome Hill or Marm 
Ground, or fome other convenient place, and did 
draw up his Army in fuch a manner, *at when the 
Romans had the Advantage he could retreat with 
them into his Fortifications with little or no lofc ,

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and when they were beaten, it was in his power 
and choice to purfuc rhein. 

[ I o* Xanthrppus , the Lacedunonian General in 
Africa againft M. Atrilius Regulus, placed his Men 
flcnderly 2rmcd in the Van, and the Strength of 
his . Army next to fccond them, commanding his 
Auxiliary Troops, afloon as they had cart their 
Darts to give Ground to the Enemy, and when they 
were retreated within their own Ranks, to run im¬ 
mediately to the fides, and to charge from both 
Wings the Enemy that was at handy Blows with 
the Body of tltcir Army, and to furround them in. 

11. Sertorivs practiced the fame thing in Spain 
when he was fighting againft Pompey. 

12. Cleandrmas, the Lacedemonian General againft 
the Lucani , drew up his Men clofe together that 
they might appear but a fmall Body, ana more con¬ 
temptible to the Enemy; but when the Battel was 
begun Ire caufed his Men to open, and having en 
tom pa (led in the Enemy, he routed them. 

19. When Gaftron the Lacedemonian went to 
fuccotir the ^Egyptians againft the Perfmns , and un- 
derftood that his Grecian Troops were ftcuteft 
Souldicrs and moft feared of the Perjians , he cau¬ 
fed them to change their Arms, and to march in 
the Van; and when they encountered with the 
Perfians with equal Advantage, he fent a Party of 
Egyptians to lecond then): when the Perfians, 
who were fighting with thofc Grecians whom they 
thought to be Egyptians, perceived the coming in 
of the Multitude, whom they cftccmed to be alfo 
Grecians , they run away for fear. 

14. Cn. Pompntff , in Albania, becaufe the Enemy 
was powerful in Horfe and numbers of Men, com¬ 
manded his Souldiers to cover their Headpieces 
in a ftreight place near a Hill, for fear they ftiould 

be 
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be difeovered b/their fttining in the Sun ; and he 
commanded his Horfe-men to go down into cite 
Plain and cover the Foot, and at the firft Onfe{.of 
the Encmv, to give back till they were returned to 
the Foot, and :tbcn to place chemfelycs in the 
Wings; which. Dcipg accordingly pqfofpaed, the 
Romatf Army arofe, encountpr’d ydeh thofc that 
-were uhadvjledly got in fo far, who meeting with 
ah unexpected Kefiftance were cut all in pieces. 

15. M. Antonins , General againft the Parthians, 

commanded his Men to flop when an innumerable 
company of Arro ws were ailcharged upon them, 
and to cover thcmfelves ov^r, with their Targes, 
upon which when the Arrow? fcH>.did no Injury; 
to the Souldicrs, and {he Enemy, .y-is thereby cx- 
haufted, 1 ' " ... 

16. When Hannibal encounter’d with Scipio m 
Africa , becaufe he had an Army composed of C.ar- 
tnagir.lmp and Auxiliary Troops, fome being come , 
from divers Countries, and from Italy alfo; behind 
fourfcorc Elephants, which.Iie capCed to march be-t 
fore his Arnpy to. diformer the Roman Ranks, no 
placed the Q'auls, t!ie Ligurians, me Baleares K ana 
the Moors, that they might not be able to fly away, 
the Carthaginians being next behind, that they 
might in the firft encounter with the Enemy di- 
fturb or weary them; after them he placed his 
own Men and the Mdtcdonians, who might receive! 
the tired Romans aifreCh: and in the Rear he put {he 
ttxlms, whole Conftahcy and Courage he! lufpect- 
ed,becaufe he Had drawnmjny of them out of Ita¬ 
ly againft their Wills. ' Scipio, againft this Order, 
drew up the ftrengrh of the Legions in three Batti- 
lions in the Front, dividing them into Hajiati,

The Intervals or Spaces between, were filled up and made good 

with Velites, or $ouldiers lightly armed. 
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They had that excellent way, that let the ground 
be never fo unfit for a pitch'd Battel, they would 
bring them up in that order, that one Company 
was to fccond another, and relieve fuch as were 
weary or over-power’d, who could cafify retreat 
without damage, and fall in the Rear. And though 
the diff erence of Arms now caufcch us to differ much 
from their way, yet the wife A Generals, as Spino- 
la, Prince Maurice, and others, have profefs’d 
themfelves to be indebted to the Romans for fome 
of their fltill and cunning in ordering an Army. 

17. Archelaut>fi$v\ng againA Sylla, in the front 
of the Battel appointed Carts, armed with Sythrs* 
to break and diforder the Roman Ranks; in the 
fccond he placed his Macedonian Phalanx , or roego 
Pikeraen; in the third Battalion were, according 
to the Roman Method, die Auxiliary Troops, min¬ 
gled with the Fugitives come out of Italy , in whofe 
Courage and Refolution he had a great Confidence. 
In the Rear he drew up a Body ofSouldiers lightly 
armed ;and in the Wings he placed his Horfehien, 
of whom he had a great number, and ordered them 
to enclofe in the Enemy. But S)lla, on the contra¬ 
ry fide, caufed a large Ditch to be dig’don each 
hand of his Army, and at the end of the Ditches he 
railed a Bulwark to defend it, to this end, that he 
might not be fhut in with the vafi numbers of the 
Foot, and chiefly of dic Enemy’s Horfe, who were 
flrongcr than his. Next, he divided his Foot into 
three Bodies, leaving Spaces between for the Soul- 
diers lightly armed: and for his Horfe, he drew 
them up in the Rear, that when time ftiould ferve 
he mignt fend them out to charge the Enemy; and 
commanded the firA Ranks of tne fecond Battel to

22. The Emperour CJtfar Germanicm, when tht 
Cattt, a People of Germany, fled into their Forefts, 
and aflaulted the Romans only wifli their Horft, 
commanded his Horfemen, afloon as they wen 
come to the Baggage, to leap from their Hprfjs, 
and to fight on foot. By this means he brought to 
pafs, that in every place he obtain’d the Victory, 
not without Wonder. . 

24. C- DuPJiits, feeing that the heavinefs of ho 
Ships fuffcred the Carthaginian Navy eafily to avoid 
ana pafs by them, becaufe of their Nimblenefs and 
Lightnefs, and that the Courage and Valour of hh| 
Men profited him nothing, invented the iron Grap¬ 
ples, which‘afloon'as it had taken hold of an Eoc-.

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CHAP. IV. 

Of difirdering an Enemies Army. 
Example i. 

W Hen Papyriusf firnamed Cur for, the Con- 
furs Son, faw that he encounter d with 
the obftinate Samnites with equal Ad¬ 
vantage, he commanded Spurius Naums, private¬ 
ly ana unknown to his own Men, to take w ith him 
a few Servants and Mule-drivers riding on their 
Mulct, with Branches of Trees, drawn on the ground, 
in rheir hands, and to run down a Hill which was 
over againft them, with great nolle; which alloon 
at he perceived, he cried out to his Men, That nis 
victorious Partner was come to his Aflifiance, and 
that now they fhould prevent him, and get to 
themfclves the Honour of the day. By this means 
the Romans were filled with Confidence and KelO* 
lution, and furioufly aflaulted ihc Enemy, and put 

them ail to flight . . , 

2. F. Rutilius , firnamed Maximus, being the 
fourth rime Conful in the Country of the Sammtes , 
having tried all means to break through the Ene¬ 
mies Battel, at laft he drew off all his Pikcmcn from 
die Ranks, and fent them about with his Lieutenant 
General Scipio , commanding him to take a Hill, 
from whence they might break in upon the Backs 

I of their Enemies; which being done accordingly, 
the Romans took Courage, ana the Samnites were 
frighted, and feeking to fly they were cut in pieces.

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3. When Minutius Rufus was General againft 
Scordifci and the Dad, bcin^ likely to be over 
charged by the numbers of their Men that exceed 
his, fent his Brother with a few Horfe-men, to 
ther with all his Trumpeters, and commanded th 
thatalfoon as the Battel was begun they fhould fu 
dcnly (hew themfelves in divers places, with the 
Trumpets founding in fuch places of the Mountai 
as might return and encreafe the Eccho. This A 
pcarance of a vaft Multitude put fuch a Terror it 
the Enemies, that they turned their Backs and H 

4. Attilius Glabrio , Coaful, marching' againft 1 
Army of Antiochus , which was coming into Ach 
through the Srreights of Thermo?)l£, had been flop’ 
by the Enemy with confiderable lofs, becaufe of d 
difadvantage of the place of Battel, had he not ft 
round about M. Porcius Cato , Who: ax that time b 
ing made a Collonel by the People ot Rowe, was 
the Army. He fent him with a Party to aflaulr t 
AEtolians, who held the Top of Mount Callidro 
with a Guard: fo that on a fudden lie appeared 
hind the King’s Camp upon a high Hill 5 which 
terrified the Army of Antiochus, that they fuftei 
the Romans to break in upon them cn all fides th 
fled, and left their Camp to their Enemies Fl<

Cttfar forefeeing this, 
partly with his Foot which he fern to meet ^em, 
and partly with his Horfc which he appointed to fait 
upon their Backs, he overthrew diem.

a. Chares, the Athenian General, expected feme 
Recruits, but was afraid that the Enemy, in con¬ 
tempt of his (lender Forces, would in the mean 
while afl'ault his Camp: he therefore fent a great 
many of the Souldiers that he had with him on the 
other iide of his Camp away in the Night, and 
commanded'them that they mould return to him 

again in the moft vifible manner to his Enemies, 
and (hew the Appearance of Recruits and frdh Suc¬ 
cours. By this appearance of Recruits he kept off 
the Enemy untill he was really relieved according 
to his expectation. 

4. Tphicrates the Athenian , liaving his Camp in 
pl ain Fields, and undemanding that the Thracians 
intended to invade and plunder his Camp, and 
that, they would come down the Hills by one way 
that led from the top to the bottom * he privately 
kd his Army, and placed them on both (ides of 
the way through which the Thratiatu were to pals: 
and when the Enemy came running down to. the 
Camp where many Fires were purpofely made by 
i few to (hew the appearance of the Army continu¬ 
ing there, he aflaultcd them on both lides, and 
overthrew them.

2. Tripbon King of SynA being overcome in Bat¬ 
tel, fcattcred in all the way where he fled, his Mo¬ 
ney: by' that means he detained theHorfemen of 
Antioehns that purfued him, arid dfeaped from;

q. Sertww, being overcome by fit MeteUnf 
Pius , and forced to a Retreat •, and not judging his 
Flight t<J be fafe, commanded his Souldiers to fcat- 
ter and depart, and acquainted them with die place 
; where he advis’d and ordered them to meet all 
again together. _ . . 

4. Viriatus, General of the Lujitamor Portugal, 
cfcaped from the Roman Army, . .and out of a diffi- 
cult place, in the fame manner as Scrtorius by fcac- 
■ tering his Army, and gathering it again together. 

$. fforaths Codes , when he was purfued by the 
* Army of Pdrfenna, ordered his Souldicrs to return 
ij into the City over the Bridge, and to break it 
( down, that the Enemy might not follow: which 
: while it was in doing, he expofed his Life, as the 

Defender of his City, to keep offfuch as purfued 

after 
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after him. And when he had heard the noife of 
the Bridge falling down, he call himfelf into the 
River, and paisa oyer it loadcn, not with Arms, 
but with Wounds. 

6 . When Aparins in Spain , at die City of Iler- 

<frf, fled from Cafar who purfued him at the Heels, 
he pitch'd his Camp j ana when Ctfpr, had done the 
like, and had fent out a Party of his Men for For- 
rage, he fuddenly gave a Command to his Army to 
much. • • 

7. Wfi& 'Antqnuu retreated with his Army, 
which waS'followcd by the partbians, becaufe that 
very Morcpng when Tie began to move forward lie 
was forcJy, vexed with their Arrows, andpurfued 
by them, he delayed the time of his Departure, till- 
me fifth Hour, and fettled lik People in,their Fide¬ 
lity, Refolution, and Courage, which caufed the 
Parthians to withdraw themfelves 5 fo that after¬ 
wards he conld perform his journey, and march the 
reft of the day without any Lett or Hinderance. 

8. When Philippas was vanquifhed in Epirus, 
that the Romans might not prefs upon him in his. 
Flight, he defired and obtained a Truce to bury 
the (lain j which made the Roman Guards to be 
the more negligent, and give him an opportunity 
to efcape. 

9. When Publ. Claudius was overcome in a Sea- 
fight by the Carthaginians , becaufe he could not 
avoid to pafs through or hard by the Enemies Ar¬ 
my, he caufed the remaining part of his Navy, 
being twenty Ships, to be trimmed and adorned 
as if they had been victorious. Ac this fight thfc 
Carthaginians fancied that the Romans had gotten 
the Advantage of them j therefore for fear they 
fuficrcd them to efcape. 

F 4. to. When 
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IO. when the Carthaginians were overcome by 
Sea, they endeavoured to put the Roman Navy by, 
and to Sail from them, they made therefore a (hew 
as if they had run their Ships upon banks of Sand; 
by this means thcCbnquetours fearing the fame mif- 
hap, withdrew, and gave diem liberty to fly awav. 

n. Commimus of Arras, being overcome by > 
liuscafar , and endeavouring to efcape out of France 
into Britanj, arrived fafe to the Sea fide when the 
Wind was favourable, but at low Ebb, fo that his 
Ships fluck faft in the Sand, neverthelcfs he com- 
manded the Sails to be fpread, which when Cafar 
faw afar ofr in his ptirfuit after him, and that the 
Ships were already under Sail, imagined it was im- 
pofliblc to recover him. By this Policy Cmmtntv 
efcapcd out of his hands

Example i. 

T Ommus the Conful, having overcome in 
Battel the JEqui and the Peopled 

■ Italy , he rcfolvcd to take the Town of 
Antiunr. he therefore made a Speech to his Army* 
and (hewed them how needful and «fie « wk for 
them, if they went on without Delay. 
and Courage which he had caufed by his Speech,he 
fet uoon tnc Town and took it* 

J/VuCan, in Spain, perceived thatt he^ rmght get 
into his Hands a certain Town if he did a&ult the 
Inhabitants before they were aware, he therefore 
performed in two days the March of four, through 
difficult and defart ways and places, and came up¬ 
on the Enemies before they feared him, and over¬ 
came them: and when his Men tod tapper fue- 
reeded, and allied of him the caufe of fuch anea- 
fie Performance, he told them, that then thpy be¬ 
gan to be Conquerours when in two days they per¬ 
formed the March of four. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP- II. 

Of deceiving fuch as are bejieged. 

Example i. 

W Hcn Donums Calvin"s befieged die Town 
Of LHC*,bclonging to the £^«rr<nw, which 
was ftrengthened not only by the Scitua- 
tiotiand Fortifications, butalfoby the Number and 
Courage of the Defendants, refolvcd to furfound 
the Walls many times with all his Army, and then 
to retreat as often into- his Camp. By this Cuttom 
dieTownfmea were perfwaded that the Romans 
did praftife this only to cxercifc themfelves: and 
when they never feared any thing from this comtant 
March, the General turned the Walk into a fudden 
Afiault, in which they took the Walls, and obliged 
the Inhabitants to furrepder themfelves and their 

°2. C. D Hiatus the Conful likewife by exercifmg 
die Souldiers and his Seamen, he brought the Car - 
tb or mans into that Security, becaufehw former 
Cufiom tod done them no harm, that fuddenly he 
run upon them with his whole Fleet, and took their 

Fortifications. . _ . , 

a. Hannibal matter'd many Towns in Italy bv 
fending before fome of his own People in the Garb 
of Romans, who tod got the Latin Tongue by the 
long continuance of the War. 

4. The Arcades, befiegwg a Cattle of the Afeffim- 
m, made certain Arms in the refemblance of their 

Enemies, and at that time that they found that 

their 
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their Guards were relieved, they fumifhed forae 
of their own Partv in the Habk of thofe that were 
expe&cd, and by tnis Miffake, being received in as 
Companions, they got Pofleflion of the Place with 
the Slaughter of tneir Encraiei. - 

5. Cimon , General of the Athenians, having 
plac’d an Ambufcado for a certain City in Caria , fet 
on fire in the Night unexpe&edly a Temple of 
Diana, much reverenced by the Inhabitants, with a 
Grove adjoining, which was without the \VllSf 
when therefore the Citizens came out to extingui/n 
the fire, he took the Town, being almoft empty 
of its Inhabitants. 

6. When- AtcitfadeSf the General of the Atbtrd- 
ars, befieged the City- of the Jgrigentbti, whieh 
was very well fortified, 1 he defifed to parley with 1 
them in their Alftmbly: he difeours’d a long time 
with them about common things in their Theatre,- 
where, according to die Grectans Cuftom, is the 
ufual place of Deliberation. And while he enter¬ 
tained the multitude under a pretence of confokiog 


for that Purpofe, took Pofleflion of the City- 
Walls. ' 

7, Epamrnmfoi, the Tbtbaif Generalm Arcadfty 


when me Women-of the Enemies tame ourof the'

riApyrius, fimamed Cur for, at Tarentm , prop* 
1-^ fed to Able, who defended die City with,* 
Party of Epirois , that he would fave him ad 
his Country-men, if by his means he might win the 
Cjty: which Reward fo prevail'd upon him, that 
he pcifwaded them of Tarentm to laid him as a 
AraJb^&dour to die Conful, with whom he full; 
concluded the Agreement j Co that at his Return he 
made the Citizens fecure, and delivered the City 
unguarded into the Roman General’s Power. 

2. Afarcellus, having won a certain Inhabitant of 
Syracufe , named Sojijbratus , to betray the City, no. 
derftood by him, that the Guards, ^ next day 
being a Feftival, would be careicR and negligent, 
and the rather, bccaufe Epicides was, to give them 
Plenty of Wine and good Cheer. . He «M)k .there¬ 
fore Advantage of this merry Oppprturtity, and of 
the Negligence of the Guards, took the Walls, flew 
the Watch, and open’d to the Roman Army the 
Gates of this City, which had been famous for fe¬ 
vers! noble ViAorjcs. 

g. When Tartpanw Superbus could hot oblige 
the Gabii to yield to him, fent to them his Son 
Sextm Tarqmm beaten wirli Rods: He exclaim’d 
againft the Cruelty of hh Father, and perfuaded 
the Gabii to make ufc of his Hatred ana Difples- 
futc againfl the King. They accordingly having 

cho- 
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chofen him to be their Leader, betrayed them to 

his Father. ■ ... 

4. Cyrus, King of Perfia, fent on purpofe his 
Companion and Friend Zopyrus, upon whofe Fide¬ 
lity he couW affuredly relyc, with his Face disfigu- 
ltd arid maimed, to the Enemies* He was thought 
by them to be highly provok’d againft Cyrus, bc¬ 
caufe of the Difgrace offered to him; and he did 
aot a little encourage this perfuafion, by adventu- 
ring himfelf much, as often as they went out to 
fight/ and aiming at Cyrus with his Darts: at laft, 
when they had made him Governour of Babylon, he 

delitcr’d the City into the King’s hands. 

t k PbilippM , beingfhut out of a Town of the Sa¬ 
mi, won Apollonius ■ their Commander, to betray 
them, and perfuaded him to place a Cart full of 
(mure Stones at the very Entrance of the Gate. At 
the making of a ccrain Sign, Philip fuddenly came 
upon the Townfmen, who were bufie in ftiutting ol 
their incomber’d Gate, and over-powcr*d them. 

6. Hannibal , when he befieged Tarntum, which* 
was kepc by Lit ins with a Roman Guard, folliciced 
a certain Man of the City, named Eoneus, to j^^Y 
it, and to praftife this Subtilty j That he mould 
under pretence of Hunting* go out in the Night, 
bccaufe it was not likely that the Enemy would 
fuft'er him in the Day. And when he was thus gone 
out, fome did fupply him with wild Boars, which 
he carried to Livius , as if they had been of his own 
taking. When he had praftis’d this often, and 
therefore was not narrowly obferved, on a certain 
Night Hannibal fent in with him Souldicrs of hi* 
Army in the Garb of Humfmen *, who being loaden 
with Venifon, which they had in thfcir Hands, they 
were admitted by the Guards, and (uddenly they * 
fetupon them and flew them: Then the Gatewas

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broke open, and Hannibal was lec in with I vis Amy, 
that dcftroyed all the Romans, except fuch as fled 
to the Cattle. 

7. Lyfmachm, King of the Macedonian*, whta 
he befieged the City of Epbefw, am) thafc the Citi¬ 
zens had a certain. Arclvpyrate, named AUndmu, 
come to their Affiftmce, who did often go thither 
with his Ships Ioaden with Spoils aod Prey, per- 
fuaded him to be a Traitor, and to take with him 
the ttouteft men of his Army with their. Handii

2. Agefilans, General of the Lacedemonians ,, be- 
tteged die Phocenfet, and underftood that their auxi¬ 
liary Troops were already weary of the War} he 
therefore departed from them a while, as it he had 
minded other Buttncfs, and gave them liberty to be 
gone.

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Refolution and Power againtt them of Mantinea ; for 
hiving made as many Fires as before, as if he had. 
continued in that place, he deceiv’d the Lacedento- 
mans , and return’d forty miles to the City of JHanti- 
neai which he found naked of defence, and took it.

oct.othcrs he lhun*d,and courageoufly went through 
the middle of Cafar's Army, and led into the Town 
a Garifon of Pompey.

a.The Phyfitian of King Fyrrbus went to Fabri* 
cwr,’General for the Fomats^ promifing him that 
he would give his Mafter Poifon, if before-hand 
he might have the ailufance of a confiderable 
Reward. Fabririus thinking: that he had no need 
of fuch a foul Deed to get the Viftory, difcove-> 
ltd the Plot, and the Author to the King. This 
esufed him to feek and defire eamcftly the A#* 
mms Fricndftiip.

C N. Pompeiuf when his Soldiers threatned to 
plunder , and take his Treafure, whichf 
was to be carryed in Trumpb, and Seru/wr and 
Glaucia, two Romans , advifed him to divide ic^ 
amongft them, to prevent a Tumult *, he allured 
them that he would not ride in Triumph, bur 
rather dye than to yield to the Licencioulncfs 
of his Soldiers. Having therefore reproved, 
them feverely in a Speech » he call down before 
them the Lundies of Rods carryed before him, 
which were crowned with Lawrel, bidding them, 
tobegin their Plunder by the fpoiling of them. 
This proceeding made them- fo afhamed > cnac> 
they continued in their Obedience. 

2. C.C£far % in the Hcac of the Civil War, in 
a Sedition of his Soldiers, when they were there¬ 
fore the bolder,’difbanded a whole Legion, and 
cut off the Heads of their Leaders with his Axes;, 
but a little after, when they who were disbanded 
pctieroii’d for a Pardon , he received them again, 
and they proved to him fome of.-his belt Sol¬ 
diers. '*•’« .* - ’♦ ' 

3. Pijhmihs. > who had been Conful, encoura* 
ged his Soldiers to fight, and when they deman¬ 
ded what he would order, he cryed out. That.- 
they would imitate him » with chat he takes the 
Colours, and marched ftrait againft die Enemy; 
tl)CY likewife followed, and got the Victory. 


4. L. Marcellas falling unadvifedly into tjic 
hands of the Gu«/*>rid round about to fpy out 
feme way to efcape ; and when he found that 
the Enemies had poflefled all the Tallages, lie 
prayed to thtGods,and broke into the rnidft ofhis 
Enemies, who were affrighted at his unexpected 
Boldnefs, and. kill’d their Leader; fo that when 
there was fcarce any appearance to cfcape with. 
Life, he overcame the General, and carryed

5. WhenL. Paulus had loft his Army at the 
Batclc of Cann^ Lcntulus offered him a Horfc 
tofly, but he would not furvivc his ill Succefs, 
which had not been occafioncd by him, but con¬ 
tinued upon that Rock where he had been woun¬ 
ded , and againft which he leaned, uncill the 
Enemy came, overpowr’d and kill’d him. 

6. Varro his Partner Hiewed a greater Conftan- 

cy after that defeat. The Senate and People re¬ 
turned himtheir Thanks, becaufe he had not def- 
pair’d of defending the Commonwealth. He 
fliewed fufficientlythac he preferved himfelf 
not out of a de fire of living , fo much as out of 
a. Love for his Country, for he let his Beard 
and Hair grow out to a length, and never after 
would reft to take his Meat. And when the 
People offer’d him Honours, he refufed them , 
fojpng, That the Commonwealth had need of 
mow; fucceftful tyagifirates. . • *

$7. When King Philip underftood that a cer¬ 
tain good Warriour, named Pjthia hated him, 
Beeaufc having three Daughters to maintain, ha 
was Poor, and could not well provide for them, 
and the King gave him no afliffance: befide/orr^c 
warned him'to take heed of him, lie anfwered. 
What if I fiiould haye fome part of my Body di- 
feafed, would 1 not rather heal it, than cut it off?

Kingdom of Ferfia ; Socrat. Schd. 
.and through the perfuafion of lib. 7. cap.id. 
fprjje Magicians, perfected the 
.‘Church of thrift planted in that Country * And 
for their defence, ,ih$JCnn&i Emperor Theodofius 
the II, fent a famous ’Ceneral of tnofe days, Arda- 
bwriHty with a fufficienc Army againft the Heathen 
) Prince, and Narfens his chief Captain. After the 
ifirft Battel, where the Roman Soldiers came off 
yrich Victory, Httrfm cunningly retreats, and in¬ 
vades, 
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acics the Province of Mefopotomia, belonging to 
the Roman Empire, to make that the Seat of tin 
War, When therefore he had gathered' fo greac 
a power that he feenVd able to encounter the 
Romans, he fent a meflenger to A xdaburm to dc- 
fire a parley, that they might appoint beeween 
them when and where to fight a Battel. Alda- 
hiii'uM wifely anfwcred the. Embaliidors thus. 
Tell Narftu* from me. That the Emperors of 
Kome ufe not to wage Battel at Narjsus nii plea¬ 
sure. The Perftan T rince hadthen all his Forces 
together, which exceeding the Romans in num¬ 
ber, caufed the Citizens of Conjtanttnople, and 
the whole Empire, to doubt of the fucccls and 
fortune of the War. But there happened one 
thing which much encouraged them and the Sol¬ 
diers to fight valiantly. Certain Travellerrgo- 
ing out of Bythinia- towards Gonftantinople, met, 
as they reported, with a company of Angels, 
\v!io dehred them to falute and hearten the In¬ 
habitants of Gonjiantinople in their names, acm* 
4ing them to pray to, and put their trull m.God, 

• with this allurance t that they were icnfas j Celc- 
flial Recruits and Auxiliaries to the alhitance ot 
the Reman Army againfl the P.erfiaos j and that 
they (hould obtain a famous Yiftory. Whether 
this, report.was really fo, or whether \t was m- 
vented on purpofc, as it hath bin fometimes 
practiced to encourage the Soldiers to difficult 
encounters, it had that good, effect, that ilpnc 
doubted afterwards ofiuccefs *, and the Roman 
Soldiers were more refolute and brave in all their 
Jrigilts with the Enemy. Iftfomuclr, that at the 
Siege o( Nijibis, apanick fear fo feizcd the Sa¬ 
racens who were came to relieve that City, and 
ifift the Perftan Ring, that only. the Alarm and 
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Dread of the Romans appioach, caufed them in 
their Armour to caft tnenifelvcs into the River 
Euphrates , and venture over 5 but the fwiftnefs 
of the Stream fwallowed an hundred thoufand, 
who for fear of the Roman Sword were drowned 
iu the Water. In this Perftan War, Ardaburitts 
by Policy alone, overcame feven great Comman¬ 
ders of the Enemies. Eut notwithftanding thefe 
glorious Victories, Theodofms fent one of his 
Courtiers named He lion, to conclude a Peace 
with the Perftan Monarch ; but tins motion was 
at firft rejeded by the Soldiers of the Regiment 
called by tire Perftans Immortal, confining of 
10000 valiant Men, whodefired their Prince to 
give them leave to beat up the Roman Quarters, 
and try whether they might furprife them fecure 
and negligent: But fuch was the vigilancy and 
diligence of- the Commanders, and courage of 
tMfr Soldiers, that they encompalTed thefe flout 
Perfums, and cut them all in pieces, though they 
had divided themfelves into two parties, to a £ 
fault the Roman Camp with more advantage.

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! ' CHAR III. 

Of Beljflfarius the General of the Roman* 
Army in the days of Juftinian the Em¬ 
peror, Anno Domini 528. 

S Everal Generals were in the days of Martia- 
ms Let. 1. Zeno Anajlafius , and Juftinxs, 
the former Emperours, but none much renowned 
for their Policies and Exploits. BeliJJarius was 
one of the mod remarkable in all Hiftory for his 
brave a&ions, and for the inrtabilicy and uncon- 
rtancy of humane Glory. His excellent conduft,' 
together with his wonderful fuccefs in War, 
raifed him to the higheft Apex of Honour: but 
envy, malice, and ingratitude, cart him down to 
t j] c lowed ftep of mifery, to beg his Bread at 
Gates of SanSa Sophia , the chief Church of 
Conjtantinople , with this faying, Give a halfpenny, 
to Belillarius. For the Emperour Juftinianks 
eaufed his eyes to be put out, and all his Ertare 
to be taken from him: afeer that he had by his 
Wifdom and Valour faved and enlarged the Ro¬ 
wan Empire, and deliver’d the Emperori perfor* 
from a rtrong Confpiracy, headed by one Floria • 
ms a Nobleman, and aflirted by Hippatius , Pom- 
feins, and ProbkSy Kinfmen of tlie former Empe- 
rmrAnaJlafiks. This aft of Valour reftored him 
to the Emperors favour, for he had bin in fomc 
oil grace through the Envy of che Courtiers* He 
Was of no extraordinary Birth, but raifed him- 
, through his great skill in Martial Afl&irs. Ac 
tlrac Gilimem Raigned over the Vandals in 
£ lP ca > where that Northern People had erefted 
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a flourifhing Empire. Juflman proclaimed War 
againft him, and fenc Beliijanus as General, with * 
!r numerous Fleet, and well formlhcdArmy. 
After feveral Encounters he met the * 

pitclic Battel, overthrew and deftroyed feyeral 
Thoufands *, purfued their King from one K g- 
dom to another, till at laft, he 
and took him by Famine in the City oi c J rth *f; 
And with him, fubdued all that part of Africa 
which had bin formerly under the ^ man ^ ^wer: 
and put a period to the Anon Herefie, which had 
Meld all that part of the World All this 
was brought to pafs, not fo much through the 
Valour and Strength of che Army, as b y ' 
Policy and good Government of thc 
neral, who was excellent m laying of Ambufhes, 
and in befetting an Enemy ,n . an ®S r F v lC ^’ 
whereby he was reduced to the neceffty - 


years alter tne nrit entrant vj 
Africa, according to the prediction of Sr. Cym 
ho had fo long before comforted his Audi. 

tors with the affurance of a total extirpation of 

die cruel Vandals , together with their damna¬ 
ble Herefie. After this Viftory,

took Naples and the City of Rome, wnicn 
fcc defended againft all the Gothick. Power, 


/ 
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fled by the Francs, and flew in one Sally under 
the Walls of Rome in one day 30000 Goths. Af¬ 
ter the fiege was raifed, which lafted one whole 
year, Bdijarius relieved Ariminum , and forced 
the Goths to defire the help of the Burgundians, 
and took their King Vitigts in the City of Ra- 
vtnna , and carried him to Conftantinofle. From 
thence he went again A Cofroes King of Per ft a, 
and drove him ctot of the Roman Territories. 
Bue Totila the new King of the Goths, having 
mide great progrefs in Italy againft the Empe¬ 
ror in the abfence of Belifarius ; he was re¬ 
called, and fent thither again. He overcame 
the Goths again , took all that was loft. From 
thence he went into Perjia, to give a ftop to the 
fiiry of Cofroes, whom he beat in fight; and for¬ 
ced to fuc for Peace. Aftet this he reprelfed the 
Sms, when he was Old, and drove them out of 
Greece, having overthrown them in a Bloudy 
Fight.. 


CHAP. IV. 

0/ Naries the Eunuch General under 
Juftinianus, 

T His Noble Eunnib was not much inferiour 
to Belifarius in Courage and brave Exploits. 
When the other was warring, againft the Perjl- 
am, Narfcs was Cent to command in Italy againft 
7of/7<tt,the Valiant and Subtil King of cheCot/ir.He 
made ufe of fome of the Northern People, whom 
he called out of Dalmatia, to aflift him againft 
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the Gothic\ Nation. There was a cruel Fight 
beeween him and Torila in Tufcany, where the 
Goths were totally overthrown , their King kil¬ 
led in the Field. After this he recovered all rh« 
parts of Italy that had bin loft from-che Roman 
Empire ; and when the Francs and Germans in¬ 
vaded the Borders , Narfes fee upon them unex¬ 
pected, deftroyed above 20000 of them, and re¬ 
cover’d all the booty tharthey had gotten before. 
This Narfes was excellent in chufing a fit time 
to alTaulc an Enemy, and to give Battel; which 
made a Learned Hiftorian, Procopius by name, 
to fay, that the Virgin Mary came and appeared 
to him in his Prayers to God, to allure him of 
Succefs, and advife him of the time when he 
fhould give an on-fet on the barbarous multitude. 
Certain it is, that outward Devotion hath feldom 
wanted Succcfs; and it hath been obferved, that 
Hypocrifie and feigned fhew of Piety have beeh 
often bleflcd with profperous Events in Wafi 
whereas Impiety, though it may Triumph fori 
while, continues not long in its Flourifhmg 
Condition. So necclfary it is that Men fhould 
feek the afliftance of Heaven in the critical time 
of War, and take the Dire&ions and Helps of 
their God, tofecond their natural Courage and 
Valour againft their Carnal Enemies, as well as 
Spiritual. Narfes it feems is faid to have Con¬ 
quered as much by his Prayers as by his Sword. 
After Totilm was (lain, the Goths gathered toge¬ 
ther under their King; but Narfes encoun- 
tred him near Cum*, overthrew, and utterly rui¬ 
ned their Empire in Italy , reftoring ic to the 
Roman Dominion , from which it had been vio¬ 
lently taken, and detained many years. Narftt 
after all thefe good Succeffcs, was employed in 
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feveral Expediciohs, wherein he failed not of 
the fame Happinefs and Profperity. But at laft, 
though he had been fo Victorious over all his 
Enemies abroad, he could not prevent the ma- 
Iiceand envy of his Enemies at home. Jnfti- 
um, though an excellent Law-giver, could not 
give Laws to hisPaflfions, and to his proud Do- 
mefticks and Family. The Emprcfs Sophia cau- 
fed Longinus to be fent into Italy in his fteacJ, 
with this opprobious Melfage , That he fhould 
come home to fpin amongft her Maids. He fent 
her back this Anfwer, That he would fpeedily 
Spin her fuch a Thred, that neither fhe, nor 
her Husband would be ever able to untvvift. To 
make good this Threat,he fends melTengers to Al¬ 
ims m Pannania, King of the Longobards, and 
invites him into Italy with his People. After 
(his Narfes leaves Rome, and departed to Naples , 
where he dyed in a.fhort tune afeer with-Grief; 
as is fuppos’d. 


CHAP. V. 

Of Cofroes King of Perfia, and his Un¬ 
fortunate Expedition upon the Roman 
Empire , Ann. Dom. 570. 

C Ofroes King of Per ft a , die Son of C.tbadcs, 
was a mortal Enemy againft the Romans all 
his days. At his firft Invafjon, Bdif.mus and 
Hcrmogenes were joint Generals together of the 
Emperors Army ; and though Cofroes was both 
Wife and Valiant, at Nif bis and Darns the Ro- 
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mans had the Vi&ory, but becaufe they would 
not follow the good advice of Belt farms, they 
were overthrown by the Per ft an Auxiliaries, and 
forced to conclude a difhonourable and fhort- 
liv’d Peace. For Cofroes, at the requeft of 7 &. 
tilas, when he was hardly beiec by Belifarius in 
Italy, invaded again the Roman Empire , and 
would not be intreated by the Embafladours of 
Juft man to defiA from his Enterprize. He took 
Surnsy feituate upon the River Euphrates more 
by Policy than by Force: He reduced Berta to 
Afhej, deftroyed Antioch with Fire and Sword; 
cook Sdencia, Daphne and Apamia, and fcveral 
other good Towns, beceufe the Roman Army was 
then employed at a diAance off from thence in 
Italy again A the Goths. So that he met with’ 
fmaU or no refinance in this firft Invafion. Ndw 
there was a Arong report amongft the Chrijliaru 
of chofc days, thac the City of Edijfa , fince the 
time that Agbarns had been King, who lived in 
our Saviours time, was impregnable, and that no 
Enemy could peflibly cake it,not fo much through 
the Afeagth of the Walls, or any other natural 
Fortification, as through the Power of Cbrift, 
who had procured fuch a priviledge to that Ci- 
ty, whcreofhis Friend Agbarus had been King, 
Cofroes, to try the Truth of this Report, mar¬ 
ched with a very great Army to benege Ediffa, 
He fat down before it, and railed a high,Mount 
with Timber and Earth, which over-topped the 
Walls. The Citizens, forely gauled from this 
Mount with the Per ft an Arrows, refolvcd to fec¬ 
it on fire, by drawing in the Nighc a.Ditch near 
to the boot of the Mounc, which they filled with 
combuftible Ruff} but when thac fuccecded not 
according to their expedition , and the Mount, 

could. 
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could not take fire, they brought out the Picture 
of Cbrijr, which Was laid to be fcnc to King At- 
barn from htmfelf before his Crucifixion. That 
which before chey could not was then ac- 

complied ; for the Pile of Wood was fudden- 
lyin a Flame, which the Edijjeans cncreafcd, 
by caAing in Tow,Brimftone,Flaggons filled with 
Pitch and Tar. Cofroes to remedy this, opened 
the Conduits of Water to quench the Fire, but 
all in vain; the flame never ceafed till the Mount 
was level’d with the ground. This Story is re¬ 
ported by Procopuss and Evagrius , Lib. 4. Cap: 
25 . with other circumflances. The latter HiAo- 
rian afetibes the Miracle and deliverance of the 
City not to the Power of the Image, but to the 
Citizens Faith. However Cofroes rofc from his 
^iege, and departed with fhamc and difhonoir. 
Another Arange thing, thefame Evagrius in the 
next Chapter reporteth, which happened to Cof- 
w/at the Siege of Sergiopolis. He fancycd the 
Walls of the Town to be furnifhed with Armed 
Men, Alining in bright Armour, ready to defend 
them * when there were fcarcc any Perfons 
in the City. However, true it is that a paniek 
fcar caufed him to leave that City alfo } and a 
Miracle was reported and believed in that cre¬ 
dulous Age. 
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CHAP, VI. 

O/Martianys, and Juftinianus Generals 
under Juftinus and Tiberius the Empe¬ 
rors,in the Perfian War , An.D0m.575. 

W Hcn as the Perftans continued in their 
Hoftile Minds and Endeavours again!! 
the Roman Empire. Juftin the 2 d. a Rinfman of 
Juftinianw, though he were himfelf but a faint¬ 
hearted and letcherous Prince, appointed a brave 
and noble Captain over his Eaflern Army, named 
Marti Anus , whom hefenc with newriifed forces 
again(l the Perftans, and to the Siege of Nifibn, 
Marti anus was but badly provided of ncceflaries, 
yet by his extraordinary diligence he came upon 
an Army of the Per fans before the reft were 
ready to fight, and routed them. The Roma 
General laid Siege to Niftbis, but Cofroes made ill 
haft to relieve the City, fending Adaar manes 1 
Captain of the wild Arabians to waft and fpoil 
the Roman Territories, which he performed 
| with lefs oppofition, becaufe at thattime JuJtin 
) the Emperor had lent Acatius, a proud Hector, 
•' but a cowardly and ignorant Soldier, to be Gen^ 
ncral inftead of Marti anus. This un-advifed Afl 
difcontenced the Army, that molt of theni Hed 
and forfook the Siege of Riftbu, and luncrcd 
Adaar manes to fpoil the Country with Fire and 
Sword, to take and bum Afomio, and by the 
help of Cofroes , to plunder Doras. Much more 
mifehief would have enfued, had not the Em* 

prefs fent an E nbafladour in feafon to Cojrois 
" to 
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to flop his Vi&prious Army , and revengeful 
Hands > for no great good cap be expe&ed from 
an Army, when Generals want Experience, when 
Officers and Soldiers have no confidence in one 
another 3 when the chief Commander is look'd 
upon as a Coward, dif-efteem’d for his Fol¬ 
ly, Pride, Cruelty, or any other Imperfections 
of Body or mind- Tile Roman Empire was 
then in a fad Condition , invaded by many Bar¬ 
barous Nations- on all its Borders j fo that the 
Bmprefs, to remedy the Evils that chreatned - 
the State, perfwaded Juftin to make Tiberius, 

1 Valiant and Wife Man, Partner with him 
in the Empire. He immediately lifted a Stout 
and Numerous Army, and the Treafurc which 
formerly had bin converted to.Debauchery, he 
toployed to pay his Soldiers. Over them he 
appointed adifereet General, turned Juftinianus, 
ad fent him to give a Check to Cofroes, and the 
fyfms proceedings, who were then in Cappa- 
im. The two Armies met 5 but when Cofroes 
ws loath to venture the hazard of a Battel, 
life of the Numbers and Stoutnefs of the 
(W Army: Curs, a Scythian Captain of the 
Ht Wing of the Romans , gave fuch a furious 
Jurgc upon the Perfians, that they were put to 
jghtiand he purfued them to the place where the 
mgsTreafure and Carriage! were kept, which 
i«brought away with him. The King took the 
vantage of the next night to fall upon one pare 
the Roman Army , which he did with fome 
xefs, but when both parts were united, they 
rfucd.him to the River Euphrates , where 
f cre killed and drowned moft part of his For-

/^vF all the Impoftors fince the Creation o 
V ) the World, none hath been fafuccefsful as 
Mahomet , and done more mifehief to jhe Humane 
Race. ‘ His damnable Superftinon hath bin afli- 
jlcd with fo much Policy, Incercft and Power, 
amongft rude and ignorant Nations, that the 
wonder of its great Succefles appears lefs toa 
Tudiciou^ Eye. Mahomet's Birth Vvas buc mein, 
but having the advantage of ferving a Rich Mer¬ 
chant, after his Deceafe , lie marryed his Mi- 
llrefs and became fuddenly very Wealthy. H# 
Mother was a Jem, his Father a Saracen , def- 
Sed fro VlfimU but by Region it is repor¬ 
ted bV fomci that he was an Heathen^ hts.Narte 
“iiAbdati:' This Tubcile WpftAr Wccvg 
how' ipnoriht the Men; of* his Country were 
Of B*io»; the general Debauchery that reigrfd 
thrift', w , their Feuth, Malice, and 
concinual Quarrels, he took from thence n 
occafion, and was thereby encouraged to pro- 
ji'.'

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<m Monk affifted him to compofe the Alcoran^ • 
the rule of the Mahometans Faith ind Religion, 
which is politickly and fubtilely made up of iuch : 
Precepts and Doftrincs as arc n.oftpleafing to the 
Vicioufnefs and Corruptions of Men, particu¬ 
larly of the Inhabitants of thofe Eajiern Coun¬ 
tries. To his Followers he allows all things 
grateful to their Appetites, and gives large pro- ’ 
mifes of future advantages j but fuch as reject hi* 
Doftrines , he threatned with Fire and ! Sword, • 
and order'd his Difciplcs to defttoy and plun¬ 
der them. The Mahometans are commonly ve- • 
ry modeft in their behaviours, ‘and fcemingly 
devout, and abftain from the nioft fcandalous 
Sins which difgrace to6 much the Cfo 'ifium Pro- 
fdfion. Mahomet' had not long proclaimed him- 
fdf to be z. Prophet before he was chbftfh Ge¬ 
neral of tlifc Saraien Army that had aflifldd • He- ' 
ttciiut the Emperor agairtft the PeVOxtis. Upon 
thd clenyal of their juft Wages , they fell upon- 
the Roman Provinjes to pay thcnrfdvcs with the 
Spoils of the Country. -Mahomet could net have 
a better opportunity to ■ fcttjc his Religion ; for 
byIjis Wic and .Sutccflefc he.wanted not thofe f 
of His Country that 'fided with him foV thepre-* 
fait Gain , and help'd him to propagate his ' 
hith with the fharpnefs of their Swords. He 
M.grear profperity in all his Wars, and when 
newjs dead , Abubecher his Kinfman fucctctjed 
and within two Years cook.fcycral ToiVm 
from the Koman Empire., : NcJtc ro^hmruas.- 
Otter", and after him 'Ottoman. They ull endea- 
todr v d to fecure their Inhered: ambngft the ig- 
nottnt People by the fatnc'divelli/E Arts, Hvpo- 
fcrifie, and Counterfeits. For' • Mahomet had a 
Pldgcon that would come to- his Ear, -which he - 
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declar’d to be a Divine Meflage ftntxo dired 
and advife him- When he was troubled with 
the billing Sickness, hcjnyemedj that then the 
Angel Gabriel did appear to him, and caft him in¬ 
to a Divine Rapture, whereby his Senfes were flu- 
piffed. Thcfe three formal Succeflors of Mahomet 
reformed the Alcoron ,and blotted out a great ma*- 
ny. grofsAbfurdicies which were there before j and, 
left; all their ConqucfU and Honours to Monts Aly y 
whocowld not be contented with the Honour cf 
fucceeding Mahomet , but refolved to fee up for 
liimfelf, declaring tliat he was a greater Ixo- 
phet than Mahomet had bin. Tlveir wonderful 
Suecefs in War, and the great progrefs that they 
made in a few years, cauied the-ignorant World 
to. bclieye that chefe wicked .Impoftors were 
more than ordinary Men. Homar' took ip Ha 
mafcM, and all yhanicUy\v\t\\ Higypfy Hally, con¬ 
quered Perfta, and Iprcad his impious Supemiti-, 
on all over the Edjtern Countries. He was flain , 
by Muaviat , who enlarged.his Dominions as far 
as the Eajlern Sea, conquered err and Rhoiet y 
and in a notable Sea-Fight beat the Roman Em¬ 
perors Navy, and. kill'd tq ; mapy Cbrifiians y that 
the Sea w^s-dyed with the Roman Blond. Such 
terrible executions, together with the vaft num¬ 
bers of the Saracen Armies, and their fubtile 
way of Fighting, more by furprizc and Ambufty 
than by plain Valour, ftruck fuch a terrour to all 
the Provinces of- the Empire, that as foon as 
they appeared the Inhabitants would compound 
with the- Arabian leaders to fave their Lives, 
and yield unco them what ever elfe thev would 
require. This wonderful fuccefs made them ad¬ 
venture into Italy , Greece , Spain and France, and

Thefe Mahometans are bound,to propagate their 
Rcligion,and genera Jlybelieve that if they fcilW 
arc killed bycbnjlians in the quarrel of their falfe 
ProDhet, they arc undoubtedly faved, and their 
Souls admitted into Paradife. This Error cau- 
Ictli them to be fo Courageous in the created 
Dangers; and the plunder of the Countries invi¬ 
ted a great many Vagabonds to joyn themfelves 
in hopes of Gam, to clut Damnable Sliperflitibn, 
5 ? 5. 1 ? e,r 0 numerous Armies. They 'conque- 
red Sicil/a, Sardinia, and almoft all the moft con- 
fidcrablc Iflands of the Mediteratiea'n'Sta'md 
befieged the Emperonr ConftaminecUcW.in his 
imperial City. But their great Navy was fee on 
Rre by an invention of CoMmcus, a Learned

Of Carolus Martellus the French GV*. 
ralydnd (f'his SofilCt 0/France. 


T H E Saracen Armies were in chofc daysroj 
only in Afia and Africa , but in Europe alfl 
they conquered all the plain Countries of /w«| 
andcrefted fcveral Kingdoms there. At thelj 
vitation of Eud',n Duke of Guten, jealous of th 
Greatnefs of Charles Martel, , they entred Franct 
and parted over the Pyre man Mountains, undt 
the command of Abdiran their General. Bur. 
dcaux thev took, with fevcral other great Town 
that were forced to fubmic to their valt nuo 
ber ■, for they'were above 300000 men witM 
their Families. Charles Martel, the Sod of ft 
>ftv Chief. Mattel of the Kings Palace, taking t; 
" on him the; Name of Prince of France, encountrt 

tlrfe Foreign Enemies with an Army of Frex 
Germans and Ungibards, and to oblige his m 
to Hand to the Fight with more Cnurage,hepi 
ced behind them certain Troops of Horfc,coc 
rnanding them to kill all fuch as fhould often 
' fly away. This fevere courfe obliged tliemi 
befo couragiom and rcfolvcd , that they cut f 
pieces, as is recorded in Hiflory , near 37c® 
Saracen *, with little lofs on the Cbttlht 
part. Tiais Famous ViSory , together with j 
wonderful' deliverance of the French County 
from the danger of tliefe Infidels , made MM 
ro be both beloved and highly honoured by 
rluc Nation, fo that he had no great difficult 
fet a fid? the Rare of ihcformcr Kings ,and to mil 
wiy for his Son Pi pin to attend upon the bm 
Throne inttaad of Chipericf, who was (hue up 1 
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2 Monattery. This hath often bin the unhappy 
Fate of fuch Princes as have minded more their 
Pleafures than the Government of their King¬ 
doms, and .have left to others that charge which 
they are. By God’s appointment, to take upon 
thcmfclvcs.*’ Martel , after tile Slaughter of tile 
Saracen Army in the Fields of Apuiran/a, nice 
with two Generals more of the fame Nation, 
upon the Borders of Navarre, Athimw and Atm> - 
lbeu>\ who brought with them a great Company 
of che fame People. He Hew Eudon, the wicked 
, Duke of Aquitania, and drove all the Saracens ctoc 
of France, and encouraged Pelagius anEarlsSort, 
to endeavour to free the Kingdom of Gallicid ■and 
Xeonfrora tliofe troublefome Guefts; With a very 
Anal] Company rhis Pelagius deftroyed vaft num- 
bers of the Saracens,zn d was for his good Service 
aind Valour faluted the firft King of GaUicia. Pipin 

’ the5onofC^rtr/eraW4rre/fucccedshis Father in the 
^Government of France , and in his ambitious 
.'defigns i for he confined his Lord and King to 
‘to a Convent , and took from him his Regalia, 
with thePopcs approbation : when Pipin fencto 
*him to know who was futeft to Reign, a Stupid 
1 'prince, or an Active Subicft; the Pope under- 
[ (landing his meaning, gave orders to the Arch- 
Bilhop of ' Mentis to fet the Crown of France 
on Pipins Head. Thus the Popes of Rome have 
fccured their Interett and Authority by obliging 
Perrons of die grrateft Valour, A&ivity anti Au¬ 
thority, that they might help to enlarge and de¬ 
fend their Dominions. For Pipin having recei¬ 
ved fo great a Courcefie from Pope Stephen , he 
could do no lefs than aflift him with an Army 
when he was overpowred by AiJhtlpbus King bf 
the Lo:igob.irds , from whom he took Ravenna, 
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Bmnia, Jmola , Faxentia , Ferrara,fyc. and !*. 
ftowcd them as a Gift on the Church of Rom. 
And when Aifiulphu * befieged Rome with an Army 
at Pipins return into France , the Pope was for¬ 
ced to implore again his Aid , which he eafily 
granted, and forced Aiftidphw to purchafc his 
Peace with the yielding of th* third pare of his 
Treafures, and a yearly Tribute, which he paid 
to rhe French. Afterwards Pipin at his return 
out of Italy with his Army, conquer’d Aquitank 
and Gofcony. Pipin was a Politick Prince, and be- 
caufc tlie Pope and Clergy in thofe days were in 
high efteem , he did them all the reverence, 
fhewed them all the favour that was in his Pow¬ 
er, and they to requite his kindnefs, raifed him 
from the condition of a Subject to that of :j 
Monarch. When Pope Stephen came to implore 
his Afl&ftance againfl the Lon&obardS) he race him 
with his Wife,;Childrcri and Nobles, three Milp 
out of his City, and received him with a knee 
upon the ground, took the Reins of the Pope's 
Bridle, and led him to his Pallace, whilft muf- 
ticudes of the People fung Songs to the Praife, 
and in honour of trie Pope , and the new King, 
For it concerned him and his Pofterity to vindi¬ 
cate and extol that Authority , by which lie was 
eftablifhed ip the Throne , and his lawful Prince 
thruft out. Therefore both lie and his Son 
Charles did always magnific the Popes Power, 
Credit and Dominion, and would never fuftcr 
them to be queflioned by any other earthly 
Judges. Pipin founded the Bilhopwricks qf 
Sultsbitrg , Ratisbone , Aibjknr and Frijhgc in 
Germany , and was very bountiful co other places. 
He was the firft who brought in the ufe of Or¬ 
gans into the, Wejk'rn Churches, having recei- 
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red one as a prefent from the Enipcrour -Ot 
Conftantinople . And ’tis obferved of him* tliac 
he was finccrely Zealous, and Religious in his 
perfwafion. He endeavour’d to propagate die 
Chriftian Faith, and to employ that Potvc-r that 
God gave him, to advance his Glory. • ’ H$dnp- 
prefs’d Heathenifm, Tudaifm, and all* Manner' of 
Heretics, and eftablifned a civil Government for 
the execution of Juftice. The Parliament- of 
Paris was firft appointed by him, not to give a 
check to the Royal Authority, butthat the Kings 
of France might advife with the mod ingenious 
and excellent Men of his Kingdom , who were 
well acquainted with the conditions and neccfii- 
ticsof the People 5 that all Resolutions and Roy¬ 
al Afts miglic be made for the common good, - 

and the prefcrvation of the Grandurc and Au¬ 
thority of the Monarchy. This King highly 
promoted alfo all thofe who had bin active to 
eftablifh him upon the Throne, and was very 
careful not to fuffer Virtue in che meaneft perfon 
to go unrewarded. 


CHAP. X. 

Of Carolus Magnus //;? firft Northern •- 

Emperomr* ■ . 

f ■. * 1 * V... 

C Harles the Son of fuch a wife, Tucrefsfaland • 
Religious Prince as Pipin was, inherics'his 
Fathers Eftate, and Zeal for Religion. At >his 
firll coming to the Crown , he was folicitedby 
Pope Adrian to relieve the Roman dwell j then 
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likely to be robbed of all Sc- Peters Patrimony 
by Dejidcriits , King of the Lombards With a 
ftrong Army he marches into Iraly,znd in a nota¬ 
ble Fight overcame Defiderius, and be (leges him 
. in Ticinum , cook him with the Town, and lent 
hint and his Wife into France. All Italy lab* 
mittcd'to the Vi&orious Banners of Charles, 
who enlarged the Dominions of the Romijh 
Church. To the former gift of King Pipin , lie 
added fcveral large and rich Towns. Ac his 
return, into France , he undercook an expedition 
againft the Saxons , who were Heathens, and 
with them he overcame the IVeJlphalians , the 
Hans, the Angmans , the HejYians, but the Sax- 
ops. kept him in play 33 years before they could 
be totally fubdued. The Chrijttans of Spain de- 
fired his Atbftancc againft che Moors to relieve 
them} he marched with his Army into Spall i, 
where he had wonderful Succefs; but at Ills re¬ 
turn over the P) re ns an Mountains, the paflagti 
were fo befee by the Country People, that he 
loft his Army, and was forced to fly for his'Lifc, 
leaving KoUtnd^ Anfbclitixfy and m* 

«v of his-bell Officers, dead behind him. Add 
gifus and Thafiilo , .he Son and Nephew of Dt 
fidems , raifed feme flirs tn Italy to recovc 
'Lombardy, but them he overcame by his Liefte 
Hants', the firft lie put to Death , and _confin< 
" rhe fccond to v a Mcnaftcf.y. After all thelc Yiflc 
rics andSucceflcs, Charles deferred well thenam 

of Gt-eat ; and to require his kindnefs to the Ri 
! ; marl See, Pope Leo the -id. put upon him the In 
perial Crown, and made him the firft Emperoa 
•of the Well, in Sc. Peters Church at Rome , upa 
Chritlmas day, in the year 800. From hence th 
Roman Bifhops claim the privilcdge of namin 
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ind Crowning the Wejlern Emperors, who have 
often deftred to receive the Imperial Diadem 
from the hands of the Popes in former ages. 

This Charles was a very Wife, Learned,Cou¬ 
rages, and Fortunate Prince; for he fubdued 
the greacelt part of France, Spain , Italy , Saxony, 
Pannonia , Htjhia , Dacia , Liburnia and Dalmatia. 

| He.was very ltberaf to the Churchcs and Clergy- 
of his days. 23 Metropolitan Churches inhe- 
rited his Treafures, befides, he built many Re¬ 
ligious Houles and Colledges, and appointed the 
12 Peers of France , Six of the Clergy, an'd Six 
of the Laity. And it is reported of him , that 
at Supper time he would have fame Godly and 
Religious Book to be read to him. So careful 
he Was for the prefervation of the right Faith 
in his Kingdoms, that whqb Nejloriamfm was re¬ 
ceived by the Corruption and Wickednefs of 
two Bifhops, lie called together ac Franck ford si 
Synod of 300 Bifhops to judge and determine 
that Controvcrfie. Therefore for his care of Rc- 
. Jigion, and the regard .he had jn all his Aftions 
■ to God’s Glory, he was blcifcd. with wonderful 
'■SUcccfs in all his wars, fd char his Fame was 
ffread all about the known World; and he was 
courced by the remoteft Princes, by the Greeks 
Saracens, Swedes and Danes, &p. • 3 
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CHAP. XL 

Ibvp Telerichus King of the Bulgarians 
found out thofe that difcovered his Se¬ 
crets to Conftantine Copronyraus. 1 

W Hen Telerichus fuc’ctcded in the Govern¬ 
ment of the Bulgarians, to Sabinus, he 
was refolved to make War again ft the Roman 
Emperour , and endeavour’d toaflault him fud- 
demy, before he could be well provided to re¬ 
fill. An Ambufh was laid to catch fome of 
the Emperors Forces .* but fcveral of the Bui- 
' gariun Nobility difeontentedat TekrichuSyjeveah 
all the danger to the Emperor, who. managed 
and improved that difeovery fo well,that he took 
all that lay in Ambulh for him., without ftied- 
ding a drop of his peoples Bloud. Telerichus 
undeeftood that fome had revealed this plot to 
the Emperour, but not knowing who,they might 
be, he found them put in this manner. He pre¬ 
tended that he would willingly make peace with 
the Emperour > and.fubmit to him upon certain 
Conditions; and to fliew that he had fuch a 
real and hearty defign; hedefired him to name 
fome of his Officers and Noble Men, who were 
moft pleafmg to him, them he promifed to fend, 
and to entruft with the management of this 
Agreement between them. The Emperour not 
imagining the Subtilty of Telerichus, named thofe 
• very Men to be Commiffioncrs, who had re¬ 
vealed all thcirPrinces defignsand plots to him. 
Telerichus, as foon as he knew them, put themaf 
to death, and punilhed them for their Treafon. 

CHAP 
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CHAP, xn 

Korc the Emprefs Irene overcame fuch as 
were of a raftion contrary to hers . 

T Here was a great ftirin the Eagern Empire 
about the Images of the Church. They 
had been caft out by Leo Ifaurus , and his Suc- 
ceifors, Conjtantine, Copronymus , and Leo the 4 th. 
and thofe who were for Images, were banifhed, 
and fevcral puniflied. But it happened that af¬ 
ter the death of Leo , Irene his Widow appointed 
robcGovernefs of the Empire, during the mi 
nority of her Son, re-eftablilhes the Worfhip of 
Images, and calls home all that had been banifti¬ 
ed. Thefe and other proceedings met with 
great oppofition, as is uiual, where two ftrong 
Factions are in a kingdom. She being jealous 
of the number and power of thofe that did dif- 
filre her Aftiom, refolvcs todif-arm them; and 
to colour her malicious purpofes againft them 
fhe pretends an expedition againft the Saracens*, 
who were broke in upon the Roman Provinces^ 
and that (he wanted Arms to furaifti her Army, 
and . therefore defires to borrow them from her 
Citizens. The Officers who were fent, were 
order’d to take none, but from thofe who joy- 
ned not with her in the worlhip of Images. 
As fdon as they had yielded#up their Arms* 
which they did the more willingly, becaulethey 
thought that they fhould be employed againft 
the Common Enemy , fhe baniftied them out of 
the City, and took away their Goods and Eftitcs. 

CHAP. 
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/Zorn Pope Gregory Fourth-betrayed 

the Emperour into the Hands of hh 
unnatural Sons . 

T tfc Sons of this Emperour were rifen in 
Rebellion againft him , and had raifed a 
confiderable Army , with a defign to fight with 
their Father near Bafil. The Pope , whofe Ele¬ 
ction the Emperour liad with fome difficulty al¬ 
lowed , came to the Armies, with a pretence to 
make peace between the Father and his Sons, 
but with a real intent to find fome. opportunity 
to be revenged upon the Godly Emperour. At 
his arrival, he found the Emperors Army tht 
ftrongeft, and ready to give Battel. To prevent 
the mifehief that was like to fall upon the Sons, 
whom he fecretly favoured , and whom he had 
ftirred up againft their Father , he went .over to 
the Emperours Army, as if he had intended to 
reconcile the Father and the Sons. together £ but 
as ic appeard afterwards, it was to get fome time, 
that the Emperours Army might be prevailed 
with by his cunning Followers to forfake their 
.LQrd,?.nd to join with thcYoung Men,This Nego¬ 
tiation was carryed on fo fubtilciy andfccrctl) 
by rewards and pro nifes, and by fowingi the $ccdj 
of difcontenc in the Army, that when they were 
drawn out to Fight, they w/ent oyer to the Sons 
Army, and forfook the poor Aged Emperour, 
who was then forced to caft himfclf in the hands 
of his wicked and rebellious Sons 4 who .ftuc: him 
up in Prifon. But this unnatural : deed , ftirred 

* >in

CHAP. XIV.

T His Emperour was very defirous to fee again 
his Son Cotijlanrine , who was lately dead. 
A Monk, named Theodirus , a reputed Negro- 
mancer, undertakes to fhew him again alive , 
which he did in fo lively a Ynanner, that the 
Emperour admired him. But his Son Leo, as 
foon as he heard of it, accufed Thcodoms of 
Witchcraft, but could do him no prejudice, be- 
caufe of the Emperours extraordinary Favour 
that he did bear to him. But Theodorus refol¬ 
ded to be revenged on Leo ; lie perfwades there¬ 
fore the Young Man to carry fecretly a Dagger 
in his Boots, as a fpell to preferve him from all 
kind of Wounds.. Leo believed Theodor u $, who 
went to the Father, and told him that his Son 
Lei intended to kill him, and for that purpofe 
he carryed fecretly in-his Boots, a fhorc .Dagger. 
Search was made , and the Dagger found, and 
Leo was, without further -Examination, ftmt up 
in Prifon ; at which the people were much affli- 
fted, crying up and down the Screets, Alafs ! 
Lori Leo, which words a Par rot,belong-ng to the 
Court, heard, and learned to fpcak. • When the 
Emperour was at Dinner , the Parrot crycd 

often 
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often, Alafs ! Lord. Leo. Thcfe words fpoke by 
the Bird fo prevailed upon his mind £ for he 
fancyed the Bird to have fpoken them by fome 
Divine Inlpiraticn ) that he releafed, and heard 
his Son's Juftification, being thereunto earncftly 
intreated alfo by the common people, who had 
for him a great refpeft, and by that means found 
out the wicked knavery of Theodoras. 


CHAP. XV. 

How the City of Rome was taken cafually 
by the running of a Hare. 

A RfinlpIm , the firA-^mpcrour of the Ger¬ 
man Nation, was invited by Pop c.Forint- 
fin into Italy , to afiiA him again A his Enemies, 
- and a contrary Faction. , He cook many Tovyns, 
and befieged the City of-R<wie,untq which he had 
, civcn feteral fierce aflaultsi but in vain, tor’ it 
was ftotttly defended;by the Citizens. At lad, 
when Arnulpbuf defpaircd ta take it by force, 
and was going to raife his Siege,it happened that 
a Hare ran before his Army towards the breach. 
The Soldiers gave immediately a greac fhout and 
‘ hollow, running after the Hare. The Guards 
• upon the Walls thinking they were coining to 
give an alTault ta the City, in a pamck Fear ha- 
Aed away, and forfook their Aations and charge, 
which as the Soldiers of Armlplm perceived, 
they encrcd the Town, and took the City. 
Thus was Rome once furprized by the guidance 
of a Hare. Such cafual accidents have oft-time 
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been of great moment in times of War, when 
mens apprehenfions are awake, and their minds 
ready to receive any impreflion, the leaf! fur- 
prize, or ftrange thing unexpected weakens their 
Refolutions, and makes them lefs able to refill 
an Enemy; Therefore wife Generals have often 
putin praftife things of therafelves, ridiculous 
at other times, which in War have put the flou¬ 
red Enemy to flight, and overcame the braveft 
Couragious. For then nothing is to be contem¬ 
ned that may either difmay or diforder an Ene¬ 
my. And to prevent fuch fudden cafual ties, 
which'cannot bealifore-feen by the moft experi¬ 
enced and wife Commanders 5 or by the moft ex¬ 
cellent Soldiers, though never fo well acquain¬ 
ted with the Stratagems of War b no precaution 
can be preferibed, but that of a fteady and 
well refolved mind, not to be daunted at the 
fight of the greaccA dangers j but in fuch-a cafe, 
as it becomes a Commander to animate and en¬ 
courage his Men, and to have a Remedy at hand 
for all misfortunes^nd aplaifler for every wound, 
fo It becomes a Soldier to {land firm, and aft 
the part of a valorous and brave Courage, not 
to be terrified with Bug-bears j and though the 
danger fhould be real and great, the Refolutions 
of a good Soldier mud mafler all fuch fudden 
and furprizing difficulties, and wade through a 
Sea of Bloud to the Honour of the Viftory, 
which he ought to value at an equal rate with 
his own Life, when he hath a good caufc.

How a great Army of Danes were clefe&- \ 
ted by the means of one Hay a Coun : 
try Man>and his two SonSy.A.D.96^ 

T Hc Danes having invaded ScotlanJ^ovcrpovr 
red a Scorch Army in a notable Battel, fo 
that the Scots were all put to flight. At that 
rime one Hay a Ploughman coming out of hh 
Field with his two Sons , meets with the Ront. 
They being all his Countrymen, he bids them 
ftand for lhame, and return to the Fight, and fo 
prevailed upon them by his words and example 
that they turned back, and encountrcd with the 
Danes again fo fiercely, that they were all put to 
flight, and utterly deftroyed. For ihis good 
Service the Countryman was rewarded with* 
much Land as a Falcon could fly over at 00c 
flight, which is 6 Miles in length. From this 
Hay is defeendedthe Noble Family of the Hty 
whofe chief is the Earl of AnolL 


CHAP. XVII 

H'orv Tangrolipix the Turkifh Gentft 
7vas made Sultan of Perlia. 

T Angrolipix with a party of Turks, was reque 
fled by Mahomet. , a Saracen Sultan of ¥c 

fi.u to aflift him again!! Fifajins Caliphm of B> 

b)l» 
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b)lm. He had the good fortune to beat Cattjlr* 
Army of Arabians. After the Viftory, j 

red liberty to return home, but Mahomet denyed 
it him j which fo difeontented the Turks , that 
they.withdrew themfelves into the Defarts and 
Forrefls of CaravonitU , from whence they made 
Jncurfions upon all the Borders for their Lively- 
hood, and Plunder. This obliged the Sultan 
of Per ft a, Mahomet , to fend againft them a pow¬ 
erful Army, which by the skill of Timgroltptx 
was defeated* Mahomet inraged at this Iols, 
puts out the eyes of Ten of the chief Com¬ 
manders, and threatens to apparel all the reft of 
the flying Army in the Garb of Women, and 
to carry them about his Kingdom as Cowards. 
Thefe threatnings could not be difgefted by thofe 
Military Souls, whofe mifhap, not wanpof Cou- 
i rage, had loft the day again!! the Turfs. They 
therefore, either out of Fear or Revenge, went 
ail away to Tangrelipix , to encrcafe^hc number 
of his Array. When Tangrolipix V a$ thusftrength- 
ned by this unexpefted Recruit,hekept not him- 
fclf any longer in the Dcf3rts and Mountains, but 
marched with a complcat Army to meet with 
Mahomet in the Fields of Ifpaban , where after 
abloudy Fight, Mahomet fell from his Horfe, 
and broke his neck. At his death both Armies 
founded a Retreat, and their Chieftains came to 
a Parley, where it was agreed, that Tangrolipix 
fliould be falutcd Sultan of Perfia. This was 
the firft Kingdom of the Turks in Afia, mentio¬ 
ned in Hirtory, after the leaving of their own 
Country. Tangrolipix conquered Babylon , and 
warred againft the Arabians , and the Empcrour 
of Conftantin-ple , with various fucccfs : and at 
lift he conquered many rich Provinces of the 

E111- 
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Empire, partly through the covctoufnefs of 
Conflantine Ducat, then Empcrour , who taxed 
all the Borderers, and fullered them to with¬ 
draw their Garrifon from the ftrongeft places of 
the Country , whereas before they were free, for 
the fervices they rendred to the Roman Em¬ 
pire j and partly for want of encouraging 
and entertaining military men. By thefe ex¬ 
amples a Prince miv learn , that it is no point 
of policy to provoke men of courage !>y 
too great feveriry , nor to fuffer his Armies and 
"Captains to want thac due regard which they ti- 
peft and deferve, when hisDominiohs arefur- 
rounded and endanger’d by powerful and watch* 




Arms the Greeks have loft their Honour and Em¬ 
pire, and arc forced to fubmit to the Turks Ty¬ 
ranny and OpprclEon, and we now become the 
ha fed of Men in War. 


CHAP. XVIII. 

How the firfi Chclilians that adventur'd 
over into Afia again ft the Turks were 
decoyed and cut off by their Ambufbes. 

'”T“’He zeal of our Fore-Fathers ftirred them 
X up to the Conqucft of the Holy Land. Se¬ 
veral great Princes had crofled themfelves with 
a refolution to undertake that perilous Voyage. 
Amongft the reft, Gualrer de Saint Sanncur, a No¬ 
ble Man, and Peter the Hermit entred Afta be¬ 
fore the reft with forty thoufand Men, who drove 
the Turks before them at firft, but they , 
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10deceive the Chriflians, made a fhew as if 
thev were wonderfully afraid^therefore they for*- 
Took the Towns. Ac Exorgum the Chrijiian Army 
encamped, from whence about 3000 were fenc to 
fetch in Provifions: fome few Herds of Cattle ap- 
peared at a diftance, which die flying Turfs f u ft£. 
red them to take quietly ; but the next time thac 
they fallyed out to forage, they cut them all in 
pieces.And. when ten thoufand more were fent to 
revenge this lofs, they werealmoft all deftroved 
by the Turks Anibufcadosj for beth they and 
die Moors of Africa are very fubtile in laying 
them in convenient places ; and they feldom 
fight, but with fuch advantages and furprifes 
Sultan Solyman, the Son of Cmla-Mofes, was the*’ 
chief Commander of the Turfs in thofc parts * 
a Warlike Prince , who having got together an 
Armyof <f6°oo men, engaged in a ftiarp Fight 
laainft the Chriflians , after the taking of die 
Cjty of Ntce , and had almoft deftroyed their 
Amy by the fudden aflaulting of their Camp be. 
hind them, whilft the Chrifitan Army was fighc- 
•fig in the Field. It hath always been obfer- 
red , that there is nothing hath been more 
dfiiruttive to ah Army, and given the Enemv 
more advantage, than when Soldiers become in- 
folent, proud of their Snccefs, and begin to 
defpife their Enemies, and their Endeavours'* 
or it }s aneafie matter to furprize fuch in a

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CHAP. XIX.

r\V,man's wonderful ProfperUv purchafed to 
\ ) him the hatred and envy of many of his 
Neighbours; fo that feveral icbrtfttan .Captains 
of fmall Caftles living round ^bouc him, refol- 
ved in their Alterably to murder Othoman , and 
the better to efteft their wicked purpofe , they 
defigned to invite him taa great Marriage, 
fvhilh was to be fokmnized between the Cap- 

tain of Belize Cattle, and j^Ch^ ’ Tibs 
Daughter of the Captain of Jar-Chtjer. 1111? 
Si of Belizm had the management of 
dfpot left fo him. He fern therefore or oec 
Michael C#, u neighbour Captain , andIan imp 
mate Friend of Othman, to’Pr^atl withilll t 

cite day appointed to be prefenc . . . . k 

for then in the midfl of thetr imrih 1°S 
it was refolved to kill Othman. C#> '“hen re 
underfill U, reveals the whole del,goto 0,to¬ 
rn” "“ho defired him on his part to conceal k 
nife-orerv from his Enemies, but to tell tK 
Captain of Bileviga. that he would not faiT to 
watt on him. and that he thought bjmfdfmuA 
oblkcd to him for many former, Favours , m 
Sotefting his. Cattle and Subjcfts, defiring hi* 

fo continue his goodOffices more patt.cu ^ 
in this time of War, which he hadundertata 
aeainft one Germeanogli , of whom he Rood 1 
flmc fear. Therefore he entreated him that k 
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would rcecive into his Caftle certain things of 
greai value, which he would fend thither to be 
fecured better than in any other parts of the 
Country : and to tell him alfo, that he intended 
to bring his Mother and Wife to be acquainted 
with his Lady. Whin Cogi had deliver'd this 
raeflageto the Captain , he rejoiced greatly, lip¬ 
ping that his Plot would take efteft, willing Coft 
to tell Othoman that he ftiould be welcom , with 
all fuch Guefts as he fhould pleafe to bring. 
When the Marriage-day approached, Othoman , as ’ 
his cuftom was to pack up his Goods , and fend 
them to Bikzugts inftead of Rich Houfhold-ftuft', 
he filled his Packs with Armed Men, and caft 
over them fome homely Coverings, and cau- 
fed Young Men to follow the Carriages in the 
garb of Women , as if they had been his Wife, 
and Mother-in-law, with their Servants and A t- 
tfndants: All this Train he caufed fo to march, 
that they fliould come to the Caftle at the daw¬ 
ning of the day. The Captain was then in the 
Fields, providing for the Solemnity bf his Mar¬ 
riage the next day,which was to be kept at a con¬ 
venient place about Three miles from the Caftle. 
Othoman goeth to.meet the Captain; after many 
Complements, and feigned expieflioris of Love, 
Othoman intreats him that his Women might 
have liberty to enrer into his Caftle, and retire 
themfelves into fome convenient place, which 
was readily granted. But when chefe difguifed 
Girls were encred, they played the parts of 
Men; for being aflifted by thofe who leaped out 
of the packs, they flew the Guards, and took 
theCjftle. The Captain having notice of this 
furprizc from fome that fled out, made haft af¬ 
ter Othoman with his Followers , but he was 

fo 
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fo briskly entertain’d, that he was there (lain, 
with many of his men. Otboman purfues his 
good fortune, and the fame night takes the Ca¬ 
rt 1 c of Jar-Chifar , with the Captain and his 
Daughter Luktfer, with all their Company ready 
for the Marriage. Thus he fubtilely turn’d die 
plot that was intended for his Deftruftion, to the 
mine of his Enemies. After this, Otboman took 
Nice in Bythinia , Neapolis , Praia \ and in the 
year 1300. took upon him the Title and Honours 
of a Sultan, meeting with little oppofition, be* 
caufe, Michael Paleologur, then Emperour of 
the Eaft, was bufie with his own Subjefts, who 
would not yield to that change which he was 
refolvcd to bring into the Religion of the Greeks, 
for lie had promis’d the Pope to conform to tnc 
Church of Rome . Both Clergy and People 
were averfc to thofe Alterations ; and the Em? 
perour to force them , employed all his Soldiers, 
when he flsould have fent them againft the com*, 
mon Enemy j who in fevy years got fuch footing, 
and by the ipildnefs, and eafinefs ' of the.Tarlffi^ 
Government, made many ; Cbriftians to prefer a. 
Jiving under them, rather than under fuch a cruel, 

and barbarous Emperour. So that afeerwards it 
was never in the power of the Greeks to expel 
them out of their Dominions. .

How the Catalonians in Greece over¬ 
came theFrince tf/Athens^/fcTThebes, 
by a Stratagem . 

A Ndronicw the Son of Michael Paleohgus luc- 
cccding to his Facher inche Empire, em¬ 
ployed Forcin forces to fight for him again!* 
the Turhj. The MafUgetes , the Tkrcopoli , and 
1 party of Catalonians , brought into Greece 
by Rin?eriiti and Tenra their Generals. When 
tneir Salary was denyed them, and Ron^eHtss 
Saw by rhe Emperors command , chefe Catalonia 
as became defperateEnemies to theEnipirc.Thcy 
k Gailiopolis , and in pitcht Battel fouglic with, 
overcame Michael the Emperour. ' After- 
his they adventur’d into Beotia with ssccHori'c, 
“44000 Foot. But hearing of the Duke of 
ben'i was,coming with his Army, they cn- 
inped .upon the fidcs of a River, in a prim 
ound, and caufcd all round about, the Earth 
obc ploughed up in Furrows, letting in the 
Vaterof the River into each Furrow* There 
ney lay expefting the Dukes coming , who in 
reat contempt of theft Vagabonds, afliuired 
kmas foonas they could come to them. But 
hen his Horfes began to ride over the ploughed 
■ound, which was then over-grown with Grab, 

7 began to flick faft in the Mire : foinc calf 
their Riders, others were not to be recove¬ 
ry, and they were mofl rendred .unserviceable 
7 this means; fo that the Catalonians (hoc them 
’Uh thcir Arrows at their pleafure, without - 
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any hazard of their- own pec Tons, an.l obtained 
over the reft a notable ViAory. They after¬ 
wards took the Cities of Athens and Thebes, 
where they feared thcjofcWcs for a while.

Of the,hr*ve Exploits of Philes Paleo- 
logus, who freed his Country from tht 
frfi Turks that came over into Eu¬ 
rope to the affifiance of the Catalonia® 

W Hen thefe Catalonians were at open dtfj 
ance with the Etopefour for want ( 
their pay, they rcqueftcd Aid of the Turks \ 
Afta , who fent unto them Chalet a Geucn 
with* a good number of ftout Soldiers. Aft 
they were grown rich with the Plunder if 
Spoil of Greece , and the CataUnians refolvedd 
flay about Athens* and there maintain themfelvfl 
chalet with his Turks , fent to the Emperor col 
fire leave to depart, and fome Ships to carry In 
and his Forces over into Afta. The EmptN 
co deliver his Country from fuch troublcfo 
Guefts, whom he could nor fupprefs by Am 
promifed them all that they defired.. But wft 
they came to the Sea-fide, in no'pcs to be tit 
ported over, the treacherous Greeks refolved 
cat them off, and to take away all their w 
1 p r ey ; of which defign they having time yu 

ticc, they fuddenly furprized a CaM e t J 1 f p 
boors, where they fecured themfelves With 

; r 1 plunder , fortifying it fo well , that it» 
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W>t in the power of their 1 Enemies to do them 
inymifehief. The Greek* certified the Empe- 
four of their own weaknefs, and the Turks Afti- 
ons and Power. But they being befet by multi¬ 
tudes of Enemies, and few in number, tfteyfent 
over to their Countrymen in Afta to have Tome 
Supplies, which came to them before the Empe¬ 
ror befieged the Caftle ; for the Greeks not pro- 
weding with that fpeed as fudi a bufinefs requi¬ 
red, gave a fair opportunity to Chalet to ftreng'tlv- 
cn himfelf againft the coming of the Emperor* 
who having gathered together fome Country 
Forces, began to lay clofe Siege to the.Caftic, bue 
fflfucha negligent and carelefs manner^s if their 
Memy had been already overcome.. This be- 
*1 known to Chalet 2nd his Turks within, he fal- 
» out with eight hundred Horfe, and direfts 
i courfc to the Imperial Enfign, where, with- 
any refiftaucc, he put the whole Army with 
Emperour, to flight, took all their Bag and 
ggage, with the Imperial Crown full of Jew- 
Md Pearls, which Chalet put upon, his own* 
id in dcrifion of the Emperor. After thi* 
aory, the Turks fpoiled the Country otUra- 
» and f0 diftrellcd the Inhabitants, that they 
rce dared to venture out of their Walled 
rowns to manure their Ground. The two £m- 
ors, the Father and the Son , having no 
ower nor Courage to ftop them,fenc for foreign 
Hdout of Senna, la the mean while Philes 
yetilQis ■, a Kinfman of the Emperors, a De- 
out man, piicyingthe fad condition of his mi- 
yablc Country, thus fpoiled by there barbarous 
*rkj without controul, requefted of the Em- 
“rors, that he might be fent to fee what he 
uld do againft them. According to his defire 
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he was -furnifhed with an- Army of Greeks and 
Servians , firft he encouraged his Captains and 
Soldiers, giving them many Gifts, and mon,ytoolc 
care of their fafccy and welfare, and promifed 
to them all great Rewards , according to their 
brave AAions. This caufcd Phijes to be fo well 
beloved in his Army, that they were willing 
and refolvcd to fight, and dye with him. When 
he underftood that Chalet with a thoufund Foot) 
and two hundred Horfe was plundring of the 
Country , he marched forward to meet him. 
The Turks , at the fir ft appe arancc of the Cbrijli. 
An Army , made ready foi Battel, inclofing io 
their Prifoners bound , and all their booty with¬ 
in their Waggons. P biles encouraged his Men 
and with his Eyes and Hands lifted up co He* 
ven, heartily prayed to the God of Holh 
to pity the riufcrics of his diftrdled Country¬ 
men. After a furious Fight, and much Gallan¬ 
try on both fides, the Turks were beaten out of 
the Field, and forced to fly to their Caftle, » 
their laft Refuge ; but being there befieged both 
by Sea and Land , they were all flain and taka 
Prifoners, and fthej Country freed from a grie¬ 
vous oppreftion by this devout Captain.

to the Neighbouring Village. Afthe Gates of 
the Caftle lie defires the Guafd that he v and his* 
might have liberty to i nter in^ncFpars thrtiugh. 
They without any foruple fuffered him to go in, 
thinking rlrat they had bin Merchants-indeed ; 
bur as foon as rhey were within the Gates, they 
fell upon die Guards, overcame rhem , and took 
from them this ftrong Gartle; vyHich gave them 
»litilec to all the moft picifanr'Country about 
hire. So that the Subjects of the Emperor were 
fonrinuallv vexed l>v their unrcafonabfe plun¬ 
ging, and forced for their fecurity to put them- 
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felvcs under their prote&ion. By this means he 
got daily ground, and encroached (till upon the 
Borders of the Empire. AndmUus the younger, 
to flop the progrefs of the Turly , lifted an Ar* 
my, atod met them in the Field near Philkrm, 
a Town in Bytbma , where he was defeated and 
wounded, and for want of good order, hit 
whole Army forced to fly, leaving behind him 
all his bag and baggage. A fter this good fuccefs, 
Orthanes commanding all the Country round a 
bout thc.City of Nice without any :oppofitioaj 
seduced it togreat, want..of Provifions, 1 fo that 
when the inhabitants complained tp.the Empe. 
roar, he promifed- to fend them looo Horfe ro 
Jteep Garnfon there, and defend them, from the 
Turly power. Ortbaaes had intelligence of thil 
proimfc, and of the coming of. this- Cavalry: 

to prevent them, , he iyfolv<Stto take Met bo 

fore their coming, which he readily petforflttd 
by this Scratagcm. He* caufed gbout. 800 of nit 
ftoureftrncn to take the Habit and Furniture 
which 'ChrijUan Horfcraen ufed -tUen to we*r, 
commanding them to take a compafs about, and 
ride direaiy.tpthe^ity, in that way that lead* 
from Cwjlantmople , tp Nice. At the fame time 
hefent about j 309 t>f' his own Horfemcn in their 
Twfifii Apparrel to fpoil; the Country round* 
bout in view of the City. At that very inftant 
the 800 Horfemen in the CbnlYtans Garb raffle 
Travelling towards Nice, and feeing the others 
plundring the Country, they fell upon them, 
and overcame .them in a Fight, which was all 
done in fight of the Citizens of Nice. Afctr 
the fuppoled Viftory, they rid to the Gans 
with fome part of the Spoils of their councerfe t 
Enemies. The Citizens chipking chat their pro¬ 
mifed 


mi fed Succours were come, opened to them their 
Gates with Joy, and without much examination. 
Butas foon as they were within, the Turly made 
them feci the fharpnefsof their Swords; and 
tfiefe 8co. with geo morc.thac fled out of fighr, 
ad a ftrong Anibufh that lay near the-City, 
joined all together, took and plundred it, and 
left it to be poflclled by the Turly to this day. 
After this, and the gaining of all the Sea-ports 
about the ancient and demolifhed City of Troy % 
iccecozjt, a Captain of Orthauety befiegcd Abydus y 
* Famous Cattle upon the Hellefpont, which he 
look by the Treachery of the Captains Daughter 
»the Caftle. She had feen in a Dream ^ certain 
Officer Cavalier, of a very handfome Counte- 
MQce, who helped her out of a Micry Ditch, and 
performed feveral other pleafmg Services to her. 
lie Image of this Gallant was fo fixed in her 
bind, when awakened , that fhe longed to fee 
the reality of the Man that was fhewn to her in 
her fleep. It happened that when the Caftle 
was beueged by the Turly , an Officer did ufual!j r 
ride up and down near rathe Walls. She looked 
out at a Window and faw hTt&^dfid found that 
this was the Man whom fhe had already in her 
Ijancy and Afte&ion \ therefore file provided a- 
fetter for him, which fhe caft over the Wall ac 
his next riding about, tyed to a ftone. Abduracb- 
m was the name of the Cavalier. He takes ic 
ip, and fhews it to Accecn^u his chief Comman¬ 
der, who there finds that the Amorous Virgin 
promifed to betray to them the Caftle, if they 
would raife the Siege; and if Abduracbman would 
return to the Caftle Walls, with fome few Fol¬ 
lowers, and obferve her Directions. All things 
being agreed upon according to her orders, the 
L 4 Siege 
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Siege was raj fed: Abdwracbman comes to the place 
appointed with a chofen Company. The young 
Gentlewoman fails not to meet him at midnight, 
and brings him into theCaftle, fftews him the 
Paters Lodge, where he kill’d, him, and let in 
his Followers, who immediately difpcrled them- 
’ 1 ‘eives about, and took the Captain and all the 
Garrifon Prifoncrs-, for they had been very 
Jovial the day before for the luppofed departure 
of the Turks from before their Caftlc, and were 
then moft of them fecure and allcep, Thus wjs 
the flrong Cattle of Abides taken by the Infidels, 
in whofe pofleflion it hath remained to this day, 
Abydus is over agair.ft Seftos in Europe , at the 
Mouth of the Hellcfpont and thefe two Cattles 
are now called Dardanedu and are roainttiined by 
/ the Turks, as a Bar to hinder the Chriflian Ships 
from faying through into the Ponticl^ Sea, or 
from jnvadling fuddcnly their great City of 
Stambul or Conftar.tinople. For that purpofe they 
arc furnifhed with mighty great Guns. After 
this furprizal of Abydus, Soilman the Son of Or • 
thanes fcnc over two Captains, Ere s-beg and Pd- 
ril beg with fufficient Forces into Europe. They 
landed not far from SeJJos, where by the direfti- 
on of a Greeks Prifoncr, they took the Cattles of 
Coiridocafiron and Madiw, and next Callipolis> 
w ith many other coofiderablc places. 
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C H A P. XXIII. 

Hotv Amurath the third , King of 
■ Turks too/{ Didymotlchum Acri- 
anopl t by Craft. 

A S foon as Amurath came to fuccced in IuS 
Fathers Kingdom, he concluded a Peace 
with the Cbrilhans. The Govcrnour of Didr 
mtiebum taking advantage of this time of Peace, 
rdbived to fornfic'his City > and for,the better 
carry ing on of his work with fpced, entertai¬ 
ned all the M a fens, Carpenters and Workmen lie 
could poflibly gee . When Amurdtb ^und^rftoo'l.• 
his purpofe, he fecrctly caufed two hundred lufly • 
Workmen to come over, out.of Aft a, and to offer 
their fervicc to the Governour. He, tho he had 
been forewarned- by feme to ,t^kc jiced ot the Aj- 
tm Workmen, hiredjthcm, hut appointed to them. 
tjieir Lodgings.out .of ,thq .W^Us. every, nighr. 
When Amwyrh had f VY dCU fc > ’ 

he Tone Chaps-Ilbeg wit’i flirty,prlwf A?J1 C ,Sol¬ 
diers to defire work of , die (pove^our, and 
ferve as Labourers, to carry Stcncs'and Mortar. 

T ,e Govcrncur truttir.g tco much to the Faith, 
of the Faith'.cfs Turks iu that tioae of Peace, efn % 
p’oye.d them awhile. At ktt Chaps ttejfc a Way 
to Amurath, g;yes him an account of. all paffagdr,. 
and tells him that if he had any mere hejp, lie. 
noukl endeavour to furprizc one of theGircs - 
of the Cky v to let in a greater number, if t wy * 
WvfC an hand. Amuratb ordered all things ac- 
cprding to h^s defire, and fenc hipabackto fV<j6v 
michm to put his device jn execution. t* .fit" 
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it his rcrurn, watches an opportunity. When the 
Chrifttans were'ac dinner, then - did he caufc the 
Xurkifl) Workmen and Labourers to counterfeit a 
Brawl, and to fall from Words to Blows j whilft 
they were thus quarrelling, one party of them 
ran fuddeHly To one of the Gates of the City,.. 
where they took hold of the Weapons of the 
Guard, as if it had been to defend thcmfclves 
from their puffuing Companions fbuc they tur¬ 
ned them againft the Soldiers keeping Guard, 
and being a (lifted by a party of Twig, who waited 
near the Town for that ptirpofe, they overpow- 
red the Citizens, and took Didimotichum , toge¬ 
ther’with kfjodeflum, by aflaulring the Walls of- 
the latter in . the night.- The Turks generally 
haVe had great fucqcfs by employing inch fubtile 
PlOcs agarnft the Cfxrij}ians r and taking them at 
an advjnrage. The (xmcAmurath took 1 the City 
of A Jriampolis by policy. He ft nt Cbaftr-Ilbeg, 
one of his great Captains, and perfwaded him 
tb'ruD away wjtfyibnie other trufty Fugitives to 
Adrianopte, aAd to complain and exclaim againfl 
file pruelty-and Iiardufagqof their Lord Amur ash. 
This Cbd/&-lhf$With.h\s TUrfs, in feveral Sallies,. 
lilidve,d himfelfyiehc valiantly againft theSoIdiers 
oP Amidatti }Whlfcli purefutfed him a great Efteem, 
Favour aha confidence with the Governour, who 
tufting top-mudi , whilft they were at a fecrcc 
appointment iyiffh their Lord, when they fhould 
betray one of the Gates to him. 'tor Chefts, ac¬ 
cording to his cuftom, came once at break of day 
only with ten Followers, as if he had bin going 
out- to hunt j when the Gates were-opened, he' 
aj&ulted the. Soldiers that were upon the Guard, 
and- having at li'ahd all his Fugitive Turks , they 
tpok polf^on of the Gates, which they kepetiir

fuch as were fenc from Amuratb came to their a(- 
fiftancc \ then tlicy fiercely charged the Citizens* 
The Fight continued from Morning till Nighc, 
but che Turks at laft by their continual Recruits, 
got the Victory, andjwith it the Noble and Rich 
City of Ad'Unople , where the Othoman Empe¬ 
rors have fince kept a Seraglio. Ac this time 
lived in Amuraths Court, Cara Aufiemes , z 
Dottor of the Mahometan Law, He perfwaded 
his Lord to take every fifth Captive of the Chri¬ 
stian Youth , of about 12 or 15 years old from 
his Soldiers, when they returned from the plun- 
dring of the Cbrijtian Countries. Thcfe Youths- 
were fentover into Afia, to be bred up in the 
Houles of the Country Farmers, and employed in 
hard Labour for two or three years, thac they 
might be inftrufted in that time in the Turkijh • 
Religion and Language. After this', they were- 
fcnc for,and trained up in the exercife of Arms, 
thac they might ferve the great Twr^inhis Wars, 
and wait upon his Perfon, as his Foot Guard, 
Thefe were named Janizaries, that is, new Sol-.- 
diers, who had thence their fitft beginning.. As 
die Mamalucks alfo in /E^ r had their original . 
fromCaptivity andBondage *, for they wery Slaves 
brought thither by Merchants into Sc'ttta^ and c- 
ther Countries, and fold to the Sultans of JfLgypt, 
to-be brought up in the Arc of War* Thefe,- as 
the Janizaries are 1 now to che r«r^/ 7 r Emperour5* 
were the beft Soldiers of the Princci and their 
StOuteft Men in War. Amufaib enlarged- 4 iis Do¬ 
minions • both in Afta and Europe. He ’invaded 
Strvia, took Appolonia y and many great Cities, 
conquered Caramania, and in a notable Battel kil¬ 
led Lazarus, Defpoc of Servian but it happened 
after the Fight, when Amurath vm taking a view 

of 
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of .he dead Bodies, one Miles Cokht^ , forcly 
wounded, rofcfrom the ground where he lay, 
and went daggering towards Amuratb. The 
Turly thought he had been come to kifs Amuratbs 
Feet, and ro do him reverence , or to beg his 
Life * but 'Cobelht had another purpofc, for with 
a ihort; Dagger, hid under his Coat, lie ftabb’d him 
in the Belly, and kill’d him. 


CHAP. XXIV. 

How Tamerlan overcame Bajazets 
Amy, 

T Amerlan underdanding that Baia^ct was at 
hand, and with a reiolution to fight him, 
relblvcd to keep his Army in large Plains, not 
far from Sebajlia , which he had before taken and 
dedroyed, becaufe Jie had a greater number of 
Horfe and f oot than Ba]a%et. Some reckon 
500000 Horfc, and 400000 Foot in Tamerlans 
Army j whereas in Baja^ets Army were 140000 
Horfc, befides 30000 Mamalucks, and 30000 Ja¬ 
nuaries, and above ioooco other ^Soldiers, but 
old and experienced in War. Tamerlan there¬ 
fore rcfolvcd to fight on Horfcbjick, and fo to 
draw up bis mynefpus Arn^y, that they pijghc 
all be ferviceable in their ordered weary, the va¬ 
liant Enemy with the Aflaults of frclh men. TJiis 
wife and politick manner of Fight, undoubtedly 
obtained for him the Vi&ory ; for having always a 
frclh Body of men,both of Horfe and Foot, ready 
' to fall on intfead of fuch as were cither dtfcqura- 

! 
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ged, or broken *, he kept the Turly fo long in 
play, tliat they were tired, and forced to yield 
to the greater number. 


CHAP. XXV. 

7 he Stratagems of Alis BafTa, the Great 
Mtmftcr of State, under Sultan Soil- 
man, Bajazets Llaejl Son, in the War 
againfl Mahomet the 5 th. King of the 
Turks. 

A Ftcr the departure of Tamerlan out of Natalia, 
the Children of Ba)azet made rhemfelves 
Mailers of much of his Dominions. Soliman took 
that part which lay in Europe , 7/4 and Mahomet 
(hared what they could keep from Tamerlans 
Lievcenams in Ajia, But when their common 
Enemy was retreated, they fell out amongft them- 
felves. Jfa contended with his Brother Maho- 
m three times in Eloudy Fights, and was as of¬ 
ten worded, and forced tody forfafety into Ca- 
r mania, where he Jived and dyed in obfeurity. 
Soliman, the other European Brother, made ready 
a drong Army, and palling over into Aft a, rook 
the Royal City of Frufa, but the Cadlc was de¬ 
fended by Jacub-beg, a dtiuc Captain, who being 
reduced ro the necedity of fubmirting to Solimfn 
without fpeedy relief, fene a MelJcnger to inform 
Mahomet of his didrefs. Mahomet dilpatclied 
back the Mellengerwith a Letter ro Jacub, and 
allured him of his Alfidance. The Mtfleifger 
was taken by tollmans Soldiers, and brought to 
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At'-s-bc'z his Great General. When he had read 
the Letter, he counterfeited others in the name 
of Mahomet, wherein he commended the hairh- 
fulnefs and Courage of Jatub , hut becaufe he 
could not yet lend him any Succours, he gave 
him liberty ro deliver the Cattle upon Honoura¬ 
ble Terms. This counterfeit Letter Altf-beg found 
means to fend fccretly to Jmb-beg into the C* 
ftle.; when he had read it, he hanged out a Flag 
of Truce, and defired a Parley with Salmon-. 
and according to the direaion of the Letter, 
he deliver’d up his Caftlc, to the great Grief of 
Mahomet , who was within one days Journy of 
Prufa, ready with a flout Army to fal l upon the 
Beficgcrs, and force his way to the Caflle. So/i- 
»w»,afcer the furrender of this ftrongplacc^hfper- 
fed his Army. As foon as Mahomet heard of it, he 
made fpced to furprizc his Brother , who mi* 
ded more his Plcafure than the War. But Soli- 
man being advertized by one of las Commanders 
of his Brothers coming at chat time when he could 
not well refift him, confultcd how to run away, 
and fail over into Europe : hue fromfuchadif* 
graceful flight he was diffwaded b-y Altf-Baffa , his 
treat Counccilor, bccaufc Vvas like to difeourage 
all his Friends in Af’ n , 3n d ruine his interefl 
there; but he advifed him to make fpeed, and 
poll himfelf, with his fmall Company, about the 
Wights 6f Xeapolit,- there to keep the paflages 
of the : Country V which good ndvice he follow- 

ed, and beat off ids Brother whom he 

hindred from patting any further. Whilft he 
there lav, Alifbeg doubting of bis Matters ftrengthi 
Jefolvcd o iry whac he could do by cunning. 
He fent one of his Trufty Semncs to Mafmtt, 
to inform him, chat moft of his Great Captaim 
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Had defigned and agreed amongtt themfelves to 
deliver him up to Soliman Ids elder Brotliery and 
the undoubted Heir of his Farliea; and therefore 
willed him to Hand upon his Guard. Notwith- 
Handing this advice, he caufed fevcral affaults to 
be made to the Paffagcs of the Mountains, but 
was as often repulfed. At laft, when one of his 

menial Servants fled to Soliman, . he began to he 
jealous of the reft ; therefore fearing Treachery, 
and being otherwise incommodatcd by the Wee: 
Weather, he departed back to Amafia , and de¬ 
liver’d his Brother from a great fear of being ta¬ 
ken by him. This Civil War lafted feveral 
years j firft, between Ifa and Mahomet j next, be-, 
tween Mahomet and Soliman ; then between So- 
liman and Mufa, who took and ftrangled Soliman 
in Europe. At laft the contention was between 
MuJa and Mahomet , who after the Death of all 
his other three Brothers, fuccecded to all the 
Dominions of old Baja^et, deceafed in Chains. 


CHAP. XXVI. 

The Brave Exploits of Huniades the 
Hungarian, in defence of his Country 
• again/} the Turks. 

H Voiades by his Valour and Wifdom raifed 
himfelf in xhe eftcem and f*voUr of Via- 
diflauz, firft King of ,Poland , and afterwards ch«r 
(cn King of Hungary, about the year 1440. fo 
that Vtadiflaus made: him Vay vod of as ft hi a- 
m. At msiirft Coming to the.Government, he. 

(ecu- 
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fe'ured all die Pa'Tages and Borders with good 
Garri Tons, becaufe he had an unouict and cruel 
Neighbour, Tft-heg, who commanded in Rajcia, 
aid the upper part of Seniit, for Amurath. This 
Ifit bcg had often, by the command of his Prince, 
invaded the Cbriftians Country, and put all co 
Fire, Sword, and woful Delblacion , the more to 
diftrefs' Belgrade, and other Frontier Cities of 
Hungary. Hun'utdes, with one Nicholas Ifilncb, rai¬ 
led a confidcrable Army of Horfe and Foot, and 
marched with them into Ifd 5 Government, be¬ 
tween Belgrade and SinJerovi.i , to reejuite the 
Cruelcies. If.t met him with fuch Forces 
as he had then , not infertour in number to the 
Chv't)i.tnf. Ac the firft Onfet Hum/tdes\ Army 
retreated behind the Men at Arms, whole fierce- 
nefs and undaunted Courage the Turks could not 
Jong endure, but were forced to fly, fo that If.t , 
to fave hiinfclf, returned - to S/mArov/rf-wich more 
fpeed then he came from thence. Hutitxdcs, af¬ 
ter a gren (laughter of the Enemies, and much 
Rfch f’ptiil , and many Prifoners,’ returned to 
Belgrade, where Awtratks Difplealure, lfi\ Lofs 
a.id Defeat, would not fuller him to reft long-, for 
this angry Turk having raifed a numerous Army 
of Valiant Soldiers , lent with them Meftta his 
General, to fpoil and lubduc Tr.tnjilvanut. Mejt- 
tet came into che Country on a hidden,. before 
Hxnudes was well able to oppafe him, He-Tut 
all to the Swcrd at his firft Entrance, and de¬ 
stroyed by Fire the Towns and Villages, to make 
himtclfmore dreadful to the Inhabitants.' !//«»£- 
atfty -in':this dtffa-efs , - was forced to fly to Alba 
Jala, to the Bilhop of chat City, George Lepr, 
vvich an intent, by his Alfiftance, to raife an Ar¬ 
my V but being followed by the Turfs fpeedy 
■ / . ’ March, 
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March, before they could be provided, they were 
both befieged in the City by the Enemies, who 
fpoiled all the Country round about. Unmade* 

and the Bilhop Tallies out upon tbeip, but were 

forced by an Ambulh t,o .retreat. . Tpe,Bilhop 
was (lain, but Huniades .faying him ft If, wept all 
about bis Government, and gathered what P° wer 
he could make up, perfwading the .People to 
venture thcmfclves in the juft Defence of their 
Country and Families. With this Tumult^ry 
Army he marches after the Balfa,then,proud witb 4 
Succefc, and laden with Spoils. And for the, 
better carrying on of his purpofe, he-font Spies, 
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fans. From them he underftood thar Myites 
had given a fpecial command to all hi$- Officers 
and Soldiers coaflault the Perfon of Hunitaes, up¬ 
on tvhofe Valour and Direction depended the 
Fortune of the day. In t* Army of Hunrades 
was one Simon Kentene, an adventurous gentle¬ 
man, who knowing of the Turks defign and .or¬ 
ders, offered to change Horfe and Armour with 
his General for his greater fafetyi which when 
Huniades had granted, he purfued the Turks, and 
skirmilhed with them every day \ at Uft they 
came to a Battel, where the counterfeit ffHntaqps, 
ding his Generals Horfe, was tefee by thc/wdvr, 
and after a flout refiftance, (lain. But tjic true 
Ifuniades in the mean while incor raging Ins Men, 
receiving fuch as we/c opprelled , rallying fuch 
as fled, made a great fiaughtcr of rhe Infidels, 
in whole Camp were many dmf tan 1 nfoners 
that broke their Chains, and with fuch Weapons 
as ramc nest ro band, charged the Tur^s in the 
hear, wbilft Huniades kept them in play, till tiic v 
were forced to dy. Mefttes, wicb lus Son, was 
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flairi, anti Soooo Turks. The Chriflians loft about 
3000 Men,, but recovered ail the Plunder, 
Spoils arid Prifoners. After this notable Victory, 
be laid the Foundation, and made a preparation 
tor greice^ firft-by returning thanks to the God 
of Hofts, -the Giver of all Succefs, and caufing' 
Solemn Thahkfgiving to be made in all the Chur-, 
dies of his Government 5 next, by acknowledging 
the Soldiers Valour and Courage, and giving to 
every one, both Officers and others, their due 
Prailes? by enriching his Army with the Spoils 
of his Enemies, which , he converted not to his 
own private ufe, but madie; them plentifully (bare 
in the enjoyriient of chat which they had got’ 
with the hazard of their Lives; and by confe- 
crating to Pious Ufcs feme part of the Spoils,! 
that he might thereby return Trunks to God both 
in Weird and Deed.-’ Nefer any covetous Cotn*> 
mander was fever fuccefifol in War. As the pri¬ 
vate Soldier muft do the Work, he mull not 
want that encouragement which Military Souls ex-; 
peft. The beft, as well as the meaneft, arc moft 
Willing to' venture their Lives with thofc, by 
whdfe bounty and Liberalities they have been nc* - 
tably obliged. And if Soldiers will be careful to re¬ 
member their God , upon whofe plcafuic the 
Lives bf Men, and the hazards of War do imme¬ 
diately depend,lie will undoubtedly mind them in 
their greareftdiftrefs and dangers. To deficGod 
and his Power by filthy Oaths and Blafphcmies,un¬ 
known to our Fore-Fathers, is now rhe common 
pradifeof thole, who would feem to be the ftou- 
reft Men. Thi6 is a bafenefs and madnefs which 


Atbeifmc hath much encouraged and which can 
never draw upon their Heads ( who give them-' 
fclves over to fucli extravagant Liberties) a Blef- 
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Blefling, bat rather a Ctyfe. AndtHofc Armies, 
where fuc(i bold Follies arc either countenanced 
or winked at,'can never profper long. The grea- 
ceft Conquerors' and mod fuccefsful Warriors, 
both in former and latter Ages, have bin.care¬ 
ful to encourage Religion, and to take with them 
the Bleffing of Heaven in all their notable de- 
figns, anti after a pro f perous proceeding, .to re¬ 
turn unto God his P.-r- fes due, by a publiek ac¬ 
knowledgment of his Power and Bounty. Huni- 
«des\$.m example of title Valour', wtach hath; 
always Piety joiried withk-.:. 

Aft^fe'. this Vi dory ralacbra and Moldavia revo.-' 
ted from the Turks. To revenge himfelf, Amu- 
rath raifed a. very great Army, and fent it nndcc 
die command of Scbecb-Abeden-Baffa^ who palling 
trough Valachi*, deftroyed all their Country 
with-Fircand Sword , and entred into Tran ft fa 
vanidy with an intent to do the like there. But 
fiumdes met hirii with 150c© chofen Men, at a 
place called Vafcape y where he drew up tome 
Battalions in form of a Wedge, which did him 
grtat fervicc, and could not be broken by the 
Dirks Violent Affaults: fo tliat after near five 
hours, continual fight (during which time the 
Fields were covered with an incredible numher 
of dead Bodies) theXar^x fled *, and the Hunga¬ 
rians bail'd above one half of the Infidels, recove¬ 
red 190 Enfigns, and all the Bag and Baggag? of 
the Enemy. The next Spring 'cuas refolvcd by 
die States of Hurgary,thzt a War againft the Turks 
fliould be profccutcd with more care and prepa¬ 
ration. An Army, was raifed, where the. King 
VladijlitHS adventured in Pcrfon to march over 
the River Ubifcus againft a vaft Army of the 
Turls, and Hmltdcs with a party of Horfc was 
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fcnt to beat up their Quarters in the Night. He 
came Co fuddenly upon them, rhat he flew ^cco 
Turfy, and took 4000 Prifotiers, with a - great 
Booty i'afrer which he recovered mofl ofBulgaria, 
(o that the Turfy for their faft'ry were forced to 
flop up the paflages of the great Mountain Hemut , 
through which the ChrilUan Army was to pafs in¬ 
to Tnraci /», and then being Winter, they powred 
Water in all the Roads, that neirher Man not* 
Beaft might be able to Hand or gofor the Tee, 
into which the Warerthat fell t was immediately 
frozen. Neverrhelcfs* the Chriftian A'rmy mar* 
ehed fo far, till the difficulty of the way, and 
the want of all neceflarics enforced them to re¬ 
turn back ; at whofc Heels Carambeg, the Turl’jjh 
General, followed clofe, to take them at fome 
advantage. When they came to the' Mountain 
Cynobiza, he fentaflrong party of Horfe to him 
der the'March of the Hungarian Army, till he 
could reach them with die reft of his Troops; 
Huniaies and the Dcfpot of Servi'a encouraged. 
their Men, and fent fome loofc Companies of 
Pikcmcn to ftand amongft the Bufhesand Thick¬ 
ets, to aflault the Turfy Horfemcn in their paf- 
fage. After a very bloudy Fight, and the (laugh - 
tcr of many Thoufand Turfy, the' Viftory incli¬ 
ned to the Hungarians. Carambeg , in his Flight, 
fell inter a Bog, being deceived by the deep Snow, 
and was taken by a common Soldier, who fold 
him to Hunhides for four hundred Duckets. Onc ; 
of this Fight fled Gevge Caftraot, named Scan- 
■ derheg, who was afterwards one'of the moft ra- 

1 lianc Champions of the Chriflians againft the 

, Turfy.. 


Amurachj 
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• Amuratb , troubled with fo many Ioffes, was re- 
folvcd to conclude a Truce for ten years with VU- 
diflaus, which was granted, and loknuvly confir¬ 
med by Oath but by the Popes perfwafion, and 
Cardinal Julians"s, this Peace was broken, the King 
£dJ his Nobles abfolved from all obligations of 
their Oaths.An Army was prepared to invade the 
Turfy Territories, when Amuratb was chaftizing 
the King of Caramania for revolting againft him. 
Nevcrrhelefc Amuratb made fpced with a brave 
Victorious Army to meet the Hungarian King, and 
ac.Karndencountred with him,whcn he had but a 
fmall number in his Army ; to prevent the Turfy 
inclofing in the Chriflians with their vaft num¬ 
bers, Huniaa'es drew them up in fuch a manner, 
that they had a deep Marfti Ground on the Right 
Wing, on the Left he placed his Carriages, and 
on the Rear they had a ftccp Hill. In this unfor¬ 
tunate Battel Huniadcs put to flight with his 
Tranftlvanian and Valachian Horfemcn both Wings 
of the Turfy Army, and brought the main Cody, 
where Amur at h himfclf was,in very great danger > 
fo that when he faw the grievous Slaughter and 
Flight of his Men, he plucked out cf his Bcfora 
a Copy of the League made by King VladijLuu , 
and looking upon the Image of Chrifl Crucified 
in the Banners of the Voluntary Chriflians , he 
icryed aloud. Behold thou Crucified Chrifl,this if the 
League thy Chriflians, in thy Name, have made with 
me,-which they have, without Caufie, ViolatedIf 
thou be a God , at they fay thou art,rexenge- the 
Wrong now done unto thy Name, and few thy Power 
upon thy Perjurious People. He had no fconcr fpo-' 
ken thofc Words, but the Turfy took Courage, 
made head againft the Hungarians, who never- 
thelcfs broke in upon the Janizaries, where

fa, arid prefented to Amurath , who commanded it 
to be carryed npon a Lance, with Proclamation, 
That there was the Head of the 'f^nflum Km 
His death difeouraged the reft of the Cbrtjttan 
Army, fo that /fumades, after many courageous 
endeavours to rally his Men, was forced to yield 
to chencccflity of the day. Julian the Cardinal, 
with two thirds of the Army, were to, and a 
greater number of the Turly, which made Am- 
rath ever after lament his dear bought Viftory of 
Varna. The Hungarians, afeer the lofs of Via- 
diflm, cliofc Ladiflm, a young Infant, the Son 
of Albert , and appointed Huntades , durmg his 
Minority, to be Govemour of the Kmgdptn. m- 
nudes had another unfortunate Fight with Old 
Amurath at Cojjova, where for three days together 
the Hungarians notably maintained their Ground 
aeainft the Turly vaft numbers; but at laft, op- 
prcfled with continual and frefh Supplies, they 
fled, leaving behind him 17000. and almoltall chc 
Hungarian Nobility, dead under the heaps of the 
flain Turks, to the number of 40000. Huniaiti 
after much difficulty and danger, returned fate 
into Hnugary, gathered together his an J 

made another Army, with which he marched to 
die Relief of the Defpot of Serna, who wasaf- 
faulted by Frit^e-beg, and Jofe-beg ,two of Am- 
faths Generals. But as foon as they djpied the 
Enfigns of Huntades in the Field, 
for fear, and loft many, who were killed in the 
Rctteat, and their General Frtt^beg was taken 
Prifoner. This Viftory was got only by the 
dreadful name of Hummcs* Afterw>rd^ ipf™

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*Rcigti of Mahomet die grear, he defended Bel- 
grade again!* the Turly, beat their Fleet upon the 
River Danubim, and routed the Turly Emperouir 
and Army, with a great daughter of 40000. and 
the lofs of all his great Ordinance. This hap¬ 
pened in the year 1456. in which Huntades dyed 
in Peace. 


C H A P. XXVII. 

Dfthe Famous and never to be forget ten 
Scanderbeg,^ his Adventures. 

N Ext to Humades , none deferves more to be 
mentioned than the Noble Scandcrbeg, 
Prince of Epyrus. In his youthful days he lived 
in the Turly Court of Amurath then King, and 
for his dexterity in Arms, was highly favoured by 
the Tyrant, who had poyfoned his cider Brethren, 
and taken away chc Inheritance of his. Fore-Fa- 
fhers. At die Battel of Moravia , where Carom- 
beg was taken, he was a Commander amongft the 
Turly. In the general Rout he elofely followed 
after the Generals chief Secretary, till he found 
him in a place fit for his purpofc, which he had 
imparted to fome of his moft trufty Friends and 
Countrymen, chiefly to Amefa his Kinfman, a 
flout Soldier. They all together agreed to fet 
upon the Turly , when they found them few in 

number, and to kill them. The Secretary he car¬ 
ryed afide, and forced him for fear of prefent 
Death, to write a Letter in his Mafters Name, 
who (was Grand Vizir ) to the . Govcrnourof 
i__ Croia. 
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CroU, the chief Cityot Epirus, to command him 
by Atmratbs order, to deliver, on fight of the 
Letter, his Charge and Government to Scanderbeg 
the new Governour, as appointed by Amnrath to 
fuccecd him, adding feveral other things, on pur- 
pofe co gain more credit to. the Letter and M f 
fcngers. As (con as he had thus forced from the 
Secretary this Letter,he killed him,and as many cf 
the r«rt> as he could meet with, that they might 
not give intelligence of lusDefigns and Proceedings 
to Old Amurath. And having with him under his 
Command three choufand Epirots his Countrymen, 
who rcfolvcd to follow his Fortune, and fight for 
the Honour and Liberty of their Native Country. 
He marched with alt fpecd towards Epim, and 
to the chief Cicy of CrohtHe ordered the moft part 
of his Soldiers to go in the mghr, and by Jecrrt 
ways through the Woods and Mountains, to draw 
as near co Croia as they could unptrccived, until 
he had an opportunity to brjng them into the City 
to matter the Turktfi Garrifon. In the -mean 
while he took with him a tew, only to wait upon 
him, and went the direft way to Croia, fending 
before him. Am fa with two Servant* .tocertthc 
the Govemour of his coming. Amefkbcmrn 
himfelf with that Wifdom and Dlfcretion , 
that the Governour could not perceive any 
deceit, much lefs when he faw the great Balu s 
Letter, written by his Secretary , but immediate¬ 
ly delivered up the command of the Town, and 
departed the next day (or Adrianople. The fame 
Night Scanderbeg brought into the City his Soldi* 
ers, who were appointed to be near at hand : 
with their afliftance he fet upon the Turks , and 
flew them. The recovery of Cr «4 caufcd all Epi- 
m to yield to Scanderbeg and the Country Pco- 
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pie with great joy gave him their afliftance, to 
kill all the Tutk* chat were left in his Dominions 
the Governour alfoof Croia was overtaken by the 
Epirots, and murchered with his Retinue. On!v 
fome ftrong places and Garrifons were not fo caf e 
lobe maftcrcd j but Scanderbeg having called his 
Subjects to his Afliftance, he in few days gathe¬ 
red together ivoco Men, with whom he befieged 
and took Petrelra, a ftrong City, by the fubciie 
Tale of a Country Fellow , fent thither on pur- 
pofe by Scanderbeg, to tell the Garrifon, that 
Amurath had been lately fo defeated by the Hunga- 
inns, that he could not relieve them, and chat 

they might have any Honourable Terms granced, 

if they would fubmic to Scanderbeg. After this 
he took polTeflion of Petra Alba , SteUufa., ancj b<±- 
itged Stifegrade, but could noc recover that Ci- 
y: therefore rifing from chat Siege, he wafted a!I 
he Eordcrs of Macedonia , and fpoiled the Coun¬ 
ty round. Alti Bajja was fenc with an Armv cf 
orty choufand toplinifh him, and recover Ej /V.vr. 
under beg, to defend himfelf, chofe 8000 Horfe 
l7aco Foot, and with this fmall. Army he 
iced upon the Borders near Dtbra, for the Baf¬ 
t's coming; but, he had placed three tjioufand 
en with Amefa in Ambufh in a Wood, near the 
t Road where the Bafla was to pafs with his 
rmy, commanding them noc to ftir unril 
ch time as they fliould fee that the Fight was 
un, and that then they fliould fall upon the 
r of the Turkj. This order was fo cxadly 
yed, thac the Turks having the Enemy before 
behind, werebdec by a fmall number; yet 
cy did fight valiantly, until a frefh fupply from 
Rear came and broke in upon tht Turks, for- 
tliem to fly , killing in the pwrfuit andBatte! 
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two and twenty thoufand, and two thoufancl ta¬ 
ken Prifoners, with all the Turk/ Tents and Rich¬ 
es. After this great Slaughter , Sounder beg mosfl. 
ted his Footmen upon the Turks Horfes x and with 
all his Army he plundred mifcrably a great part 
ot Macedonia, and enriched his Soldiers. This 
♦ great Viftory made Scandcrbegt Name to be fa. 
raous all over the Courts of the Cbriftian Princes, 
fo that in a general Confederacy between them 
for the oppofingof Amur at h, Sounder beg was en¬ 
treated to be one of the party *, for that purpofe 
he raifed an Army, and intended to aflifl Via* 
diflaw at the great and unhappy Battel ac Varne, 
but his pa(Bge was ftopt by the faichlefs Defpot of 
Servia. After that Overthrow, Arnuratb fentfe- 
rifes Bajja to fpoil Epirus with 9000 Horfc: bur 
Scandcrbeg having notice of his fpeedy coming, he 
put 1 $00 flout Footmen in Ambufli upon the 
Mountains and narrow ways that led into the Val¬ 
ley of Mo ere a, where the Turks were to pafs. 
Thefe Footmen fee upon the Turkj(b Cavalry 
in fuch places where they could not ufc their 
Horfes, that they were all routed and flain, and 
purfued by two thoufand Horfc, which Scandet- 
teg had there for the purpofe. Ferifes faved him- 
felf by Flight with his broken Troops. When 
Arnuratb heard of this Overthrow, he fent one 
Muftapha, another Captain,with a Recruit of dooo 
Horfe to fucceed Ferifes in his Government, with 
orders to burn and fpoil as much of Epirus » 
he could. Muftapha, a wary Captain, came with 
his Troops into the Valley of Motrea, where he 
lay ilrongly encamped in his Trenches even 
right, having placed Scouts and Sentinels all 
round upon the Hills, to difeover the Enemies 
coming} with 4000 Horfcmen he kept his Cajnfl 
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wd fent out the reft in parties to fpoil the Coun¬ 
try) with exprefs orders, upon pain of death, co 
Repair to him upon chefirft notice of an Enemy, 
Scanderbeg being informed by his Spies of Mufta- 
pba's warinefs, refolves to deal with him by plain 
Force} therefore with 4000 Horfe, and a 1000 
Foot he fpeedily marched through the Valley 
to the Turk/ Camp , where he kilPd many that 
were retreating with their plunder, and then af- 
faulted tire Trenches with that Fury and Resolu¬ 
tion, that the Turk/ were beaten, 5000 were kil¬ 
led, and 300 taken Prifoners, with the lofsonly 
of twenty Horfemen, and fifty Foot. Muftapha 
fled with the reft of his Forces to his Govern¬ 
ment of Macedonia , to give an account of Scander- 
begs Valour, and of his own lofs to Old Arnuratb, 
who refoived to fuflfer awhile this dreadful Enemy 
to live in Peace } therefore he commanded Mufta- 
pba not to mojeft the Borders of Epirus, but only 
to defend his own Government. It -happened ac 
that time that there was a Quarrel between Scan¬ 
derbeg and the Venetians, and an open War pro¬ 
claimed : When Muftapha faw that Scanderbeg' s 
Forces were employed againft the Venetians , he 
begg’d leave of Arnuratb to try once more his 
Fortune againft Scanderbeg. For that purpofe 
with a numerous Army he entred into Epirus, 
when Scanderbeg was befieging the Town of Dayna, 
where he left fome Forces with Amefato continue 
the Siege, and with 500 Horfe, and 1500 Foot 
he went to find out Muftapha , encamped in the 
upper Country of Dibra. Out of the Garrifons 
be recruited and encreafcd his fir.all number to 
4000 Horfe, and 2000 Foot, all old Soldiers 
When both Armies were drawn up in Battalia, a 
Turk, advamagioufly mounted, came out of the 
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Turks Army to challenge any Chilian to fight 
with him : his name was Cttf/i&upt- One Pitul Md- 
nejji dcfired Scanderbeg that he plight be,the Man to 
encounter with this Turk,, which being. granted, 
at the fir ft blow he wounded him gricvoufly in 
the Head, and cut it otf, which when he had 
done, he cook his Spoils, jnd return d with great 
Acclamations of the Chrijiian Army to Scandobeg, 
who feeing how much this had encouraged his 
Men, fee forward againft the Turks , and with an 
invincible Courage beat them out of the Field, 
took Mujhpha Prifoncr, killed 12000 Men, 
whereas of his own Army there was but 900 
(bin. The Piunder of the Enemies Camp he al¬ 
ways bellowed upon his Soldiers, who met there 
with great Riches, and according to his Cuftom, 
entredapaininto the Turks Dominions to plunder 
and burn the Country. Amur at!) grieved ac lo ma¬ 
ny lolFcs, rciolvcs, with a mighty Army, to march 
into Epirus hinifeif, and try his own Fortune a- 
painft this crafty Warriour. Scanderbeg , who ha¬ 
ving notice of his coming, made all tilings reaay.! 
he craved Aid of all his Cbriflian Neighbours; 
filled his Towns with Food, Provifion 3nd Arms, 
repaired all the decayed Fortifications, and ga¬ 
thered an Army of 10000 Men to attend upon 
him, leaving fuflicicnc Garrifons in every City. 
Amuratb had in his Army one hundred and fifty 
thoufand Men. He fent forty thoufand before him 
toStifegrade , to make preparation for his corning. 
Scanderbeg marched thither with 4000 Horfemen, 
a thoufand Foot, an 4 ftrongly encamped himfclf 
within Seven Miles of the City : from his Camp 
he went up with foriic of his Captains to the top 
of a Hill as near as he could, to fee how the 
Turks lay before Stifegrades at his return he drew 
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out his finall Army,and placed them in the Woods 
not far from the City , unto which he fent Mages 
and Mufachi, with about 30 Horfemen, to drive 
feme Horfes leaden with. Corn, as if they had 
purpofed fecrctiy to get itiro the City. When 
the Turks Scouts perceived them, they <’urged 
them, but were beaten bark, with the lof- of five 
men, which gave the Alarm to the Turls, who 
marched out to purfuc them, in number afiouc 
4000.’ Moles policickly drew them away from 
their Camp to the place where Scanderbeg lay in 
Ambu'h. He rote with his Mm, fet upon them 
with that Fury, that he killed 2coo. and tool; a 
thoufand Horfe, with the lofs of two and twenty 
of his own Men. Amuratb came before Stifegrade 
in May, 1440. he battered and a (faulted the Town 
with the (laughter of vaft numbers of his be ft 
Men? during which time Scandcrbeg often brake 
into one part or other of his Camp, makings 
terrible deftrtfftion, and then again retreated 
with litttle or no lofs.' At onetime, when Amu- 
rdtb was giving an a (Fault to the City, Sc under beg 
was difeovered drawing near to the Turks Camp, 
and, by Amuratbs order,was met with by Feri-Bajfa , 
who Jong defiring to fight with Scandcrbeg, was by 
him (lain, and his Army routed, with greac lofs: 
but becaufe all the Turks Army were at hand, he 
fpeedily retreated from thence with his Vi&orious 
Army. Stifegrade was afterwards betrayed and 
furrendred: but Amuratb loft before the City 
90000 of his beft Men. Ac his departure Scan¬ 
derbeg followed, and cut otf many of his Army, 
alfaulcing him fomccimc? in the Rear, fometime 
in the Van, as place and occafion would fuftes 
him. The next Spring Amuratb returned intr 
Epirus with an of Army 160600 Men, fending b:o 
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foie Sebdi, as a wife Captain, with 40000 Horfeto 
heleagure the City of Croat. After a furious 
• Battery, it was aflaultcd by the Turly j but ana- 
conic s the Govcrnour fo encouraged his Soldiers 
and Citizens , that they ftoutly defended it: 
whilft they were then bufie in the alfault, Scan- 
derbeg with 5000. broke into their Camp, killed 
500 Men, and was fpoiling of their Tents .* This 
gave an Alarm to the whole Army, fo that the 
Bafla Seremet and Prince Mahomet with his Guard 
halted to refeue their Camp, and to deliver it 
from fuch troublefome Guefis. Scanderbeg in his 
Retreat being indofed in . by the Turks , broke 
through feveral Bodies of them fafe, but with 
great danger of his Life. During this Siege he 
had.ftrongly encamped himfelf upon the Mountain 
Tmenijl , not far from the Turks, that he might be 
more ready to plague his Enemies 9 and aflift his 
Subjeds befieged in Croia. Mahomet , to prevent 
Scanderbeg for the future, had drawn all the beft 
, Soldiers of his Army on that fide where he was 
wont to allault them ; but he having good Intel- 
K ligencc, caufcd an Alarm to be given by Mofes 
f there, whilft he, in the mean while, withaftrong 
f party of 8000 Men at Midnight entred their 
i Camp at the farther end, and made a very great 
daughter of the Turks• Amuratb , after many cru- 
i cl Aliaulrs given to the Cicy, and furious Attempts 
v to no purpolc , through the Vigil,mey of the Go¬ 
vcrnour, and Courage of the Defendants, dyed 
for Grief under the Walls of Croia. His Death 
caufcd the Siege to be raifed by his Son and Suc- 
cdfor Mahomet, wliofe Army wasfo!iowed,and mi- 
lerably cut oh by Scanderbeg in their return home¬ 
wards, at all places of advantage. Eut to keep 
him in continual Play, Mahomet fcot one Ameft

a Turk., with racoo Horfemen to waft Epirus. 
Scanderbeg laid for him an Ambufh upon the Moun¬ 
tain Midriff *, where Scanderbtg\ Infantry fell 
oponthofc Horfemen, and killed 7000 men, with 
the lofs of the Turks General taken Prifoncr, who 
was afterwards ranforfd at 13000 Duckats by 
Mahomet. The Monty was diftributed amongft 
the Chrijlian Soldiers. fAltcr this, one Debreat 
a Valiant Captain, requefted Mahomet to be fent 
againft Scanderbeg , who hearing of his coming,, 
went to meet him in the Turks Dominions with 
60000 choice men. Debrtas had 14000. Scander¬ 
beg thought to have come upon him unawares, hue 
he was prevented and difeovered,therefore the two 
Armies drew up , and after a ftiarp engagement, 
Scanderberbeg flew Debrcas with his own Hands, 
as he was riding about to encourage his Men. 
The whole Army, at the lofs of their General, 
fled, and left behind them 4120. flain by the Chri- 
fTrans. Mahomet endeavour’d next to corrupc fome 
great: Man of Scanderbegs Army j Mofes Golemus 
of Dibra was the perfon pitched upon. He fled to 
the Turk/, and returned with an Army of 15000 
men into Epirus, where he was encountred by his 
late Prince, and 11000 of his Soldiers killed, 
with the lofs of one hundred Epims. In this 
Battel Ahem are, a Tmk, challenged Zachaxw 
Groppa a Chriftian, and was by him killed, and be¬ 
headed before the bight. Mofes, at hisrecurn to 
Conftantinople , was fo derided by rile Turk/, thac 
he preferr’d to call himfelf upon the mercy of 
Scanderbeg , who received him again, and pardo¬ 
ned him, reftorifig to him all his Goods, which 
had been confifcated. Turks won next Amefa, a 
Nephewpf Scatiderbegs, promising him the Crown 
of Epirus. With him Ifa*k. the Great Ealfa was 
M 4 fent 
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fenc with 50000 men, to proclaim him King of 
Epirus. Scanderbeg had provided a good Army, 
bur came in fight of the Enemy only with 6000 
Horfe, with whom he took die way of LpJJd, a 
Town of the Venetian!, as if he had dcfpaired 
of keeping of Epirus any longer, and had fled 
thither for the fafety of his Perfon. TheTwty 
rejoiced, as if chey had no Enemy to deaf with, or 
to fear. When Scanderbeg faw the Turks fecure, 
and that chey had the day before ranged about the 
Country for Plunder and Spoil, lie divided his 
fmall Army into three Parties,and came upon them 
before they expc&cd him, for they had not time 
to bridle their Horfes. Amefa, making Head firft, 
was taken Prifoner, and his Party defeated. The 
Eafla was overthrown by Mofes and Tanuftm, two 
.of ScanJet-begs Captains, and driven out of Epirus^ 
He loll about aooco men, and Scanderbeg but do. 
All the Eag and Baggage, and Tents of the Ene- 
mics were there taken, with great Riches, by the 
Epirots, Three years after Sinam and Namur, two 
other Captain*, were ordered by Mahomet to di« 
fturb the quiet of Scanderbeg! Kingdom but Si¬ 
nam with 20000 men, was overthrown, and his 
Succcllor Ajambeg, with 30000. was defeated 
next in the Plains of Ocrida, himfclf wounded 
and taken Prifoner by Scanderbeg. One Juffembeg, 
with iSoco. entring into Epirm, loll part of his 
Army, andwas glad to favc himfclf by flight with 
the reft. Their misfortune caufcd one Caraxa-beg, 
an old Companion of Scanderbegs, to requeft Afa- 
hvnet ro venture an Army with him: He trufled 
him with 40000 men ; but when Cararabeg had 
near 4000 Horfe,who were cut in pieces by an Am* 
hufh at his firft entrance into Epirm, and been 
wearyed out with continual Alarms by Scanderbeg 
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in the Night, the weather proving very Tempeftu- 
ous and full of Rain, he returned back to Maho¬ 
met with lefs lofs than any before him. A Peace 
afterwards was concluded between Mahomet and 
ScandcYbeg, but it lafted not long, became of In¬ 
juries received on both fides. Mahomet, to defend 
his Territories bordering upon Epirus, fcntS’ere- 
tnct Bajfa with fourteen thoufand Soldiers, but he 
was routed irt the Plains of Ocrida, and iocoo 
Turks (lain. Balabanus Bader a, an Epirot born, 
was the next great Captain, who invaded Epirm 
with I <;ooo Horfe, and 3600 Foot. He fought 
to ingratiate himfclf with Scar.derbe g by Mcflen- 
gers and Gifcs - , butbccaufe he was born a Pcafant, 
Scanderbeg fenc him a Shovel, a Maccock, and a 
flajl. This Balahanus was three times overthrown 
IB Battel by Scanderbeg , and his Armies routed- 
and cut in pieces. At his return he perfwaded 
Mahomet to fend two Generals with 40000 men 
againft Scanderbeg \ fo that lie , and one Jacub 
Amauth entred into Epirus. Balabansts was firft 
defeated, and forced to fly, wicli great (laughter. 
Jacub next was killed by Scanderbeg himfclf, and 
his Army difperfed. Mahomet wait into Epirus 
next, and font Balahanus with ffoo^o men to L-c- 
fiege Croia before him,buc was perfwaded to return 
back Conftamnople, and leave the command of the 
Siege to Balabanus , who riding up to the Gates of 
Croia, to offer them Honurable conditions,^ was 
fhoc in-rhe.Throat, and dyed in his Camp. The 
Army fled, ifter the death of their General, out 
of Epirus , leaving behind them their Tents and 
Carriages. But Mahomet the nexc Spring re.ur- 
ned with' avail Army to the Siege of Croia \ 
but when neither by Rewards nor Strength 
be could prevail upon the GoYernour nor Garri- 
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fifotl , and Scmderbcgyey\n% him every mght'yith

\ A 7Hen Selymw became very lick, and faw 
VV that he muft fhortly dye, he lamented 
and complained of his Mortal Condition to his be¬ 
loved BalTa Pyrrhus , who to comfort him, began 
to difeourfe of divers other things, to draw away 
Jus thoughts from fuch an unpleafant Objcft. And 
amongft the reft, he asked him how he would be- 
ftow chat great Wealth that had been but a little 
before taken from fome Perfian Merchants, and 
whether he would not build therewith fomc Fa¬ 
mous Hofpital for the relief of the Poor* But 
Selymus , though a cruel Prince, yet he returned 
him this juft Anfwer , What Pyrrhus , wouldft 
thou have me to beftow other Mens Goods, wrong¬ 
fully detained from them, upon Works of Chan¬ 
ty and Devotion, and offer to God what is none 
of mine own.- No, I rather command thee to fie 
that thofeGoods be reftored to their right Owners. 
This was an excellent faying of that Mabumetan 
Emperour, which condemns the Unjuftice and Op- 
prdlion of many Chriftiaxs , who are fo far from 
Reftiturion, that they endeaveur, whilft they live, 
to fill their Coders with the fpoil and plunder of 
other mens Good, and make no confcieuce to cn- 
crcafc their Childrens Eftates with thecurfed Rob¬ 
beries of the Poor aiufHeJpIefs.

A Stratagem of Villerius, Great Mafier 
of Rhodes, to get Intelligence of the 
Turks Gamp and Condition. 


W Hen Soljman caufed Rhodes (that Bulwark 
of Chriftetidorn) to be befieged; certain 
Marriners, well skilled in the Turlyfl) Language, 
in the Habit of Turly, were fent by Villerius 
Great Matter, in a little Boat full of Apples, 
Dumbs, Mellons, and fucli like feafonablc Fruit J, 
to fell them to Soldiers that lay in their Trench¬ 
es *, and that they might feem to come from the 
mainland, he caufed them to fail out of the Har¬ 
bour in the Night, and to land in the Ifland, at 
the place where there is but a narrow pallage from 
the Continent. The Turly Soldiers chinking them 
to be real Turly, came over from the main Land, 
bought their Fruits,, and talked freely to them 
of their Difcontentt and Griefs to continue in 
that dangerous Siege, where they had loft fo many 
brave Men,defiring them fecretly to carry fome of 
them over to the Continent. The Marriners Tee¬ 
med at firft very unwilling, becaufe of the dan¬ 
ger at laft they yielded to take itvabout three of 
the moll confiderable of them, whom they could 
eafily matter : but inftcad of carrying them over 
to the Turly Dominions, they landed them in the 
Harbour of the City, and deliver’d them to the 
Great Matter, who informed himfelf of all things 
concerning the Turly Camp and Lottes, and that 
the Soldiers were ready to mutiny, and loath to 
continue the Siege. CHAP, 
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CHAP. XXXI. 

How So\ymanj>unifhed the Garrifon Sol¬ 
diers of the Ca/He o/ Buda, for betraying 
their Captain.- - 

T Hmat Nadaftui was left in tliat Cattle to de¬ 
fend it for Ferdinand, who had lately been 
crowned King of Hungary. When Solyman with 
ivaftArmy had taken the Town, and was be- 
fieging this Cattle, the German Soldiers there in 
Garrifon, would,not be perfwaded to hold out 
jgaifttt th'd Ehey, but fancyed that the Cattle.had 
Bin'undermined'bjr the Turly , and that they did 
fraell the Gunpowder: fo ftrangely fear had pof- 
fefled their Minds, that no perfwafion ofthe 
Governour could oblige them to a ttout defence. 
When they faw thac he by no means would con-

liberty, but caufed his unworthy Germans to be 
cut in pieces by YAs'Janizaries j a jutt reward of 
Traytors and oafe Cowards, whQ betray' their!

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CHAP. XXXII. 

the Valour of Nicholas Jureichitz, in do 
fending the little Town of Gunzaa 
Hungary againfl 500000 Men in Se- 
lymus’s Army. 

T his Town of Gun*.* was but fmall and weak, 
but ftoutly defended by Nicholas Jure]chili 
the Governour,againtt Solymans vaft Army. Am 
bam the great Bafla had a particular kindnels i« 
this Nicholas, becaufc lie knew Him fo be a brave 
Soldier, and had been inmtnrcly acquainted with 
llim when lie was Erobafiadour at Conjtantinopu, 
As a Token therefore of his kindnefs, he lent 
him a Meflengcr at his arrival, to with him to de¬ 
liver up the Town , with large pronufes anj 
threatnings: but when lie faw nothing would wort 
upon' the couragious Governour, he caufed the 
Town to be undermined, and the Walls to be 
blown up in three places} after this he gave fe- 
vend furious AQaults, but was Hill beaten, back bj 
the Defendants: and to trouble them the more, 
the Bafla had placed a Battery on the North-hde 
of the Town upon a high Hill, from whence he 
did kill the Beheged as they wtrcftinding to de¬ 
fend their Breaches. But the Governour raifed 
fpeedily a Curtain behind his Soldiers to keep 
Off the Turks Shot. After this two great Mounc 
were cart up with Earth and Faggots, and tlK 
Town Ditch level’d, to facilitate their next At 
faults; but the Turks were again fevcral time 
dtiven back with great Iofs and Inamc. At lan 
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the Soldiers within being for the mod part either 
wounded or killed, the Turkf had fee up eight 
Enfi&ns upon the Walls, and the betieged began 
to {brink away, when (uddenly the Women and 
Children in the Town gave a very great Ihoutand 
cry, wliich fo difma\ed the Turk J, who thought 
that the Town had been yet full of Soldiers, that 
they began to look back- and retreat apace. At 
this fieht the Governour und Soldiers took Cou** 
race, and charged thein fo furioufly, that they for- 
fook the Walls, and could nor be perfwaded, nor 
tlireatned, by their Leaders to another Aflault. 
Wlien the Great Turl^ faw the numbers of his 
men (lain, and that his Army had Riven no Ms 
than thirteen Affimlts, wkh great lofs and disho¬ 
nour, in his rage he threatned not to leave a none 
(landing in the Town. But Ibrahim Bafla, dcli- 
rous to fave the Governour, when Solymatts anger 
was over, perfwaded him net to difhonour him- 
felf any longer about fuch an inconfiderable Town> 
telling him, that there was no man but would 
think him able to take and deftroy fuch a fmall 
place in time, but that it were more-Wifdom to 
preferve his Soldiers for greater deligns, and to 
depart from before this mean Village : and there¬ 
fore he would call the Governour to him, to ac¬ 
quaint him, that out of his generofity and love 
that heS did bear to men of Valour, ht ^would 
rive him the Town, and all that was therein. 
When S flyman had fuffered himfclf to be perfwa¬ 
ded,. the Govctneur was fenc for x and.Hortfrge* 
deliver’d into the Town inlt«d.of liim. The 
Bafla difeourfed with him^amfasked him, why 
he would offer to refifThis Great Matters Power, 
when every one elfe yielded, and depend upon 
the relief of King Ferdinand, not likely to come 
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to his AfOftance. The Governour anfwered,that he 
had done nothing but what became a Man of Cou¬ 
rage ; and that for his part, he knew King 
Ferdinand would affift him as foon as he could, 
but that his ciiicf dcpendance was upon his God, 
wh o would not be wanting to his Endeavours. 
The Eaffa in conclufton told him, that S flyman 
might eafily dcftroy him and his Town, but that 
he was fo courteous, and fo great a favourer of Va¬ 
liant Men, that for his fake the Town fhould be 
fpared, but thac he mull receive into the Toivn a 
Captain and ten Janizaries in fign of fubmiflion. 
i Thus was the little Town of Gunza faved from the 
hands Of the cruel Turly by the good providence 
of God, and the Valour; Policy and Faithfulnefs 
of th$ brave Governour.'

The Tqwnfmen followed their Govcrj 
nour, and left behind'about ao Men aod"8o Wo- 
. raed 
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men, be (ides Children. When this weak compa" 
ny faw how they were betrayed, they took cou¬ 
rage, and rather than they would fall into the 
hands of the cruel 7 urly, they rcfofved all to dye 
fighting. For that purpofe they armed them- 
lelves with fuch Weapons as they had, and flood 
to defend their Walls; when the Turly the next 
| day drew near, they received them fo briskly, 
animated by defpair, that they were driven back. 
And it happened, by the mercy of God, that a 
Tempeft organ to rife, whilft the aflaulc was gi¬ 
ving ; (b that the Turlijjb Captains difeouraged 
thereby from any longer flay, fhipped aboard their 
men, and failed away to a Haven more feenre." 
Thus was this Town and Kland faved by the good. 
Providence of God, and the ftoutnefs of the 
Women.

the Great and famous Battel of Lepanto, 
between the Chriftian and the Turkish 
Meets, Ann. Dom. 1571. 

r He Turfa Fleet was commanded by Perteau 
and Haly two Balia’s, by Cajfaues the Son of 
ivbaruj)'.i VIngaiety and Chirccbe Governour of 
Alexandria ; by Car abuses , Governour of Cilicia , 
ad Mahomet Governour of Eubaa, and many other 
ta-Captains of great Experience, and known Va- 
iur. , The Turly Fleet con filled of two hundred 
nd fifty Gallics, fifty Galliots, and twenty Bri- 
,iodines, with other fmall VeDelsj they had on- 

board, 
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board, befides Seamen and other Soldiers, twelve 
thoufand Janizaries and Sapbies. The Cbriftians 
were Venerius, the Venetian ‘Admiral, with 180 
Gallies, 6 Galcafles, and two tall Ships. Dji 
John of Auftria commanded 81 Gallics of Spani¬ 
ards and Maltefes. Colmnirtf was Admiral over 
1 a Gallics of the Pope. They had on hoard 
befides Seamen 20000 Fighting Men. Thefctwo 
Fleets met over againft: the Gulph of Lep.mto the 
7 tb of Ollober in the Afternoon, 1 57 r- The Turly 
failed ouc in four Squadrons, and cume in- the finu 
order as they faw the Cbriftians obferve. Before 
the Cbriftians , lay at Anchor, fix Galcaflfes full of 
Great Guns, which funk many of the Turl^s Gallics, 
and difordered their Fleet; they had two other 
difadvantagesin the Fight, the Sun and the Wind 
were againft them, fo that the fmoak of the Guns 
much troubled them. But notwithstanding this 
diftrouragement, they fell into their order, and 
with hideous cries, came fiercely on againft the 
Cbriftians. Italy grapled with the Admiral of the 
Cbriftians , commanded by Don John but being 
aflifted with the ftouteft men of the Fleer, he 
boarded the Turks-, and,after a great {laughter 
and new fupplies from both (ides, was forced to 
receive back his mett; after three hours continu¬ 
al fighting, when he faw the Turfy to be wearyed 
out, then did he command up 400 Hour meft 
which he had kept as a rcfcrv-' for a rime of mou 
need. As foon as thefe uney.pcfted fupplies be¬ 
gan to charge the Enemy, the Turfy were difeou- 
raged, ftali being wounded in the Head, wai 
brought to Don John, and his Head cut eff, wz 
fhewed to the Turfy near by, and a blag with the 
Crofs hang’d out upon his Gaily, with a joyfi 
Acclamation, which ran through all the^Flec 
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mono, ViSoria, ViSoria. Venerius encountred 
with PerteitUy took his Gaily after a fierce fight, 
tod forced him to fly away in his Long Boar. 
Cbiroche the Turfy had forae advantage over Barba- 
ficus ihc Venetian, who being mortally woundedj 
the Turfy being thereby encouraged, had unaltered 
his Gaily, had not two Venetian Captains come ip 
to their Relief, who beat off the Turfy, and took 
their Gallies. As foon as Cbiroche was flam, with 
Holy, and Perttau fled, the Turfy were thereby 
much diflieartned, and after a cruel and doubtful 
fight many hours, the main Battel and the left 
Wing of the Turfy were totally overthrown. 
In the right Wing was Auria the Spanijh Admiral 
againft Vluzales, who endeavour’d to encompafs 
in the Cbriftians fmall number i therefore in ex- 
pe&ation of fomc advantage, he retreated farther 
in the Sea, and endofed in 12 Venetian Gallies, 
on a hidden, and carryed them, after he had flam 
the Defendants, only BcnediSus Superantius, a No¬ 
ble Venetian , feeing himfclf mortally wounded, 
his men almoft all flain, and his Gaily taken, went 
ipeedily to the Powder, and fet fire to it v blowing 
lumfelf up with the Turfy. When Viuxdes un- 
ierftood that the Cbriftians were victorious in the 
other parts of the Fleet, and were coming to af- 
fifl their Fellows, he left the Gallies that he had 
taken, and fayled away for fear. Cardonvts , a 
Sfanift) Captain, coming then in to the refeue of 
his Fellows, purftted him, but was let upon by 1 $ 
Turfy Gallies that turned back upon him, flew 
himandmoft part of his Soldiers and Marriners, 
and had undoubtedly taken his Gaily, had not 
EW» John , Colunmius and Venturis been near at 
liftid. This Fight Iaftcd five hours, in which 
1 about 2ooco Turfy were (lain, amongft which 
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were Hull BaJJa the Gener 2],Chircchc,Caffancs,Xa! i i. 
mur, Gidcr , CajJ'am betas , Front, Aga, Mnflafk,i, 
Zelibi, C.vaiet.t, a Famous Pyrat, were chief, 
3500 were taken Prisoners, the chief were Ach- 
mat and Mahomet, the Sons of Holy, and Nephews 
to Sultan Selimus, with others of great account. 
There were 1 6 1 Galjies taken, and abouc 40 
funk : of other Vcflels were taken about 60. 
The Admiral Gaily of the Turk* was the mod: 
beautiful. The ChriJUans loft 7 $ 56 . who were 
killed, and about 7000 wounded. This great Vi¬ 
ctory recovered about 12000 Chriflians out of 
Captivity, and caufed great rejoyting in Italy, in 
Spain, and all over the Chrijiian Countries. It 
tvas the greateft overthrow that the Turks have’ 
ever had at Sea. But one of the Turkjfh Prifoncrs 
hearing fome compare it to the lots of Cyprus; 
which liad been but a little before taken from the 
Venetians, he -affirmed, that it was not fo great a] 
the Venetianrlofs : (or; faid he, by the taking of 
Cyprus from them, they have loft a Limb of their 
State, which will never be recovered *, but this’ 
lofs at Sea is like the (having of the Sultan 
Beard, which will grow again in a little while, 
Tliis overthrow fo troubled Selimns, that he corn* 
njancfcd all the Chriflians of his Dominions co W 
flain, but was diliwaded frOm this bar bams 
Cruelty by Maktmet Bafla.

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CHAP. XXXV. 

The'Erdwe Exploits of Sigiflrumdus Ba¬ 
tor agai/jft the Turks in Tranfilvania. 

T His Prince tyjs one of the Nobleft and moft 
iOftunate Generals of our iate years. When 
the Turfs, hj^ unquiet neighbours, together with 
the Tartars invaded his Dominions: lie fee upon 
them, and made a great daughter of them.

recovered doooo Head of Cattle, whjel) they had 
akcn.out of Valachia. The Caftlc ofTergovijia,. 
»hich was fecured by Sinan with a Gu^rd of 4000 
r «%, commanded by Najjan Bajfa, was taken, an 4 - 
11 the Soldiers put to the Sword.

Zellaly fuffered himfelfto 
be perfwaded by this great Preferment, and to 
fathfie the expectation of his Lord, did him won¬ 
derful fervice in Hungary. But when the Great 
Balia was departed towards Conftantinople, Zellaly 
withdrew himfelf into his promlfed Government, 
to take poflefflon of it, and came to the chief 
Town of thac Province, named Bagualue only 
with 3000 men, and encamped in a meadow be¬ 
fore the Town. Zeffcr BaJJa being then Governour, 
and having no orders from Mahomet to depart 
from his Government, fretted to fee the boldnefs 
of the Rebel, and rcfolvcd to cor reft him. He 
called therefore together his Soldiers, and mar¬ 
ched out againft Zellaly , in hopes to cut him in 
pieces with his Slender and weak Company. 
When Zellaly underfiood his purpofe, and faw 
how unable he was to wichftand him, he in the 
tight caufed feveral Fires to be made round about 
his Camp, and then departed with his Forces. 
Zeffer hearing of his Flight, imagined that fear 
had obliged him to withdraw himfelf, therefore 
he hailed to ZeUalies Camp, which he gave to be 
plundred by his Soldiers ; whilft they were plun- * 
dring and carrying away the Spoils, Zellaly re¬ 
turns with his 3000 flout and valiant Horfemen, 
who finding them in diforder, and fecure, flew 
tfooo of the Bafla's men, and obliged him to fly 
»way with many of his Followers. After this Vi- 
fiory, to improve it to his Left advantage, he 
marched fpeedily to all the chief places of the 
Province, and forced the Inhabitants to fwear 
unto him Allegiance : from every corner he ga¬ 
thered 
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thcred manv brave Horfes, Armour and Money to 
ferve him in time of need- All this he fecured 
in die ftrongTown of Balnaluc : and though he had 
been often fenc for to Conjlantvwple by the Sultan 
with promifes of great Honour and Advantage •, he 
would never fuffer himfelf to be perfwaded to go 
fo near his offended Lord, or witlun his readout 
excufed himfdf in the beft manner he could.

How Glorious-did the 
Engliflj Valour appear coall Foreign Nations, when 
our Princes and our Gentry were fo nobly em¬ 
ployed in Foreign Countries •, and with fuch won¬ 
derful fuccefs,that two of the greaccft Monarchsof 
Europe, commanding over the molt Warlike Peo¬ 
ple, were at one time taken Prifoners, and forced 
tofubmit to the Crown of England !

retched imrirattad, and at Bannocb««, . 
Mil^ftom S,crn V , met King Bruce Wlthjt 
The Englifb had fome difcouragemcnt 
day before the Stwli lot they font 8.-o H 
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ro Sterling, but 500 Scots, commanded by Jam a 
dorvglaj's, met with them, and overthrew them. 
The night before the Battel the Scott digged ma- 
ny pits and holes in the even ground, Which w.js 
deugn’d for the Field where they were to fight ; 
and in the Fits fixed (harp (lakes headed with 
Irons, covered them over with Turves and Hur¬ 
dles. This Policy was very ufeful to them, for 
the Eaglijh Horfc, ignorant of this Stratagem, fell 
into tilde Pit*, wjiere the Scots encountrcd them 
m a great diforder. The Evglijb Were force dito 
retreat, though the Scott, puyfued the Viftory fu- 
rioully, the Englifi had. rallycd, and were again 
going to try their fortune i but the fight of'clic 
Scotch Carriages left upon the Hills, with their 
Cattle and Servants, making a great iloife; and 
Ihewing the appearance of another Army coming 
<|own,cpthe afli 0 ance of their Fellows,'difcouT 


Hrifoners taken',* hpj: lung pdw'drjfl cfcapcd' TO 
Tnl(. After this’ the Sfc'otf. fubdutd. and'prondred 
allthe Northern Countries as fdi* as To)% and rou¬ 
ted ioooo English in another' Battel/ wfth' the lbfs 
j&f 3000. there llain. ,Tlie Kiiig returned roward 
Scotland with another Army ,'.u.t Uifcg Brine forced 
him to retreat with the, lofs 'of all' fiisTrcafurc. 
lirva/d Bruce , the ..Kings Brother, was like wife 
fcjit over inro Ireland, and fiibducd alinoft all 
(hat Kingdom to the Crown of Scotland. This 
Robert Bruce enjoyed Scotland many years, and 
en bequeathed it to his Son David ^ and if he 
ycd witliout blue, tQ Robert Stuart, his Sifters 
on, who was Grandiild to Alexander Stuart, who 
bout the year 125$. defaced At by King of AV- 
ay, who. had invaded the IVejl part of Scotland 
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on of his younger Brother Robert , who made him 
a clofe Prifoner, and refolved to ftarve him to 
death*, but a Country Maid found means to pre¬ 
serve his Life for a while with thin Oat Cakes, 
which fhe gave him through a Window ; andi 
certain Nurfc caufed him to luck her Bteiiis at a 
difiance, by a long Cane. To King Robert fuccee- 
dcd his youngeft Son James, after a long Captw 
vity in England. He deliver’d his Kingdom from 
many intefline Enemies. Alexander-, Lordoftht 
Ides, was by him fubdued, and all the link 
Tyrants that plundrcd and robbed his People. 
He commiflioncd feveral Judges to make a Circuit 
about his Kingdom, and to hear the Complaints 
of his Subjefts. He was as great a Lover of Lear¬ 
ning as of Jufticc, and as careful to promote the 
nublick good, by invicing many skilful Perfons in 
Manufactures. His reputation'was fo great, that 
be was eamcftly courted by the Embalfadours of 
the Kings of England an,d France , to jovn with 
- them in League and Affinity: btlf at lair lie wai 
fo unhappy, chic a Coh'fpiracy being made againll 
him, lie was bafely murthcrcd at Perth by the 
Earl of Atb)l, and his wicked Alfociaces, wf» 
within forty days after were defervedIy tortured 
to death. The Earl was Crowned with a burning 
Crown of Iron, his Joynts diflocated by tilt 
Srrapjdo, the next dav he was drawn through 
rhe (ircets of Eiit&arg upon a hurdle, and execu¬ 
ted for High Trcafon. _ 

To King J truss rhe I. fiiccecdcd hb So*i jama 

the II. vet a Minor, A*tm 1537 The Regency oi 
the King and Kiii’dcni was co-nuirccd to AUxm 
der Levi lion. The Queen, a fubtile Woman, fee 
i r.g difiempers cf the Kingdom .tncrcafe thi'ougl 
f hc imperipufnefs ancTill'“government of die Chan 
1 cclloa 
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ccllour CfyricbtoiL, refolved to . g^t.rtliCjKingout/of 
his Cuftody by this Invention.. Sha- /Obtained 
leave to lodge with her Son in Edinburg Gallic : 
at lafl Ihe found a means to convey him out of die 
Caflle to Leith in her Trunk, where her Linen 
was uled to be kept. This King, when lie came 
to Ye of Age, obtained a, notably Victory .oytfr the 
Enghfh.at a place, called Sarc, ; and killed 3600 of 
his Enemies^ with ..the lofs of. 6on Scots, The 
Eurl L):ugl.ijs was then too Potent for ; the King 
and Kingdom, and too haughty for a Subject. The 
King therefore weakens that powerful Family, 
brought them upon their knees, after many fierce 
Skirmifhcsand Battels j and fuel* as continued in 
their Rebellion, he, banifhed oujt of the. King¬ 
dom. Ac laft he raifed an Army to aflifi the Duke 
of Tor £ agaiuff King Henry the Vf. of England. 
After tliis Kings overthrow, the Lords .lent to 
James to defire him to disband his Army, 
and not to moled the Englijl Borders, chreatnin^ 
him, that if he did ochcrwife, they would metre 
him in the Ficld.He anfwercd the Mclfcngcrs.Tliac 
he was refolved to ca^iTche Town and Caudle of 
Roxbiirg , which he.had beficgcd and that lie was 
not to be driven away from thence by Words. As 
King James was (loaning the Caflle of Roxburgh 
he gave fire to one of the great Guns himfelf, 
and was fuddenly ffruck dead. The Queen, then 
in the Army, defired the Lords not to be dejected 
by. the Kings death* nor to forfbkccheSiegeand 
told them, tliat fhe would, provide, another King 
for them ; her Son James, flien about nine years 
old, who was brought into rhe Camp, -and i'aluced 
King by the Army, who never lefe off riJJlitbey 
had taken the Caltle, and demoltfhcd ic. Thus 
this Couragious Queen, undaunted at theunexpe- 
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fled .dcach'of her Husband,' continued in the 
Field to hearten die Soldiers, and force the Ene¬ 
my to furrender this ftrong CafHe to the Scots. 

King James the III. fuccceding to his Father* 
wanted not his Courage, though he fuffered him- 
fclf to be too much govern’d by his pallions,which 
bought him at laft to an untimely end-. To him 
lurcceded James the IV. who in the year 1500 
proclaimed a War againft England , in favour of the 
French, and fenc a great Fleet to their Afhrtancc. 
He was fo rcfolved, that when lie was dilUvaded' 
from a Batiel with the Englijh , becaufc of his 
fmall and weak number, lie declared to the Earl 
of Angus , he would fight them, if they were one 
hundred rhoufand ftrong. The Scots , according 
10 the example of their King, fought ftoutly, 
and chough there were 5000 of them killed, they 
view as many of the Englifh. But the King loft 
his life in this Battel of Fluddon Field. He was 
fo zealous for the Ch ilian Religion, that he ob¬ 
tained from the Pope, the ftile of Frontier of the 
Faith. 

James the V. a Child, fucceeds his Father un¬ 
der feveral Regents. At laft the diftraftions of 
the Kingdom forced the Nobilicy to invite over 
from France John Stuart, Duke of Albany, 1514. to 
take upon him the Government of the King ai d 
Kingdom. He was a wife and moderate man, but 
much addicted to the French fattionand intcrcft. 
Be.was a Nephew of King James die III. by his 
Brother "Alexander. It was the unhapp'mefs of this, 
and feveral of the former Kings, to come to their 
Crown before they had knowledge and ability to 
licar them : therefore divifions and faftions in the 
State, between great and Ambitious Men, did 
mifcrably tear thar poor Kingdom ^of Scot!ana', 
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and caufed many calamities to fall upon the inno¬ 
cent Inhabitants. When King James the V. came 
to be of Age, he vifited, with a ilect, all the 
Jflands, and punilhed fuch diforderiy Rebel jS 
regarded not his Prcdecelfors commands. He wcnc 
over into France, and marryedfirft Magdalen, the 
French Kings Daughter *, but fhc dyed fuddenly. 
He marryed next with Mary, of die Houfe of : 
Gidfei of. whom was born that excellent; Queen 
Mary of Scotland, whofe Rebellious Subjects , 
and over-jealous Kinfwoman, brought h.cr after 
much affiiftion, and a long imprifonment, to an . 
undeferved Death. She was conveycd.into France, 
and marryed to the Dolphin, and her mother de¬ 
clared Regent in Scotland. About this time 
happened great troubles all over that Kingdom, . 
by the bringing in of the Proteftant Reformation, 
which was oppofed by the Queen Regent and Jitr • 
French Faction, with the Roman Clergy, tut • 
much encouraged by the People, the Gentry and < 
Nobility } and especially by James, a Bafiard Son 
of James the V. who leaving the command of Ins 
Cloyfter, was created by his Sifter Queen Mary , 
Earl of -Murrey. Queen Elizabeth of England * 
was not wanting to .the Protcftant. party in Scot¬ 
land •, (he Cent them both Men ana Money, and 
by the afliftance of the Englijb, the French .were * 
driven out of Scotland. 

Queen Mary, after the death of-her Husband, 
the French King, returns, by fhipping, to Scotland, , 
where fhc found the Religion of the Country • 
changed by an Aft of. Parliament, and the Roman 
Faich abolilhed. Tliough the Queen had the li¬ 
berty of the Maft in her own Chapped, the furi¬ 
ous Zeal of the reformed parcy was fcandakm: - 
and unfuffcrable,. for they offered many af- • 

xrohtj.^ 
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fronts to the Queens Domofticks of r\\c:'. Romm. 
perfuafion. Therefore to ftrcngthcii her fclf a-, 
nainft a contrary faflion,- fhc calls homo Mathew. 
Stuart, Earl of Lenox out of Rngl.OuL,- where he 
had lived in Exile. This Noble Man brought with 
him a Son, nar.ed Henry, commonly called tllC 
lord D.o/v, to the Court of Scotland, whereas 
foon as the Queen fixed her Eyes'upon him, Inc 

chofc him for her Husband,, and dignified him 
with the Dukedom of Rot be fay, and. Earldom ot 
Rofu to make him a fitter matih for a Queen. He 
was a perfon of admirable and comely prefence, 
and a zealous Rvnan Catholick. After he was 
marryed, and proclaimed King, many of the No¬ 
bility grew difcoucentcd, and fell into feveral 
parties, labouring to breed a difference between 
the King and Oueen, which thev found means to 
dfcft, after rl!c King had • eaufed D f tvid Fnz, her 
French Secretary, to be violently av, , ay 

from the Qccens prcfencc, and murdered, Ihe be¬ 
ing then big with Child. Afterwards (he was 
brought to bed in Edinburg Cattle of a Son.namcd 
James, who, after the deceafe of -Queen Elizabeth, 
united both Kingdoms, and put an end c< \ 
quarrels of both' Nations. The Queens Husband 
was afterwards inhumanely murdered hr 
Bothwcl and other Confpirators. The dittoed 
Queen, after many hazards and trcuoles, Ihcsfor 
iheltcr into England, where, inftcad of a Sanftu- 
ary, flie finds a Pnfon and Death. ‘King James, 
though Crowned young, and-governed by his lln- 
kle Murrey, proved one : of rhe mo ft ^' ce ^ cnt 
Princes for Wifdom, Learning, and dll other 
Princely Endowments that ever any Nation was 

blcffed with. ' He was firft govern’d by Ins Uakic 

Murrey, but he being (bot hy one Hamilton jn the 
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Streets ol.Lithgo, qndkillcd ; Mathew Lam, the 
young Kings Grandfather, was made Regtnt of 
Scotland during his Minority ; hut .he being alfo 
killed at Sterlin, the Earls .Morton and Mar were 
appointed tofuccced. But when the King was 
twelve years of Age,he took upon him the Govern¬ 
ment, and was affified by twelve Noble Men, as 
Counccllours. Then his Kinfman Efmem Stuart 
the Son of John , the Brother of Mather?, late 
Earl of Lenox, came over from France to vifit his 
Confin King James, and was by him highly advan¬ 
ced^ made Lord Chamberlain of Scotland, Cap¬ 
tain of Dunbritton, and Duke of Lemx. His Fa¬ 
ther, for his extraordinary Valour at rhe Battel 
of Baugyzgd\nf\. the Etigltfh, had the Noble feat 
of Aubigny be flowed upon him by the. French 
King Charles the VII. 

King James nice with many difficulties and 
fnares, out of which Providence, and h)s own 
diferetion led him fafe to the Crown of England, 

to the great JoyandHappinefsofboth Kingdoms. 
Hcmarrycd with Anne, Daughter to the King of 
Denmtug-, and by her had two Sons. Prince 
Henry, who was the great, expectation of the En- 
lifls Nation, but fuddenly fnatcht away by death. 
Prince Charles, and the Lgdy Elizabeth marryed 
to the Prince Palatine of the Rhine. Prince 
Charles, SucccHour to his Father, and Heir of 
three flourifhing Kingdoms, after many Battels, 
where befhewed Ids undaunted Courage, as well 
.as Piety, in his Affliftions, was by a moft unnatu¬ 
ral, moft dcvillilh and unparal^U’d Rebellion mur¬ 
dered by.his Subjects. Neycf any Prince was 
better qualified for a Crown, never any more pa¬ 
tient in diftrefs. Inftcad .of the Imperial Crown 
of thefe Realms, Providence beftowed upon him 
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wanting in Ability,, may be made good by dili* 
gence and policy. King Henry , for the obtaining 
pf his purpofe, tranfported over an Army into 
France. Ilvflew was befieged, and within fix 
Weeks taken. The Soldiers had liberty to plun¬ 
der it. A fudden diftemper happened in the 
Englifl) Army, which deftroyed many of the fiou- 
teft Soldiers, who are as much fubjeft to death 
in their Tents,,as in the midfi: of the Enemies 
S words, and the fliowre'sof (hot. The King left 
a Garrifon in Harflew* and rcfolvcd by land to 
march to Cb.'rlice with Two ’Ihouf.uid Hoi fe, and 
Thirteen Tboufand Archers. The Dolphin with 
above Thirty Thousand at Rohan refolvcd in Coun. 
cil to fight the Englifl). At Agenewrt the Ccnfta -1 
b!e of- France came to the Dolphin with Ten Thou- 
fantl Horfe, and fomc Foot.. The French, as their 
manner is, bnarted of theViaory before they had 
got it *, but they prefumed fo much upon their 
numbers, that they thought to fwallow up die 
Englifl). King Henry had wifely provided all 

things for a Fight. He had got a number cf 
Stakes, flrengt lined with (harp Irons at each end; 
with them lie fences in his Foot, that they might 
find, in cafe of ncccffity, fome defence againft the 
multitudes of the Enemies Horfe.. The Ftci;ch 
Army was divided into three Battalion*, the firrt 
confiding Of ldcoo. was lead by r]ic Conftable j 
the fecond, by the Dukes of Alanfm and Ban -, 
the third was commanded by the Earls of Mnf 
and Damp. The Englifl) Vanguard was brought uo 
by the Duke of 7or£, the main Battel, in which 
were the rtrongeft Bill-raenjby the King,abided by, 
the Duke of Qhcefier , the Earls of Oxford and 
Suffolk. The Rear was marfhallcd by the Duke of 
Exeter , the Kings Unkie. An Ambu/h of Engltfhl 
1 Archers! 
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Archers was placed within a new hedge, to re¬ 
ceive and fur prize the French at their nrft ap¬ 
proach. They did fuch good fervice with their 
fliowres of Arrows, which fell upon die Van of 
the French Army, confiding for the molt part of 
Horfe, that they were overthrown, and helped 
to trample upon, and difordcr their Foot. IQ 
that burly burly the Englifl} Bill-men fell upon 
them with fuch fury, that they were forced to 
fly : but at the coming in of the French mam Bat¬ 
tel, the Englifl} retreated in order within their 
Stakes, and where then followed by the French 
Horfe with more haft than difcrction, for they 
found themfelves fo entangled, that many of the 
moft furious loft their Lives. Here the King 
fought hand to hand with the Duke of Alanfm, and 
beat him down, and would have fpared his Life, 
had not his Guard killed him before he was aware. 
Whcij the two fir ft Battalions were overthrown, 
the third had no ftomack to go on to the charge j 
and though they were the greater number, they 
fled, i^d craved quarter, which was granted: 
but when a dreadful noife was heard from the En- 
Hip} Camp, occafioncd by 6 c o Horfe that fell in 
to plunder the Englifl} behind their Backs j the. 
King imagining* rim another Army was coming on 
to allault him, and that fo many tboufand Prifo- 
ners might rife up, and endanger bis Army in the. 
Regr, commanded them all to be (lain, for which 
lie ever after was hearri'y forry. In this Bat¬ 
tel fell the Confublc and Admiral of France, the 
Dukes of Alvifrn, Brabant ard Ban e, many Earls, 
25 Barons, 8 coo Knights, Efjuircs, and Gentle¬ 
men , and many tboufand. common Soldiers. 
Though the Enemy was fled, the King, for the 
publick fafety, commanded his Army to (land in 
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Array; for the Earl of Faulconbrtdge fuddcn! v ap¬ 
peared with 600 Ilorfe, to take the Englijh upon 
an advantage, but they were foon routed. Af¬ 
ter this, Solemn thanks was g'.vcn there ro Gc.d; 
and the Soldiers had then liberty to take the 
Flundcr of the Field. From thence King Hcnn 
marched to Chali.e, loadcn with Riches and Ho¬ 
nour. The next year, with a new Army, he lan¬ 
ded in Normandy, beficgcd and took Caen, an .1 all 
the chief Towns, invited by the Kings promifes, 
yielded without refinance ; only Rohan }being well 
manned and fortified, held our fo long,till f amine 
fcal’d the Walls, and deliver’d it to the Englijh, 
Bedford and the Earl of Huntington returned like- 
wife with Vj&ory over the French Fleet. 

In the beginning of this War, die Englifs had 
ro afllftance, but from their own Skill and Valour, 
and from the divided State of France\ and the 
difeontenrof the Grandees, who commonly find 
fault with one another in an nnfucccfsful War. 
But there happened an Aft ion which mightily in- 
crcafcd the ftrength of the Englijh. The Dulce of 
Burgundy, the Dolphins Enemy, fought to be re¬ 
conciled ro him for the publick good. The Vol- 
fin, though he profclfed much kindnefs, took 
his advantage, and murdered the Duke. The Earl 
of Carolois, the Dukes elded Son, fought to be re¬ 
venged on the Murderers, and therefore from 
thence favoured King Henry\ Claim. A peace 
was concluded, by which King Henry was proclai¬ 
med Regent, and Heir apparent of France, and he 
marryed with Catherine, the French Kings Daugh¬ 
ter. All thefe Hidden fuccefics of the Englijh 
were owing to the joung Duke of Burgundy s rc-. 
vengc, the French Kings weaknefs, and the Dol¬ 
phins unjuft dealing'; for he had purchafed to him* 

fclf 
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fclf many Enemies by the illegal murdering of 
great men, chiefly the Duke of Burgundy. A Fo¬ 
reign Enemy hath a great advantage in a ftrai.ge 
Country, when a Potent Perfon, or a pnfulerabje 
Party joins with, or afliftsthcm in their Conqu ft. 
The Dolphin , though he was difcouraged by the - 
French Kings rejeftion, and the dcteftion of many 
Towns, he gathered his Forces, and put a period 
to the Englijf) Viftoriesand Toys, by the gain of a 
Battel, wherein aooo E ngfijt, were furprized and 
flain, with the Duke of Clarence, the Kings Bro- 
tlier, the Earls of Tankerville and JCewt, snd the 
Lord Rofs, only for want of a right imdhgence of 
the Enemies ftate and numbers. The Duke being 
perfwaded by a deceitful Scout to leave behind 
him the ftrength of his Army, and engage the 
French Army only with his Horfe. Too much 
Confidence and Valour hath been the ruine of the 
ftouteft and beft Generals of former Ages. The 
Dolphin , to be revenged upon Burgundy, emplovs 
Fire and Sword to deftrey his Country ; but the 
King of England purfued him from one Citv to ano¬ 
ther, till he fell fick by the way, in marching to¬ 
wards Burgundy , which caufed him to be carryed 
back to Bits ctVnicermes , where, after he had gi¬ 
ven order for the prcfervation of his Kingdom, 
and returned thanks to God for his Conquelts, he 
departed this troublcfomc life ; leaving by his 
Queen a young Henry born at IVinapr, whom lie 
committed to the Protection of his good Brother 
Humfrey Duke of Glecejler ; but the Regency of 
France was left to his Brother John, Duke of Bed¬ 
ford. After the Kings Death, Montacute, Earl of 
Salisbury, and the Lord Talbot, were the moft no¬ 
ted Champions, and the moft fucccfsful Com- 
manders for the E vglifl*' Salisbury furpnlal the

Town of Font, Melance, and raifed the Siege of 
Cravant in Burgundy, with the deftruftion of 8oco 
of the Enemy. He took feveral other Towns, 
and at chc Battel of Vernoyle , between the Regent 
and the Dukccf Alanfon , who was a'llftcd fyy Wil¬ 
liam Stuart , and a ftrong party of Scots -, this 
brave Commander routed the French Army, kill'd 
7 gco French , 2700 Scots , with many of the chief 
Nobility ; fo dreadful was his name to the French 
Nation, that when St. Jetines in Berner, r was bcfic* 
ged by the Conftable of France with .icccg men, 
about 6co Englifl) Tallying out of the Town, and 
crying out, St. George, a Salisbury , put the whole 
French Army to flight, aad took i 4 greatGuns, 
with much of their Baggage and Ammunition. 
In the profecution of this War many Towns 
were loft and taken on both fidcs; feveral (harp 
encounters happened between the E ngltftj and the 
French Garrifons. The Frtncb King was Crow¬ 
ned at Rhe'tms , and young King Henry at Farit, 
where he received the Homages from the Nobili¬ 
ty and Citizens The E nglijl) Affairs profpered 
mighty well whiift there was a good agreement be* 
tween the chief Commanders, whiift they hu¬ 
moured the Duke of Burgundy, ancl rreated the 
French with Civility and kindntfs ', but whcndil- 
cord happened to he between the E nglijh Lords, 
and they fullered the Soldiers to opprefs the. 
Natives of France -, the Cities fell away from them 
apace : Yet Lord John Clifford took Pwthois when 
the E nffiff Intcrcfl.jHg.in to decay. In a Snowy 
and Frofly Night hccaufcil all his party to cloath 
themfclves in White , and in that colour he feal’d 
the Walls undifeover’d, put moflpart of the Inha¬ 
bitants to die Sword, and plundered the Town. 
Yet for all the brave Exploits, and couragious en¬ 
deavours 
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devours of feveral Englijh Commanders, within 
a fc^: 1 vears all France was loft, with Aquitain 
ar.U Normandy, through the divilton of the En- 
glifh, the crude)' of cite Soldiers, the Falfhood 
and Treacher)' of the Natives, and the preemp¬ 
tion and negligence of fome great Captains.

Of Alexander Dukg of Parma, and his 
fuccefful Stratagems. 

W 'Hen this excellent General came firft to 
the Government of the Netherlands , the 
King of Spain, of the Seventeen Provinces, was 
in p*ile(Iion but of three of the leaft, but in a few 
years Parma, by his induftry and skill in Arms, 
recovered almoft all, Holland and Zealand excep¬ 
ted. This Prince had given the firft Specimen 
of his Courage and Underftanding in War in the 
Famous Battel of Lefanto againft the Tur^s, where 
fie adventur’d to board a great Commanders Vef- 
fel, named Muftapba, the Treafarcrof the Turl^s, 
and after a bloudy Fighr, he took that Gaily, and 
another that came in to aflift the former, with un¬ 
known Riches in both. Buc when John of Auftria 
was fent Governour into thcNetherlands,bc invited 
''Alexander, tine young Duke of Parma,- into the 
Low Countries. At the Eactd of Gemblacffbetwccn 
John of Auftria and the States, Alexander per¬ 
ceiving the Enemies Horfe to march in a crooked 
and uneven way, gave notice of it to the Gene¬ 
ral, and without expeftiftg any return, eaufed 
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f 0 mc Stanilh Commanders to afiaulc them in die 
Prone and upon the Flanks, which was pftfor- 
mcd with that Gallantry, that they were put to 
fliphe, and run back upon their Foot, wluch 
tliey broke and di (order'd, To that iocco were 
there flain and taken in half an Hours time, and 
Sk nine of the Spanifl, Army were found warn 
tins All their Carriages and Guns were there 
Sen with their General, and feveral Noblemen. 
Thk oreat Viftory procured the Duke of Parma 
the favour and efleem of all the SpaniJJ) Army.Eut 
as the chief skill of a General confifts not 
only in knowing when, and to overcome an 
Enemy *, but alio in .undemanding how to pre 
arv^his Army, and laving it from a dangerous 
port, or drawing it out of the unexpefted Ara- 
fes of a powerful Enemy i this was perfor¬ 
med by the Duke of Parma at the BatteFof 'Me- 
Win: for John of Auflrta, the Spamfb General, 
having fuftcred a coniidcrable part of his Army 
to fallupon the Enemies, they retreated to their 
ereat Guns, and had encompailed the Spaniards 
round, fo that they had been all cut ^P^s, had 
not Parma fecured their Retreat, which he did, 
by Pla- ing behind the Hedges fome Companies of 
Musketiers to Hop the purfuing Enemy, and cau- 
fing fome Troops of Horfe funouny to charge, 
wlulft he gave a private fign for a Retreac, and 

drew away the Body of Poor, ■» *"*»»£ 
loft into the narrow ways, lined with his Mui 
keteers In the meanwhile orders were given to 
the reft of the Army to keep their Ranks, and to 
rtandrwdy to flicker their Fellows at therr re- 
turn, for fear the Enemy, following 
Rear, fhould diforder and rout the whole Arm),! 

as it hath often happened m fuel', like cafe. 
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When John of Aufiri.i was dead, Alexander 
fuceeeded him in the Government of the Nether¬ 
lands, and in the chief command of the Army. 
Maejhickt was firft hefreged by him, where he fo 
cunningly enclofed in the Town with Korrs and 
Works hy Land, and two Eridges over die Hivcr 
M)fa, that it was not in the power of die Prince 
of Oran^ and of his Army, either to relieve 
Hie <Tou n, or force him in his Trenches. At iaft, 
after a notable Siege, the City was taken, and mi- 
fcrably plundred by the Dukes Army. By his 
Policy and Valour he recover’d -the moft part of 
the Netherlands y defeated the Troops of Ca/imi- 
m the Saxon Prince, who, with his German 
forces, aflifted the Prince of Orange and the 
Scates. He compelled feveral great Towns to 
yield to him, Tourney , Aldenard, Dunkirk fyc. 
He drove the Duke of Alanftn out of the Nether - 
lands, and often beat the French Auxiliaries, af¬ 
ter their unhappy endeavour to furprize Antmrp t 
and the chief Towns, which they aflaulted at noon 
day, by the orders of the Duke of Alanfon, who 
attempted to take and plunder Antwerp by Treach¬ 
ery. BuciVjWs excellent skill in War never 
appeared more than in the famous Siege of Ant- 
werp .’"With ren or eleven rtioufand men he be- 
leagur’d that great City full of People, defeated 
all the Auxiliaiy Forces fent to relieve the Town, 
and at the fame time compelled Five other ftronr 
Cities to yield to him, Gant, Bruffels , Mechlin , 
NimegueityHad. Teneramund . ; In this Siege he built a 
Famous and moft Ingenious Bridge over theRiver 
of Seal it. This Bridge was hi part blown up and 
broken by Ships lec down the Stream from Antwerp 
by a notable Ingenicr i but fuch was the diligence 
ted Courage of the Duke of Parma, that he cau- 
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fed fomc Beams, Planks and Velfcls to be laid ia 
thac Breach, and Drums and Trumpets there to 
found, to blind and deceive the Holland Vel ds 
that were coming up the River the next morning 
to relieve Antwerp with Provifions; fo clue, not- 
wichftanding this difeouragement, and the lofccf 
his Soldiers, killed in the blowing up of the 
Bridge, he concinued the Siege, until the Citizens 
were forced by Famine to yield up their City 
He reduced the States of Holland to the neceflny 
of imploring Queen Elizabeth j> Aid. ^ She fem 
fent the Earl of Leicefter with a brave Army i but 
the Duke of Parma proceeded on in the Conquelt 
of the Netherlands, and the taking of urveral 
Towns both from the Dutch and Engltjf). But no 
Aftion of this Prince defervesmore the admirati¬ 
on of Men, than his expeditions into ^rmt f 
The fir ft was for the rebel of Paru,. befieged by 
Henry the IV. The Duke was ordered by the 
King of Spain to march thither with lus Army. 
Henry was forced to call together all his Troop, 
end rife from the Siege, to meet the Duke, with 
an intent to fight him. But when he underftoal 
that Fans was fupplycd with Provifions, he en¬ 
trenched himfelf in fuch an advantages Port, 
thac the King did not dare to beat him fro 
thence. Be afterwards retreated back into the 
, Low Countries, and in view of the Erenc/j Armt 
Yfar more numerous than his) ftormed and tow 
the Town of Lagny •, and though the French f<* 
lowed him clofc at the Heels ,yec he ordered Jin 
Retreat fofubtilely, that they could never figW 
him. The next expedition was for the of 
Rohan , befieged by lame King Henry the IV. T 
Duke of Parma, with an Army of abouti$o 
Old Soldiers, Spaniards and Walloons, and.80^ 
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French, under the Duke of AUyenne, went to 
Koban, and obliged King Henry to depart with his 
Army. Parma , at the requeft of the Citizens, 
alfaulted Caudebecbj and took ic. In tlic mean 
while King Henry had gathered together his dif- 
perfed Forces, and finding himfelf as flrong as 
nis Enemies, refolved to purfue, and figlic diem. 
They were then about Tuepot in the Chalky Coun- 
try of Normandy, luving the great River of Seine 
between them both. The Dukes Army was 
much diftrelfed for want of Viftuals, and had re¬ 
ceived fome lofs by the French Army in Skir- 
mifhcsj and Ring Henry had taken grear care to 
at off all provifions from them. But the Duke 
of Parma, in one night, deliver’d Ins Army 
from the danger both of the Enemy and of Fa¬ 
mine. He caufed great Boats, covered over with 
Beams and Planks, to fall down the River from 
Man to his Camp, where he caufed two Forts 
oberaifed, with fomc Redoubts, to favour and 
kfend his palfage over the River, which in tliis 
•lice is half a League over. Upon thefe Boats 
ic conveyed overall his Cannon and Carriages, 
[is Bag and Baggage, with Horfeand Fooc j fo 
hat the next day, when the French A^my was 
Sparing to aflauft the Spaniards in their Tents, 
ieyfaiy only Prince Ranufe Famefc with 150V 
len, with the reft of their Canon, going oyer 
t) the Dukes Army on the other fide and it 
as not in the Kings power co follow him for 
«nt of Boats, or a Bridge, By t!)i$ means the

Of Gufcavus Adolphus King of Swede- 
land, and his brave ABions in Ger¬ 
many and Poland. 

T His Prince has been fuccefsfuf in all his 
Wars, firft againft the Mufcovite and Polan- 
■4er» for the King of Poland claimed the Crown 
of Swedes as his natural Inheritance. The War 
continued very fierce many years,but the Swedes 
.for the moft part had the Victory, and took fe¬ 
deral Towns from the Poles. Newburg and Snaif- 
burg were taken by » new Invention of a certain . 
Inginecr, named Elias Trijms, who fhewed the 
King how to fhoot great Shot with Leathern 
Gum, to batter the Enemies Walls. During this 
War between the two Iiinfmcn,' the Kings of 
■Sweden and Poland , the Emperor of Germany 
gave Afiiftance to the Poles, and made War a- 
gainfi the Swedes , from whom he took divers 
Towns. Therefore as foon as the prace was con¬ 
cluded with the Polander , the S wed iff j King 
proclaims a War, by his Mnniftfto 0 again!!: Cs-

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far, who, in Favour of the Roman Bifliops, had 
abridged the P rot eft ant Liberties all over Germany 
-taken from the Prince Palatine hi« ancient Inheri¬ 
tance, plundred the Lutheran Cities, invaded the 
Countries of Saxony, and other reformed Terri¬ 
tories, and joining with the ' Spaniard , refolvcd 
to promote and advance the Ptpijh perfwafton 
with Fire and Sword. The King of Sweden, t 
rigid Lutheran, as he found himfelf engaged bj 
Vnany Obligations in this War againft Germanj y 
he met with great Adi fiance and Encouragements 
from divers Prinees and Cities, who had been 
harafled and plundred upon the account of Reli¬ 
gion. In the year i 6 $o. he encred the Ille 
Augia. Stetin , rhe chief City of Pomerania , 
yielded to rhe Smedes, fo did the Cadies of Wol- 
galhn and Damgart , and the Towns of Ribbenitqt, 
Winfbem, Cilberg,-Griff<nbage , and all Pomerania, 
Guftavm. proceeded- on in his Conquefts, and re¬ 
port'd feveral exiled Princes co their Patrimo¬ 
nies in Saxony. The Elector himfelf being grib- 
voufly impoverifhed by the Imperial Army, en¬ 
treated AdiHance from the King, who at Lif\ 
ficli joins with the Duke againft Count Ttlly. A 
lar/ous Battel was here fought. The King had 
the leading of the Right Wing, the Duke oiSax- 
on; governed the Left. At the firft encounter the 
Irnp.rialifts had the Advantage of the Sun and 
Wind, but the Kingof.S’ttWen cunningly wheel'd 
about, and got that benefit from them , and to 
ftrcngrhcn his Troops of Horfc, he caufed fomc 
Ranks of Musketeers to be mingled amongft 
them, which did notable fervice in chat Station. 
The new tailed Forces of Saxony gave ground, 
but they were foon relieved by General fhrnt 
toot, who were placed in Ainbufh in a little 

Wood, 
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Wood, The Fight was obftinate and bloudy \ 
fifteen thoufand lay dead upon the place *, but 
the Viftory inclined to the Swedes- and Saxons, 
who, the next day, prepar’d again to- Fight ; ■ 
but when they underftood that the Itnperialifts 
were fled, and had left behind them their Ordi¬ 
nance, Bag and Baggage,they took the plunder of 
the Field. This great Victory obtained at Po- 
iclvitya, near Lipjicli , caufed many Towns of 
Franconia to yield to the Conqueror. Another 
Battel was fought at Rottenburg, 1 uc the Imperia- 
jjflts were worfted. Then did the King take all 
the Towns between the BalticSea and Monty in 
one year. The diftrefled Prince Palatine of the 
Rhine embracech this favourable opportunity to 
recover his forfeited Eftatc, and begs the Afli- 
fance of Gufiavitf, who employs all his Forces 
to relieve him, and by this means he got poilefft- 
on again of h:s Countries, which could never 
be obtained by all the Treaties, Leagues, and 
Correljpondencics of his Friends in Europe. 
Franc fort, Ausburg, Monacbium, and many of the 
chief Cities of Germany were furrendred to the 
Ring, who met with no rcfiftance, till I'/allenjlein 
Duke of Fridland, and the Duke of Bavaria with 
a great Army,en=amped-near the Swedes about 
A bemburg. The Kings Army was 50000 ftrong, 
the Impcj-ialifls more j but the Swedes wanted 
Provilions, which they took by intercepting fu:h 
Convoys as were going to the Eoiperours Army, 
and by (urprizing Friellad ,a Magazine. The King 
fends Tapateli:tt,aSwedifh CoWoneUwith a party of 
Dragoons in theNight.Thcy clapt a Petard to the 
Gates,and entred theTown,took theCorn and the 
Cattle that were there; and becaufc the Enemies 
Army lay not far olF, the King fent a ftrong parry 
O 4 to 
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to relieve his Men, placing an Ambufh for the 
Jmperialirts, who failed not to fall into it, to 
their great lofs. Both Armies thundred one a- 
gainft another many days with frequent Skir- 
milhes, but the want of Provifions forced them 
to part after a hot Encounter. The Imperialifls 
marched towards Saxony , to be revenged on that 
Duke. With the Dread and Terror of Fire and 
Sword they opened the Gates of many flrong 
Towns, till the King, hailing to the Afliltance of 
that miferablc Country, at the fatal Town of 
Lut\en, the 6th. of November , 16 32. he meeti 
with the Imperial Army, and fefolves to fight 
them. As loon as the’Sun was up, he implored 
the Aflirtaneeof the Almighty, and fet his Array 
in order *, he himfclf led the Right Wing, the 
Duke Bernard o£ Saxon Weymcvr had the Left. 
The King was defired to put on his Armour, but 
he refufed to incumber himfelf with fo great a 
Weight. In the heat of the Battel, a certain 
perfon, belonging to the Regiment of PiccoH )• 
mini, fees him at a diftancc •, he rid furioufly up 
to him, and as he was turning about his Horfc, 
he fhoc him with a Brace of Bullets in the Back, 
to the great grief of all his Army, but not to 
their Difcouragcmcnt ; for when they heard of 
his Death, they fell fo refolutely on, that they 
beat oil' the Imperialifls, and recovered the 
floral Body. In the Left Wing Duke Bernard 
had put the Enemy to a Retrear, but at that In- 
ftant Papenbeim, an Imperial General, came into 
the Field, rallyed the difordcred Troops, and 
vvirh his own Forces endeavoured to fnatch thci

V t he Country be fo. at his devotion, that the 
Jotiger' lie delays, the ftronger lie grows j or if 
Victuals or Money begin to fail, then a General 
fhould feck all fit opportunities for afpeedy En¬ 
counter, while the Enemy is not too ltrong, ana 
his own party in a condition and refolunon to. 
give Battel. But if a General harli more Forces 
coming into him, or if he knows, tliac by de¬ 
laying he may Ihorten or cut off his Enemies 
Provifions; or if Sicknefs and Difeafes do daily 
fcQ'cn the number of his Enemies, , then, by de¬ 
laying, he may do as much fervice, as by ventu¬ 
ring- a Battel. Ac the Ific of Rhee, the French' 
Army would never offer to fight with the £n» 
glifhy till they perceived them in a confulion, by 
*eafon of their orders to Embark; But they al¬ 
ways fallowed them clolc at the Heels, till this 
opportunity was offered to them, and then with 
all their Forces of Horfe and hoot, they fell fu* 
lioufly upon the Englfit, and cut otf a great m2- 
Eikewife in the War between Don John of 
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/ufiiiit and t\)c Effaces of the Netherlands ; he 
endeavourUto fight the Army commanded by 
CountJJ#r<\ becaufc he underflood that Duke 
CaJJinure mih 5000 Horfe, and 6 000 Foot, with 
other Forces, were coming into the Earls 
Camp within a few days. Euc the Earl would by 

bo means fuftcr his Men to venture out of th’cir 
Trenches. 


•CHAP. L. 

How Lewis King of France fiopt the 
Ajfifiance which the Dukes of Burgun¬ 
dy and Britany, were going to Jend to • 
the Duke of Normandy. 

T Hc French King undemanding that thefe 
three Dukes had made a League Ottenfivc 
and Defqnfivc againll him, their common Ene¬ 
my, and.having an intent to alfault and fight 
them (ingle. When he led his Army into Nor¬ 
mandy, he feigned Letters from that Duke to the 
Duke of Burgundy , fignifying, that he was loath 
to run the hazard of a War, that he had accep¬ 
ted of die Kings offers, and concluded an agree¬ 
ment with him for 60000 Franks, and therefore 
Bede fired him to forbear fending of his Forces, 
to.his Affilfance, as had been formerly promifed. 
Thefe Letters the King caufed to he lent by an 
Herald to the Dukes of Burgundy and Brittany , 
who, though they fufpefted them to be falfe, yet 
hccaufe they received a confirmation from the 
Concents'from other hands Quit by the procure¬ 
ment

be fpeedily disbsndecI.Ey this means the King ob¬ 
tained'by policy what ocherwife lie could rot 
well get by Force, without the hazard of lus Ar- 
mv ; for he having thus weakned his Enemies, 
made with them what agreement he thought 
eonv. ,.icnt, and they were forced to yield to 
his Terms of peace.

A Policy ufcci by a French General tode- 
, ftroy the Neapolitan Armyftrongly En- 
camped. 

W Hcn there was a difpute between Ferand 
King of Am pies, and Charles, King of- 
France , about the Crown of that Kingdom ; Fe- 

rWuuderflanding. that the Frsnch wa , s 

too potent for him to encounter with,,oplv with 
his faint-hearted Neapolitans, refolved to entrench 
himfclf between'certain Hills. The French Ge¬ 
neral finding him in that advantages Port, 
that lie did hot dare to meddle with him, divi¬ 
ded his Army fccrctly in then-ght, and tent a 
‘ftrong Party round a'xnic to alfaulc King Ferand 
behind, whilft lie in the Interim with .fm'aii Pi¬ 
ties skirmi(lied amt kept them in conrimial play. 
•At Lift, when'the party of Men, which were,to 
furround the Neapolitan Army, and to hill upon 
their £acks, were co:nc to the appointed place*, 
the French affaultcd the Enemy behind and be¬ 
fore. entrej their Trenches, and routed them.

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Xetxif, in^he fame manner recovered the Streights 
oHl)er-mop)(e in Greece, defended by a handful 
of Lacedemonians , under Leonidas their Captain. 


CHAP. Lit 

JJoiv Prince Maurice tooh. the Town of 
Gertrudenberg. 

T ^ 7 Hen the Prince of Orange befieged'Germr- 
V V denberg by Sea and Land, he under flood 
by a Prifoner taken from the Enemy, that once 
every day the Govcrnour, with tlic chief Ma- 
giftrates, were.wont to go up privately to take 3 
view of the Hollanders Trenches, and of the 
Councry round abouc, that they might fee for an 
opportunity to Tally out upon them} immediately 
lie took advantage of this Information, and fe- 
crcdy ordered a Gentleman of his Army to run 
away to the Town, under pretence, that he Ii 5 d 
murdered a Man, and therefore fled to fare his 
Life. The Gentleman, according to. appoint-- 
ment, difeover’d to the Princes Army,by playing 
upon a Pipe, when the Govcrnour was in the 
Steeple. The great, .Guns being then ready, and 
waiting for the purpofe, were all immediately 
difcharged at one time, and battered, down the 
Steeple, killed the Govcrnour with tlie .Afram- 
jflrates, which as foon as the. Prince fiifpecfled,'he 
caufed a fuddeu afliiult to be made, and carried 
the Town, for want of a'Govcrnour and Orders 
to defend, it. For fuch a Conflernaeion that 
mufl needs happen at the unexpc&ed defrruftlon 
of a Chieftain, either in an Army, or in aGir- 
- . rifon,

rifon, the Soldier? Hearts mutt needsbc''broken, 
and before orders can be given to fuppl^Tiis place 
by another, the Enemy hath a great advantage 
upon the party that he commands. 

CHAP- LIII. 

How the States of Holland took^ the Tom 
of Breda by furprize, 

T Hey hired a certain Matter of a Boar, who 
was wont to carry into the City Provifiora 
of Efead and Beer, and other ncceflaries, for 
maintenance of the Garrifon. In this Boat they 
fioreda Comoany of Stout and Valiant Gentle¬ 
men, and covered them ever with Turves and 
other things. The Boatfman, according to his 
cuftom, brings ttrong Liquors upon the Guard, 
makes them'ail drink plentifully, till they were 
drunk , wliilft they were in that Condition, he 
paTeth the Guard, and enters into the Torn 
with his Com piny of Men, who immediately 
gave notice to their Friends without, by catting 
up a Ball of Wild-lire, to jail on. A Gate was 
broken open far them •, that did they difperle 
themfclves about the Town; killed all that refr 
hed,, and mattered the Guard. Sitch fur prices 
have been made with Carts full of, Corn, Hay, 
^rc. wherein have been hid Soldiers i and forne 1 
times a, Care hath been purpofely broken, and 
out of order at the Gate of a Town, to hinder 
the fhutrihg of it, and a party of the Enemy 
bach then, ice upon, and encrcd the Town.

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CHAP. LIV. 

How the Garrifon of the Skonfe it Zut- 
phen was furprized. 

T He Spaniards, to ttrength.cn the more the 
City of Zurphen in Geldalar.d, had built a 
very ttrong Skonfe in fuch a place, as hindred 
any Enemy from making their approaches to fce- 
fiege or annoy the Town ; for it was erefted on 
the Banks 01 the River IJ)cU. -When therefore 
Prince Maurice had a defign upon that place, he 
procured a dozen young Gentlemen of a Femi¬ 
nine Countenance , to be apparelled as Country 
Maids, and to carry thither Butter, Eggs, Poul¬ 
try, and other fuch Country Commodities to be 
fold to the Garrifon Soldiers. They coming to 
the Walls to buy thefe Provifions, found the Dif- 
guifed Virgins very erasable, and judging them 
fit for their Lutt, they received them into the 
Fort, and offered them drink, to make them 
more pliable for their purpofe. As the Soldiers 
were bufie in their Courtfhip, thefe young and 
ftout Soldiers drew from under their Petticoats a 
long Knife, made for the purpofc, and ftabb’d 
the Soldiers who fat next to them; then ri¬ 
ling together with lucli Arms as they fit zed 
nexetothems they cncountred with the rett of 
the Guard, and cut them all otf, delivering tlifr 
ttrong Port to tlicir Companions, who waited 
near at hand to give rhem their ready ftflittancc. 
The taking of this Skonfe fo difeouraged the 
Garrifon of the Town, that they yielded in few 
davs after to the States of Holland, Such Dif- 

guifes. 
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guiles have often proved fucceftful, when the bu- 
iinefs and delign hath been managed with care and 
difcrecion, warinels and Courage.Another Town 
in die Low-Countries was taken by a party of Sol¬ 
diers appa railed as Country Maids, and by them 
the Guard was fuddcnly overpo'.vred, and a Gate 
feized to let in the Enemy at hand: but the leaft 
difappointment fpoils all the Defign, and deftroys 
tlie hold Adventurers,who muft expeft no pardon 
or Quarter after fuch a-dangerous Hipocrifie. 


CHAP. LV. 

How SpinolaV Army was like to be routed 
when they fir ft [at down before the Walls 
of Bergen-op-Zone. 

T He Governour of the City, a politick Com¬ 
mander, refolved to tally out upon the 
Spaniards at their fir ft coming to beiiege the 
Town *, and to terrific them the more, he en- 
creafed the appearance of his Army with a (hew 
of Armed Troops, befides tlaofe that he had 
real. His Horle and Foot were to attack the 
Enemy oat of one Gate, and out of Another 
he caufcd all the Weak Jades of the Town, be¬ 
ing mounted by Eoys and idelcls Fellows, to- 
march leifurely out, and Ihew the appearance of 
other Forces. Tlicfc were to dilcovcr them- 
fcdv.es at a diftance, after chc firft or feconi 
Charge, when tiie Enemy was weary. The 
Spaniards had beaten back the Defendants, but 
the unexpected fig/ic cf tlicfc deceitful Forces 
fo troubled them, due they fuddenly left the

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Chafe, and retired behind their Trenches in fome 
difordcr; and had the States Soldiers been pro¬ 
vided with Ammunition and Bullets, to have .gi¬ 
ven ac that inftane another Charge, Spinolds Ar¬ 
my bad been then totally routed, and the City 
freed from atroublefom Siege, 


CAAP. LVI. 

Hoiv an Army hath been difeouraged in 

themidfiof a 'Fight.. 

A T Mufclebomgh Weld, when both Armies 
were fiercely engaged, there was cunningly 
a rumour fpread amongft the Enemies, that their 
General was fiaiu, in the ocher Wing, and pa^ cf 
their Forces cur oft and routed, -which Report 
fo terrified them, tliac they immediately gave 
Ground, and began to run. This Policy hath 
been often ufed, when it was known that the 
General was noc prefent. And fometimes after 
the firft Charge, an Army hath cryed out, Loo^ 
how they, run in the Rear. Such Words, and talfc 
Reports have difordered and defeated the beft 
and moft refolute Armies: for the leaft fcardifr 
courages Soldiers in fuch a critical time, and dil? 
inables them from purfuing the Victory. So that 
as ic hath always been the prafiice of well advi- 
fed Generals, by fudden Attempts, Stratagems, 
Rumours, and other Arcs, to terrific their Ene¬ 
mies , ic hath been the endeavour of wife Com¬ 
manders. to prevenc fear from difeouruging their 
Forces,and co (ccure their minds againftall fud-r 
dain Accidents, which they could forefee by these 
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advict^and command, and by the fteadinefs of 
their own Rcfolutions and wife Orders. 


CHAP. LVII. 

Hoiv the States of Holland got the 
Pojfefion of a piece of Ground which 
they knew was fit for them to buili 
a Fort, to difirefs the Enema 
Towns , and flop the pajfagc of two great 
Rivers. 

'"I "'Here is between the Wale and the £?<•£. two 
Jl great Rivers, a piece of ground advancing 
into the Sea. The Hollanders perceiving that it 
might be beneficial to them and their defigns 
againft the Spaniards, if they could get it, rcfolved 
by policy to gain polleflion of it. Round about were 
the Enemies Gaflles and Garrifons,which would in¬ 
fallibly oppofc any fucli morion, if they came to 
.underftana it. Therefore to conceal their in¬ 
tent from them, they dealt with a Country Fel¬ 
low named Skiiily, to hire that piece of ground 
for fome years to feed his Colts, and to fccure 
them the better, they ordered him to raifea 
Wall, and dig a deep Ditch from one River to 
the other, which was about 400 Rod, being the 
only pjil’tge by Land to that place. When this 
was nnifiied, the Hollanders came by night, fai¬ 
ling up the River, and landed fiich Forces a 
were able to defend the place, until they lud 
builded a ftrong Fort or Skonfe tofecurc it from 
the Spaniards , who finding themfelves outwitted 

a» 
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<nd perceiving the Importance of the place, they 
labour’d to re-rake it again. This was that Fort 
named Skjnk* Skpnfe , fo famous for a long Siege 
in the late Holland War. 


,C H A P. LVIII. 

How the Town of Manlieim was fur priz’d 
by Duke Bernard of Saxonweymar. 

T His Town is feituate upon the great River of 
Rhine , and one of the ftrongeft of the 
Fallatinate. Duke Bernard defired earndtly to 
have it in-his pofieflion, but was loath to venture 
his Reputation with his Army in befieging it, 
knowing the Strength of the Town and rheRcfo- 
lution of the Garrifon •, he therefore endeavoured 
to get it by policy. He took with him five hun¬ 
dred men in the night, and fooidercd his march, 
that he came before the Gates of the Town in 
the morning, an hour or two before day, and 
fer.t in word to the Goverr.our, that he was a 
Commander of a neighbouring Garrifon of their 
iide, C naming his name) and that, having ad¬ 
ventur’d out with a party upon fome important 
defign, he was overpowred, and beaten in by a 
ftrongcr party of Swedes , who followed him, 
and therefore forced to feek a Refuge within the ( 
Walls of Manhcim , from the Swedifl) Violence, < 
defiring him carncflly to caufe his Gates tO'bfe 
opened, to let him and his 9 oldier$ in with fpeed, 
becaufe the Swedes were then at hand, ready tb 
611 upon, and. cut off his Rear. MarazeUi, the 
Governour, believed alf this to be true, 1 and 
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commanded the Gates to be opened,and a paflage 
to enter into the Town. Asfoonasthe Duke 

was within, he cue off the Main Guard with three 
hundred Soldiers, took the Governour Prifoner, 
and the chief Officers,and won the Town, which 
could not have been otherwife taken without a 
chargeable and long Siege. 


CHAP. LIX. 

TamerlanV Policy to oblige the Towns to 
yield to him with Jf peed. 

I T was his common cuftom, as foon as he had 
pitched his Tents, to caufca white Banner to 
be difplayed on the top of his Pavillion, and 
there to remain two or three days. If the Town 
or City did yield whilft that was up, the Inha¬ 
bitants were to expect good Quarter, and the 
prefervation of their Lives and Inflates without 
the Ieaft Injury ■, but if they rehfted obftinatcly 
his oilers of Grace, and would try his Strength* 
he did then put up a Red Banner, which did 
threaten them with Death, and the lofs of many 
Lives. Afccr that, if they did not open to him 
their Gates, he commanded his Black Banner to 
be hung Out \ after which he would never admit 
of any parley, nor conditions of a furrender, but 
.was wont to command that Town, with all its 
Inhabitants , to be deftroyed with Fire and 
Sword. This cuftom of his ftruck fcch a Terror 
into the minds of all his Enemies, that after 
•one or two Towns had experienced this Severi¬ 
ty, none had the confidence to withftand him, 
-but readily yielded at his firft Summons. CHAP,

C H A P. LX. 

Hew the Governour of Croizon obliged 
his Soldie rs to ''defend them [elves and 
their Port, when they were ready to 
yield. 

T His Fort was hardly befieged by General Nor- 
rice , and fcveral Breaches being made in 
the Walls, the Soldiers within began to talk -of a 
furrender. The Governour, a very flout ar.d 
ingenious Man, to prevent the dift-.cnour of a 
bate and cowardly yielding, cauftd a Port to be 
fer in every breach made by the Enemies Canon, 
and to it chained all luch perfons as were willing 
to yield, or had behaved themfelves cowardly^ 
but with their Weapons in their hands, that they 
might, if they plcafed, defend themfelves and 
their Caftle. By this Policy he forced all the 
reft to ftand ftoutly to their Arms, and faved 
both himfelf and Fort from the Enemies Power. 


CHAP. LXI. 

How the "Lord Willougby prevented the 
Siege of Bergen-op-Zone , it hereof 
he was Gorverncur, when the Vukg of 
Parma began to befitge it. 

A Fter the lofs of the Sp.zr.if}> Fleet in 1583. 

the Duke of Parma, who was ready with a 
numerous Army for the Invafion of England , 

but 
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gence before, and fearing left he flionld anger 
tlie King, and make him lefs willing to grant 
Honourable Conditions to him and his party, if 
he fhould obftinately hold out, and oblige him 
by Compulfion, he yielded up his Caftle and 
City into the Kings power, which occafioncd 
the lot's of the whole Realm from the French. 


CHAP. LXIII. 

■How Mahomet BafTa concealed the Death 
of Soliman, at the Siege of Sigeth in 
Hungary, from his Army near Two 
Months , until his Succeffor was com 
into the Camp, and the Toivn taken. 

W Hen Soliman the Magnificent was dead 
before Sigeth in Hungary , the great 
BafTa caufcd him to be put in a Horfe-Licter, as 
if he had beeri only troubled with the Gout, 
and obliged the Phifitians to goto and fro with 
their Phyfick, as if they had him in cure, to 
hide his Death from the mutenous Janizaries , 
who would have taken advantage of the Inter¬ 
regnum to have plundrcd the Chrijtians and 
Jews, and perhaps have broken up the Siege. 
Yet he could not conceal this death long, but 
they had a Jcaloufie that the BafTa dealt not fair¬ 
ly with them ; therefore to fatisfie them, he 
promiicd the rkxt day that they fhould fee their 
Emperour himfclf alive ; for chat purpofe he 
cloathed the Corps in its Imperial Robes, and 
placed it in a Chair of State at the end of a long 
. Gal- 
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Gallery, with a little Boy behind him,’ who was 
to move fccrecly the Emperours hand, and to 
u P. to Head, as if he had therewith 
(troaki his Beard, as it feems was his ufual cu- 
ftora. The Soldiers, feeing this at a diftance 
off, imagined him to be yc<: alive, and departed 
very well facisfied for that time. Thus the fub- 
tile BafTa concealed his death from his Army 
and Guards about Forty days more. 


CHAP. LXIV. 

How the Duke of Bourbon made his dif- 
mayed Troops (land another Charge, 

A T the Famous Battel of Agincourt , where 
our Englifl) got fo much Honour of the 
French Nation, Lewis of Bourbon feeing his Left 
Wing routed, and rcfolvcd to try the hazard 
of another Charge, rallied fome of his Troops 
that were broken, and entreated them to follow 
him, for he declared, that the Engitjb were mi- 
fcrably fluttered, and would never abide one 
Charge more, and that undoubtedly they would 
runaway, if they would but face them once 
more. Ac that inftant he had appointed a Soldi¬ 
er to run. .to him in haft before thefe Troops, 
iiid'to afiiire them} that the Englifl? were yiel¬ 
ding apatie, and crying for Quarter; and that 
Kjng Henry was ready to fly away, defiring them 
to.give their Afiiftance. This Policy obliged 
he French to endure another Charge ; but King 
' T tnry having then taken twice as many Prifoncrs 
were men in his Army,commanded them to be 
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killed upon a rumour, that the French bad ralli¬ 
ed again, taken the Kings Tents, and were re¬ 
cruited with frefh Supplies , fo that being 
ftrengthned with a new Army, they were ready 
to fall upon him again. This obliged the King, 
for the fafety of himfelf and Army, to com- 
mand the Prifoners to be flain, contrary to the 
Law of Arms, after that he had granted and 
promifed to them good Quarter.

CHAP. LXV: 

How the Scots furprized the Town of Fall 
Caftle from the Englifa. 

I N the days of Edward the Sixth, one of his 
Generals took feveral Towns from the King of 
Scott -, amongft the reft, he forced F.afi Cafxlt 
to yield to the Englifh. A Govcrnour was ap¬ 
pointed to command there in Chief, and for 
the fupplyingof thcTorm with Provifions conve¬ 
nient for the Garrifon, he ordered the,Neigh¬ 
bouring Villages and Country Farmers to brine 
in Contribution Corn: When the Scots heard 
-of it, they refolvcd to take hold on this oppor¬ 
tunity, and to fend Soldiers in the Garb of 
Scotch Peafants, witch private Arms abpuc the®, 
the appointed time, with Sacks of Corn up¬ 
on their Horfes. At the Gate they alighted, 
and carryed into the Town their Corn upon their 
backs, and fell upon the Guard, which fufpefted 
no fuch attempt, and cut them off, taking poffeffr 
on of the Gate, which they fecured until more 
Forces came to their Afuftance, wnich toot 

the 
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the Town, and maftered the Englifh there in 
Garrifon. 


CHAP. LXVI. 

How the 1 /lana of Sarke, a firong place 
near Guernezey, was taken from the 
French. 

T His Ifland is feituated near Guernsey, having 
on all iides round high and fteep Rocks ro 
defend it, and its Inhabitants from all fudden 
hivafions of a Foreign Enemy, and but one na»- 
row paflage that leads up to the Idand, which few 
may defend againft the greateft Forces. The 
Ifland is ofthacCompafs and Fruitfulnefs, thac 
fcveral hundreds may fiibfift, and be maintained 
there, without any Provifion from elfewhere. 
The French were once poflefled of this impregna¬ 
ble Ifland, which lies very convenient for Pyracy 
in the Road of all the Northern Trade. It was 
therefore thoughr convenient to take ic out of 
their hands. A Gentleman of tlie Netherlands , 
undercook to furprize it, and performed his En- 
terprize in this manner j He Anchored in the 
Harbour with' a fmall Ship, and fent a Mcffcngcr 
to the Iflanders, tote!! them,That his Merchant, 
a very Wealthy Man, was lately dead afhipboard, 
and defired td be buried in a Coffin in Hallowed 
Ground, and that he entreated them that they 
might have the liberty to bring him aftiorc, and 
lly him according to his Will. The Manders 
granted the Requeft, upon condition' they fhould 
all come without Arms. The Seamen according- 
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ly landed, but inftead of a Dead Corps, they 
filled the Coffin with Arms, and brought it up 
into the Church-yard, whilft many of the Man- 
ders went aboard to buy fome Commodities, but 
they were all fecured. When the Coffin was at 
the place appointed, they, who carryed it, laid 
n down, opened it, and took their Weapons 
llew the Guards, and mattered the rett of the 
..Itlandcrs. By this means this little, buc ftrong 
Iilana, was taken from the Enemy. 


CHAP. LXVII. 

How Count Peter Navarefle raifedtk 
Stege of a Town where he was befiegei 

T His fubtile Warriour was befieged in a Tow?, 
where the Enemy had made a confiderabk 
breach, and was ready to ftorm the Walls: to 
prevent the approaching danger, he caufed 1 
councermuretobemadc, with other Works, and 
undermined the breach, where he placed feveral 
firkins of Gunpowder, flopping them up with 
Stones and Timber. Ac the Time of the AV 
fault he was ready with all his Garrifon, to re* 
ceivc the Enemy, but luficrcd a confiderabk 
number to enter in, as many as he was well able 
to matter, then he gave h ire to die Train, blew 
up the Mine about the Ears of them that were 
battening into the Breach, and fo difeouraged 
and difordcred the refl of the Army, chat they 
gave back, when they faw the Arms, the Legs 
the Heads, and other Limbs of their Fellows, 
tty, and fall round about cliem. hi this diforda 
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he Tallied out upon them with, part of his For¬ 
ces, and with another part lie cut in pieces them * 
that were already got within the Walls. By 
this means the whole Army was routed, and for¬ 
ced to raife. the Siege with great lofs. . This 
fame policy was praetifed at Jlfwtalban in France, ■ 
when it was befieged by Lcreit the 13 tb. One 
thing remarkable happened there, that a llegi- 
ment of Women , led by a flout Virago, with 
long Knives made for the purpofc. Tallied out 
at the time of the blowing up the Mine, and fell 
fo nimbly upon the difmayed Soldiers, and fuch 
as had bin knock'd down with the Stones and ■ 
Timber, whilft the Men were ocherwife bufily 
employed infighting with the diforder’d Army, 
that the Siege was thereby raifed, and the Ivinas 
Forces routed. ••*..-

C H A P. LXVIII. 

Bow the Prince of Orange relieved a 
Town befieged by the S paniards. 

A Town of the Low Countries being befieged 
by the Spaniards, who had fo well fortified 
themfelvcs, tli.it the l’rincc of Orange thought ic 
notfafe to make any attempt upon their Works, 
and the befieged being in great want of lYovifi- 
ons, he contrives a way how to drown’d all the 
Country round, by digging through the Bamts 
that kept off the Sea and the neighbouring Ri¬ 
vers from overflowing the Land. As foon as the 
Water found a Paflage, it broke into the Spam(h 
Camp, overflowed all their Works, and forced 
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them to retire upon the higher ground, and give 
liberty to the Princes Boats to carry into the 
Town what Relief they thought needful; by 
this means the Siege was railed, and the Spani¬ 
ards forced to depart with great Lofs. 


CHAP. LXIX. 

Movp a Spanish Army, confining of almofi 
all Foot y routed French Forces both oj 
Horfcand Foot. 

A T Lyrignola a Battel was fought between the 
Spanitvrds and the French. The Spanijb 
General confidering his weaknefs in Horfe, and 
the French numbers and ftrcngth> rcfolvcd tp 
fight them in fuch ground, that they could not 
well make ufe of tliir numerous Cavalry. He 
drew up his Army amongft the Vines and broken 
ground, where the Horfe could not well ride up 
and down. And having a flout Infantry, he 
charged the Fi'ench Forces.fo bravely, that they 
retreated and tied. In fuch like cafes others 
have fixed Stakes, fltarpned at both ends, in. the 
ground j others have digged holes, covered 
over with Turves; others have encompaflcd in 
their Foot with Craw-Feet, a Swedifl) Inven¬ 
tion, good to flop the Cavalry •, for-there is al¬ 
ways a fliarp Iron that Hands above ground about 
three Inches, which way foever you fling it: 
Others have marched with a Wall of Pikes round 
their Body, and a party of Foot in the middle, 
to line and fecure them again!! the fury of the 
Shot of-the Cavalry. Many other Inventions there 
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are to be ufed to defend the Foot againft the 
Horfe i fo that many times a fmall party of Foot, 
by Art, have rouccd a confiderable Body of 
Horfe. 


CHAR LXX. 

Hove the Lord Poynings took. At Samer-' 
dubDis, in France, a Cafile, which 
was thought to be impregnable. 

T He Lord Poynings , at his firft coming before 
the Caftlc, fumraons it, but finding it very 
ftrongly lekuated Upon a Hill, that was encom- 
pafled round with deep Marilh Ground, and that 
the Governour and GarrifoB had fuch confidence 
in its inacccflible Scituacion, that they would 
not hearken to a Surrender. He caufed a great 
Cannon to be made of Wood, and drew it over 
the wet ground with many Horfes, as if it had 
been of Metal, and of a great Weight, fo near 
the Caftle, that it muft needs do execution, if 
had been as they lookt upon it to be. Then 
again the Lord Poynings , when his Battery was 
made, fent another Summons to the Governour, 
with this Tlireacning, That if he fuffered the 
Canon to be difeharged, they Ihould all be put 
to- the Sword •, but if lie would yet, hearken 
to a Compofition, he might have fair and Ho¬ 
nourable Terms granted. The Captain being de¬ 
ceived by this Policy, yielded up hisilrong hold 
upon Articles, and departed out, when it was 
not in the Power of the Lord Poynings 10 have 
forced him.

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CHAP. LXXI. 

How Monfieur Lawtreck, in the Nea¬ 
politan War y forced all his Auxiliary 
Troops, jvhieh were of. other Aations } . 
to fight valiantly. 

TN the Neapolitan War, La»trccl( was.General of 
I the FrencI) Army, unto whofe affiftance carat 
fevcral other People of Italy, who were in League 
with their King. Luxctreck., to oblige them all 
to be valiant, feparates them, and draws them 
all up in diftinft Battalions in the fight, and 
when the two Armies were engaged, he rode 
about to thofe whom he faw moft backward, tel¬ 
ling them, that fuch and fuch Battalions, had al- 
ready got the Viftory •, they therefore, outoi 
emulation, were forced to fight j by tins mean, 
lie put the Enemy to Flight. 

CHAP. LXXII. 

How a Scottifh King obliged his difeow 
fited Army to fight againft the Pi6ts. 

T He Annals of Scotland make mention of a 
certain King of S«M,who having been often 
bcaten,and loft many.Battels agamft the Fids ,fat 
that his people were altogether difeouraged, and 
’unwilling to try again the hazard of anoth 
Fight V and that he could not, by any perfuafi 

oblige them to it, until he had madcufe-of thu 
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lm pofturc ; He apparell’d certain of his Meit >. 
in Scales and Seals Skins, which, fhine very 
bright in the Dark, and put into their hands 
Truncheons of rotten A(h Wood, caufing them 
in that Garb to awaken his Chief Officers at mid¬ 
night, and to tell them, That they were Mefien- . 
gers fent from Heaven, to advife them to fight 
once more againft their Enemies, afliiring them 
of a nocable Viftory. The Captains, the next 
Morning, came to their King, and related to 
him and the whole Army what they had Teen and 
and heard, and thac ’twas their opinion to fight 
couragioufly, for thac God would aflift them, 
feeing lie had fcnc them fuch a comfortable Mefyr 
fage. The Scotch Army upon this confide;,ice, 
engaged with the Pitts, and beac them .out of 
their Councry. 


CHAP. LXXIIF. 

Hoiv the Marquis 0/. Spinola had Intelli¬ 
gence of all the Tajfages of the Prince 
of Oranges Amy, and of the tow# , 
of Breda, then bejieged by. Spinola. 

S Pinola befieged the Town of Breda, but not 
knowing in what condition the Garrifon was, ^ 
heperfwadeda fubcile Country-Fellow to carry 
Butter and Cheefc, and other, necellary things 
intothe Town. The Fellow pretended' that he 
had narrowly efcaped the Guards.and Sentinels, 
and was very welco.m co the Soldiers, and to the 
Govcrnour, in hopes, by his means, to fend a ; 
Letter to the Prince of Orange, The Country 
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Ft How at firft Ihcwedhimfclf unwilling, becaufc 
of the danger, but at laft fuffered himfclf to be 
wrought upon by rewards and promifes to carry 
» Letter, which he deliver’d to Spinola , who 
Pealed it up, and gave it to the - fame Country 
Fellow to carry to the Prince. The Fellow 
informed him of all paflages, and told him how 
he had efcaped through the Guard. The Prince 
judged that he could not employ a fitter Man 
to carry back an anfwer to the Town, which he 
undertook to perform for a Sum of Money } but 
when he had the Princes Anfwer, he carryedit 
to the Marquis co perufc, and received from 
him a good reward. When Prince Maurice was 
dead, Henry his Brother fucceeded him in his 
Employment *, and when the Marquis could not 
undcrltuUd of the Enemies Condition, he few 
for his Country Fellow, and caufcd him to couir- 
terfeita Sickncfs, which he pretended he had 
got by travelling in Winter and Froft to ferve 
rhe Prince of Orange. The Countrymans Wife 
goes to Prince Henry, and CQmplains of her Huf. 
hands fad condition, defiring him to pay him that 
ftipend wliich his Brother had promis’d for his 
former Services. The Prince was well pleafed to 
find the Man that could carry Intelligence to the 
befieged Town, and willed her to fetch him, 
-promifing co pay not only that Money, but much 
more, it he would ferve him as he had ferved 
his Brothers After many great promifes, the 
Peafant was brought to the Prince, and charged 
with a Letter' to the Governour of Breda, but 
inftcad of carrying it to the Town, he brought 
•.it to the Marquis; by this means he underftood 
his Enemies purpofes and conditionsj and knew 
how to prevent their Defigns, 
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CHAP. LXXIV. 

VLow the Duke of Alanfon veas like to 
have furprized Mons. 

T He plot was laid in this manner, That a 
thoufand Horfe, having with them a thou- 
fand Musketeers behind them, fhould in the 
night hide themfelves in the Woods near to'the 
City to be ready to hafien to the Gates at the 
firft call. About thirty young Soldiers, without 
Beards,were to be apparelled like Country Girls, 
with their Weapons privately hid about them : 
to tliefe fome old Soldiers, were added, to ac¬ 
company them, in the garb oF Country Clowns, 
carrying with them Provihons for the Marker, 
for that day was chofen to furprizc the City. 
They were to have a Cart with them, loadcn 
with Country Commodities, which fome Wal¬ 
loons were to drive, the better to procure an en¬ 
trance without fufpici on. The Cart was to be 
driven to the fecond Gate, and there to be dif- 
ordered, by letting fall the Wheel \ whilft tl\e 
Carter was to be bufie about his Cart, the dif- 
guifed Soldiers were to take the firft and fecond 
Gate, to kill the Watch, and to give afignro the 
Ambufhes in the Wood to come fpcedily to their 
Afliftance, which being let in:o tnc City, would 
eafily take and keep it for the French. But this 
plot was difeovered, and by that means preven¬ 
ted.

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CHAP. LXXV. 

How Prince Maurice endeavour'd to take 
Antwerp Caflle by fur prize. 

P Rince Maurice, without difpute, was one of 
the mod fuccefsful Generals of his time; at 
the Battel of Newport he obtained a great Vi- 
ftory over the Spaniards , and being bread up 
amongft Armies and Soldiers, he proved a molt 
wife and fubtile Commander. Antwerp Caltlc 
was attempted by him in this manner» He be* 
ing at Breda with his Army, commanded all the 
pairages of his Camp to be narrowly watched, and 
iecretly drew fbme Companies of foot from 
fome Neighbouring Garrifons, putting them un¬ 
der the command of a difercet Collonel, in 
whom he could confide. The Soldiers knew no* 
thing of bis purpoic, otil^ die Officers ; and 
that he might the better conceal his March from 
the Country, lie n.dercd his Men to take off 
their Orange Colours ;.nd change them for Red, 
fuch as the King of Spains Soldiers ufed to 
wear, and his Waggons like wife had a Burgundian 
Crofs, a - Spinola's. And as his Soldiers palled 
through the Country, they were to fay, That 
they belonged to the King of Spain, and were 
marching to Antwerp for Provifions. Bythisdif* 
, pyife and invention a party of a 1000 Foot, and 
2co Hcrfe went undifeovered in the dark night to 
the Walls of Antwerp Caftle, where they got as 
far as the Bridge, and were ready to blow open 
t .the JGaccS) had they hoc bin perceived by the 

Viguanq 
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Vigilancy of- a Spanifl) old Soldier, named An- 
drear Cea^ who gave the Alarm to the Garrifon, 
and prevented their entrance. 


CHAP. LXXVI. 

Of the Battel of Diep, between Henry 
the fourth of France, and the Arm 
of the Ligne, commanded by the Duke 
of Mayenne. 

T He King had in his Army about eight or nine 
thoufand Men. The Duke had twenty 
five thoufand Foot, and eight thoufand Horfe. 
the King intrenched himfeif about three Miles 
from Diep. at a Village called Arques with his 
fmall number, but he gave fuch wife Orders, that 
he fecured both his Camp and the Suburbs of 
the City fromtbc invading Enemy, who, on the 
i6tb. of September^ $8?. gave a furious aflault to 
the Kings Forces, but were beaten back with 
great lofs. The Duke of Mayenne having conti¬ 
nued quiet in his Camp three .days, gave another 
Aflault, but to as little purpofe, only the Regi¬ 
ments of Colalt and Tremblccour called to the 
Kings Forces, that they would be of their fide, 
at which offer chey were received within the 
Trenches, and rhey promifed to ferve the King 
faithfully, if they mighc have any aflurance of 
their pay, which was promifed by the King) but 
whilft this brave Prince was bufilv employed in 
looking to every quarter, thefe Treacherous Vil- 
Jains turned their Weapons againft them who 
had taken them, in, let in more of the Dukes 
i. Eorces 
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Forces into that part of the Camp j fo that'if 
the Duke, in that confternation that the Kings 
Army was then in by the unexpected Treachery, 
had fpeedily fallen upon them, and fcconded 
with all his Forces thefe two Regiments, he had 
undoubtedly carryed and mattered the Trenches j 
but whilft tne Duke delayed, the Co unt de Ca- 
JiiUon , the Duke of Monipcnfter and La Hove , 
excellent Commanders of the Kings Army, ran 
wnh their Men to aflift the Kings difeouraged 
party, and charged the Enemy within the 
Trenches fo briskly, that they were forced to fly 
out, and leave that great advantage they had gai¬ 
ned by a Stratagem. After this good fucccfs, 
the Kin l with his fmall party gave fo many 
Alarms to the Dukes Camp, that he found him- 
lelf with his great Army befieged by the Kings 
fmall numbers, and reduced to many Wants, and 
to the neccflity at laft, of departing to a more 
fecure and co.n 1 .odious Neighbourhood, 


CHAP, LXXVII. 

Of the Famous Battel of Jury, between 
Henry the 4th. and the Duke of May- 
enne. 

T Hc Duke defigned to relieve the Town of 
Dreux, befieged by the Kings Army, which 
36 foon as the Duke began to draw near, they 
were ordered to retreat, as if they had been in 
fear. This diffimulation fo encouraged the 
Commanders of the Dukes Army, that they 
would not be quiet, till they had forced him 

againfi 
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againfi his Judgement to a Battel. Both Armies 
were drawn up in Battalia in an even Plain, 
near the Tillage of Jury. The Kings Army 
had about ten thoufand Foot , ana three 
thoufand Horfe , drawn up in this manner, 
The King appeared firft at the Head of a Squa¬ 
dron of fix hundred Horfe, moft Lords and 
Gentlemen, which was flanked on the right hand 
with a Battalion of two Regiments of Switzers, 
and on the left by two other Regiments of the 
fame Country. Thefe Battalions were followed by 
the Regiments of the Guards, and three other 
Regiments. The Duke of Montpenftr marched 
next on the Left, with a Squadron of fix huu- 
dred Horfe, between two Regiments of Germany 
and Switzerland , fcconded by two other Bodies 
of Foot, chofen out of the French Infantry. 
The Marfhal <?Aumount clofed up the Left Wing 
with three hundred Horfe, and two Regiments 
of French Infantry at his fides, and two Troops 
before him of Light Horfemen, commanded by 
the great Prior-, and by Giury Marefcbal de Camp. 
Thefe were affitted on the Right by the Baron of 
Bit on, who had the charge to proteft four Canons 
and.fojne Field Pieces: on the other fide .mar¬ 
ched the Marfhal of Biron with another Squadron 
of Horfe, between two Regiments of French 
Foot, next to the Regiments of Guards, but a 
little behind, that they might be as a referve to 
that Body, which was commanded by the King 
in perfon: next to them, on the right hand,fhew- 
ihg the appearance of a Crellant, was a Squadron 
of German Horfe, flanked by two fmall Bodies 
of French Infantry, led by the Count Scomb erg. 
This excellent order of the Kings Army, toge¬ 
ther with the Judicious management of the 

Artillery 
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Artillery by the MarteT of the Ordinance, con¬ 
tributed much to the Victory j for the feveril 
Bodies, into which the Kings Army was drawn 
up, found a means to inclofe in a body bf VH'ch 
Horfe, whom they charged fo furioufly on the 
Flanks, that they were routed, and forced to fall 
back upon the Infantry of the Ligne. The King 
himfelf afted the part of an excellent Comman- 
mandcr and a flout Soldier; for when he was to 
encounter with eighteen hundred Lances, com¬ 
manded by the Duke of Mayenne , he, with Ids 
Fiftol and Sword in his hand, was engaged in 
the midft of that great Squadron, and totally 
defeated it with a fmall party that followed him 
clofe by his fidcs. The King took all the Bag 
and Baggage, Canon and Ammunition. By this 
Battel Henry the 4 th. fecured the Crown of 
France to him and his Porter ityof the Houfcof 
Bourbon , for the Ligenrs were never after in 
power to meet him in a Field.

DISCOURSE 

O F 

ENGINES 

USED IN 

WAR. 

T Here is no art nor knowledge where the 
Wit of Man hath been more aftive 
than in that of War, and found out 
more wonderful and rtrange Inventions, 
both for Offence and Defence, to inable him to 
perform things beyond his ordinary and natural 
Strength. Either the gr< atnefs of the Rewards, 
and advantage propofed, or the neceflities unto 
which he hath bin reduced, or the importance of 
War, upon which depend oftitnes the happinefs 
or mifery of whole Kingdoms and Nations, have 
fliarpncd his contriving Faculty in this, more 
than in other concerns of this humane Life. 

The 
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The Romans , for the encreafc of their Empire, 
and the fubduing many Warlike Nations, over¬ 
came them by the politick order of their Militia, 
and took their ftrongeft Cattles by Inventions of 
rhe Wits of that Age. * At the firft beficging of 
a Town, they were wont to fortifie themfclvcs 
in their Trenches, to prevent all fudden Surpri¬ 
zes oc Sallies - r then did they cncompafs in the 
Town with Forts, Lines and Trenches to hinder 
all Supplies and Provifions from going to the be- 
ficgca. Afterwards they made ufe or their En¬ 
gines to force them to yield* They raifed a high 
Mount with Earth and* Faggots, higher than the 
Walls* to fight with greater advantage y this was 
called Agger. Thcyufcd alfo Towers of Wood, 
whicli they could draw fo near the Enemies 
Walls, that they ofeen leaped from them into 
the City. Lucanus mentions them both at the 
Siege of Marfeiltes by Ceefar, Lib. g. StellatU Ax- 
ibut. Agger erigitur, getmnnfqe equantes mania Tur- 
res accipit : ha mUo fixerunt robore terram, fei 
per iter longam repfere latenti. 

Their Balift* were Inventions to call great 
Stones of avaft bignefs, ora number of Arrows 
with that ftrength, that nothing could well ttand' 
before them ; for the weight of-the ftones caft 
violently upon the Enemy, did crulh and beat 
them to pieces, and the (howrs ot Arrows flying 
out of this Engine with an incredible Violence, 
did great execution. The fame Pdet deferibes 
it, 
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Excutitur, qualis rupes quam vertice month 
Abfcidit impulfu ventorum adjuta vetuftat, 

Frangtt cunfta ruens : nec tantum corpora prejja 
Examinat: tttos cum [anguine diftpat artus. 

Teftudo was another Invention to fecure their 
way to the Walls, or to their Towers, from the 
Enemies Arrows.. It was made like a Penthoufe, 
fupported with Beams, and covered over with 
raw Hides; but this word is often taken for a 
continued number of Bucklers, held up together 
by the Soldiers, when they were marching under 
the Enemies Walls, by which they did proteft 
their Heads from great Stones, and other weigh¬ 
ty things caft upon them. The Romans Vtnea 
was another Engine ufed by them, when they 
were to underline, or work at the foot of the 
Walls, to overthrow them. It was made of Hur¬ 
dles and Planks, and fometimes covered over with 
raw hides, to prevent burning. The Soldiers 
were (ecured under it from the Enemies Darts 
and violent endeavours. But when the Army 
gave a gdheral Aflault, they had another Inventi¬ 
on, named Mu[culi y to cover their Bodies in the 
approach. Pluteus , was another Engine, not 
much unlike to a Vinea. Thefe differing names 
arc borrowed from the fhapes and forms which 
thefe feveral Contrivances had. Now for offence, 
befides the fore- named Balijla , they made ufe of 
an Engine called Onager , to caft Stones with 
great violence , and another Invention named 
Scorpioy to fling Darts againft the Enemies, apd 
Falccs MuraleSy to pull down the Stones of a 
Wall, and level the breach for a more commodi¬ 
ous Aflault. But there was no Inftrument more 
ufeful to them than their Aries } fo named, be- 

caufe

As Saxnm quoties ingenti ponderis itlu 
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caufc it wasTieadcd with Iron, not much unlike 
to Rams Horns i ic was a great beam, weighed 

and lifted up, and forced againft the Walk of a 
Town, fometimesby the ftrength of the Soldi- 
ers with Ropes and Powlies, fometimes by ano¬ 
ther Contrivance. This Aries did commonly 
batter down the ftrongeft and thickefl Walls of 
Morter and Stone *, therefore Ccefar obferves that, 
Tome of the Cities of the Gauls were budded 
with Beams acrofs, to ftrengthen them againft 
the violent impulfe of this great and lirong en¬ 
gine, of which the Poet fpeaks,

Moft of thefe Engines, and others, ufed by 
the ancient Greeks and Romans in their Wan, 
are now out of date, becaufe our Warfare in 
thefe days is altogether another thing, by reafon 
of the Invention of Gunpowder and Guns. And 
the Wit of Man hath proceeded further than 
ever they did to find out ftrangc Inftrumencs of a 
greater ftrength, and more powerful operation. 
I (hall here give a brief account of the molt mo¬ 
dern Engines and Inventions now commonly usd 
in War. i 

Of Great Guns. 

Since the Invention of Gunpowder , Guns 
have been found to be more ferviceable,and 
eafie to command and procure, then other wea¬ 
pons before ufed in their ftead. And for Great 
Guns, they ftrike a Terror into the Enemy with 
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their dreadful noife and thundering, and are 
more commodious than either the Romans Ram, 
or their Balifla, for to do execution upon Men 
or Walls y but though it is of great ufe, yet 
there is this defeft in Great Guns, that they can ¬ 
not he fo eafily managed, as to be brought to 
play fo foon and fo fpeedily as fuaden occasions 
may require. Their Fury is to be avoided by the 
nimblenefs of the Foot, or by the Galloping of 
the Horfe. If therefore it were poflible to find 
outfuch an Invention as may add to the ftrength 
of a Great Gun the fwiftnefsof a Horfe, I con* 
ccive there is no body of Horfe or Foot could be 
able to refill a fmall party furnifhed therewith. 

Such things may be found out as may be of great 
ufe in time of need. But there are feveral forts 
of great Guns: thefe are the ordinary Names, 
with their ufual proportions. 

The Canon is about it, 12,or 13 foot long, 
of9, 10, it, 12, 13 or 14 Inches Diameter. If 
the Shot weighs 110 pounds, there is required of 
Corn Powder 7 6 Pounds for to charge the Gun, 
and fo proportionable of the bigger or Idler 
Cannon. 

The Dragon of Double Culvering weighs 14000 
pounds, and fhoocs357 paces level, 4252 paces

The whole Culvering weighs 8$co pounds, is 
about 13 Foot and a quarter long, fhoots level

The Bafe weighs 300 pounds, (hoots level 03 
paces, and at random 525 paces. , , • , t 
Ic is obfervatye, that thefe feveral kinds of 
Great Ordinance are fometimes of a lefs or 
greater weight, - and according to the force of 
the Metal, they will bear a greater or lefs charge. 
And that they convey their Bullets farther or 
nearer, according to the cliarge of the Powder, 
and the weight of the Bullet. Befides thefe 
former Legitimate Ordinance, there are fome na¬ 
med Baftard Pieces; as the Serpentine , or baltard 
Culverin.

' The Petard is an Invention to “blow opci 
Gates, Ports or Portculli(Tes.Ut is made of Brafi| 
of the falhion of a Leathern Bucket, and is ufo

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to it with a Fork. It is filled with Powder, and 
when it breaks, it tears all to pieces chat which 
is near ic. 

Of the Qranado. 

Tills is a moft dreadful Engine, commonly 
ufed to break down Walls, Houles, and to fire 
Cities. It doth execution where the Canon can 
never reach. It is commonly made of Brafs, or 
Poc Metal, and fometimes of Canvas, to fee fire 
upon Houfes and Towns. They of Brafs are to 
be filled with ftrong Powder, with a fnouc ac 
one end, and a hole at the ocher, where there 
mud be a flow burning powder, made of Canon 
Powder, beaten and moiftned with the Oyl of 
Peter, mingled with Charcole. They are caft in¬ 
to the Air out of a MOrter-piece into she Ene¬ 
mies Cities or Caftles *, and . they are fome¬ 
times of that Weight * that they will brake 
through the Tiling and Heads of Houfcs, and 
when they break} caft down the Walls on both 
fidcs, and fet all afire that is combuftiblc. Thcfc 
arc fometimes named Bombs.. 

The Hand Granado h round, about the bignefs 
of an ordinary great Bullet, hollow and full of 
Powder, ufed to. be caft among the Enemies 
Horfc, or into Trenches, Forts or Ships, todc- 
ftroy them,.. 

Of Fire-Ms. 

Fire-balls are very ufeful in the Siege, of ta¬ 
king of Towns. They muft be (hot out of Mor- 
terpieces or Canon. They are to be made in 
this man ner Take Goofe-Greafc or Swines 
Grcafe, one part of Tar, half a quarter as much 
of pitch, two parts of ftrong Brandy, half • 
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quarter of Linfeed Oil, one pare of Verdigreaft 
a quarter part of Wax, half a quarter of Groom, 
a quarter part of Salt-Peter,andMeal one part; all 
this muft be fUrrcd together over a flow Fire till 
it comes to be well mixed, then cart in fomc 
Tow and Linen flags, which mull be rowlcd in 
fmall beaten powder, and then round about, four, 
five ot fix long and (harp Irons, joined together 
in the middle : when the Ball is as big as you 
defign it, you muft bind it fail with Wire or 
Packthread , and bore two, or four, or more 
holes through and through, which mufi be filled 
with good oruifed Powder that may eafily take 
Fire. Some Fire-balls are made round, with¬ 
out any fucli fliarp Irons flicking; but if planks 
or boards are to be fired,, thole with Irons arc 
the mod proper for execution j for where they 
fall, they flick fo fafl, that .they are not eafily to 
' be removed, till the place be confirmed where 
they unhappily light. 

Of Stinkpots *. 

At the boarding of Ships the Enemy throws 
nor only Hand-Granado'sand Fire-balls, but there 
is a new Invention, certain Pots filled with mofl 
odious and noifom fluff, together with Wildfire 
and other Ingredients, which are call into the 
port-holes of Ships, or into the Steerage or 
Fore-Caflle, which, when they break, grievoufly 
wound the Defendants, and fill the Room with 
fuch flrange Fumes, that fearce any perfon can 
fuffer them. 

There are other earthen or glafs Bottles fillet! 
with a Compofition made of Serpentine Powder, 
Hogs Greale, Brimftone, Salt*petcr, Brandy,, 
fetch and .fine Powder j when tnefe Bottles at* 
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«fl amongfl the Enemies Foot or Horfe in 
Streets or Lanes, they will infallibly difordcr anti 
break their Ranks. 

Of a Frame of Muskets.. 

This Invention is very good to defend a 
Breach, or to flank a Body of Pikes. The Frame 
jsmade of Planks, with three or four flories high, 
having fomany Tire of Muskcrs,and a fmall Spout 
of Brafs to go from one touch-hole to another ; 
fo that as foon as the Train is fired, the whole 
Tyre mull needs go off. When Men grow fcarcc 
ma Siege, through Sicknefs, or otherwife, this 
Invention may be of great ufe, for it may be fo 
made, that two or three Men may manage forty 
or fifty Muskets at a Bridge, or a breach, and 
with greater fafety to their own Pcrfons, chat 
may be covered behind out of danger of the 
Invading Enemy’s fmall fhor. 

Of the Warlike Flail 

It is made as our threfhing Inflruments, but 
a little bigger, and with Iron points at the great 
end, which, when >an Enemy feales the Walls 
or enters a breach, mufl needs be of great ufe r« 
defend, and beat him back. 

Of feveral Inventions to ruine and trouble 
the Horfe . 

The Turn-pike is nfed in narrow paflag^s, and 
is made of a round piece of Timber about 8 or 
io foot long, fometimcsmorc, full of fliarp Irons 
to flop the Horfe. 

The Calthropi* a round piece of Wood, full 
°f lharp Irons, ufed alfo for the fame purpofe; 

The Crawfect is a Swedijh Invention* made of 

__ v four 
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lour Irons very fliarp, joined in the_ middle *, (b 
uhkt which way foever hr fe call, there ,s one a* 
Ijouc three Inches long, or more, that Hand* 
upright, to ran into the Feet of Horfe or.Man 
ifliac fhall ofter to pafsthac way. 

Of an Engine named the Soulcifs. 

. - It is a Tun full of Horfe-Dung and^Sand, but 

fo great, that a Horfeman may ride, behind un¬ 
discovered. It is bound with Iron Hoops, and 
commonly ufed to Iheltcr fuch as are to relieve 
dangerous Guards, or to ge withm reach of the 
Enemies Canon or Muskets; and therefore is 
rowled betwen them and the Enemy with many 

ha Many other Inventions there are ufcdjy the 
fubtile Wits of this Age nr War } ia the defence 
of Cities, in the overthrowing of Walls, in the 
relieving of Towns, in the preventing of Sup¬ 
plies, in marching fpeedily over great Rivers, ia 
ihe defending of Harbours, and ° thcr ^A« 
relating to the management of War » but they 
are referved for their knowledge, who arc to be 
lngeniers in an Army, or befieged Town* 
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
